Farly in the seventeenth century, just 
a bundred years after Luther’s revolt, 
there were unmistakable signs that all 
Furope might again become Catholic.

Protestant and a militf^$gi{t$us, to per- 
suade him to war agaitìst Aastria. As 
a result of this plot, the Emperor’s con- 
quests. which had been gathering nation 
after nation back into the Church, were 
abruptly checked; and a firm, inimical 
Protestant bloc was thenceforth estab- 
lished in Europe.

Prominent though his perfidy 
may have been, he remains but one 
member of a great unhallowed host.

precedent has had abundant followers. 

There was Nestorius, fifth century 
Bishop of Constantinople, who stood 
up in his Cathedral and proclaimed 
that Our Lady was not the Mother of 
God; and Sergius, Bishop of that same 
troubled city two centuries later, who 
taught his flock that Our Lord had no 
human will, and so was not truly man. 
There was Bishop Cauchon of Erance, 
who, for the sake of gratifying his po- 
iitical friends, declared that Joan of 
Arc, whom God had sent to save France 
for the Faith, was a heretic and a witch, 
and had her burned at the stake. There 
was Cardinal Wolsey of England, Arch- 
bishop of York and Lord Chancellor of 
the Realm, who spent his life rendering 
unto Caesar (in this case, King Henry 
VIII) the things that were God's. And 
less than a decade after Wolsey there 
was every Bishop in England, except 
Saint John Fisher, willing to allow that 
^tfie’K.ing”and^not tfie^Vica'FTJf"Chnsr" 
was the head of the Church. 

The catalogue of such Bisbops is 
endless. They have been in the East 
and in the West, in the ages of Faith 
and the ages of infidelity; they have 
been men who won the praise and 
glory of the world and men who lived 
in loneiiness and frustration; they have 
been proud men and ambitious men 
and vain, worldly men. But wherever 
and whenever these Bishops have been, 
whatever has been their motive, or 
raanner, or provocation, the essential 
fact remains the same: Judas-wise, they 
have betrayed Jesus. 

It is true that with other men betrayal 
is not so sure and discernible as with a 
Bishop. But a Bishop is not like other 
men; he is a successor of the Apostles. 
He has the primary responsibility for 
teaching and spreading the Faith, and is 
divinely guaranteed that he will be given 
whatever grace he needs to perform his 
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task with absolute singleness of pur- 
pose. He is constituted a shepherd, 
and, for better or for worse, culpably or 
not, his people are inclined to believe, 
to trust, and to follow him. Saint John 
Chrysostom says, "He (a Bishop) is 
answerable for the sins of others. To 
pass over everything else: if but one 
soui dies without Baptism, does it not 
entirely endanger his own salvation?’’ 

And this leads us inevitably to the 
subject of here and now. 

That the state of the Faith in America 
today is at a subterranean level—with 
wholesale ignorance, indifference, and 
apostasy—is afact only a spiritual mo- 
ron could miss. Certainly the Amer- 
ican Bishops have not missed it. Peri- 
odically they issue broadsides against 
secularism," and "the disintegration of 
family iife, and kindred abstractions, 
which they earnestly assure us are the 
root of the evil. Despite this frantic 
pointing elsewhere, however, it is plain 
_jo_see that the chief responsibility for 
thelost o: ‘he Faitb ìn tiiis còuntry 
longs to no one or nothing but the 
American Bishops themselves. And, 
however reluctant they or we might be 
to admit it, it seems fairly certain that 
future generations of Catholics are go- 
ing to read in the history books that 
there were in the middle of the twen- 
tieth century certain Bishops ruling the 
Church in America who, by compro- 
mise and concealment of the dogmas 
they were consecrated to teach, wounded 
the Church just as grievously and be- 
trayed Jesus just as surèly as Richelieu 
or anyone else before them. 

Yet, there is this hope and consola- 
tion. If just one Bishop w?uld own 
frankly that the collapse in thit'country 
is due primarily to the failure of ihe hier- 
archy; if he would risk making himself 
unpopular with Masons and Jev s , and 
with other Bishops as well; if ht-would 
work purely and entirely to ncrease 
love for Jesus and to teach men he way 
of salvation—then the story "(f what 
those other American Bishops.he bad 
ones, have wrought would noòave to 
be the last chapter in the histo: of the 
Church in America.

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The Menace Of Magazines 


Everyone agrees that magazines are 
a menace. 

There is hardly a hamlet in the nation 
where a public-spirited committee of 
one kind or another has not loudly 
protested the evils of local periodical 
racks. Editorials have "exposed” tbe 
problem. Parents have bemoaned it. 
Politicians have promised to solve it. 
Repeatedly, educators, social workers, 
and members of the clèrgy have warned 
against the obscene publications which, 
are on public sale in every Americàh 
neighborhood. 

■ To the many Catholics who have been 
leaders in alarming the country about 
the magazine menace, we have this to 
say: Because you are Catholics, you re- 
alize that purity and chastity are virtues 
to be guarded and fought for. But also, 
because you are Catholics, you know 
that even more precious and more to be 
defended than purity in the moral order, 
=^is~the -Apostolic purity of the Catholic-' 
Faith—that chastity of doctrine which 
owes its survival to twenty centuries of 
vigilant popes, zealous preachers, and 
martyrs shedding their blood. 

The next time, therefore, you feel a 
crusading urge to go clean up the news- 
stands, head for one that carries the 
better-known Catholic periodicals. A 
swift glance through them will con- 
vince you that the current magazine 
menace is no longer threatening only 
the morals of Catholics. 

To prepare you for what you will find, 
here is advance information on a few of 
the magazines which are now doing 
for èatholic dogma what the "drug- 
store publishers” have done of late for 
morality. 

Commomveal — a weekly publication 
which has intellectual aspirations, scant 
circulation, and a layman editor named 
Jol^n Cogley. Realizing the ineffective- 
ness of his position', Mr. Cogley, when 
he feels he really has.somèthing to say, 
submits articles to the brassier picture- 
magazines, where he is assured of an 
audience for his favoritè' theme: Amer- 
ican Catholics have much'more in com- 


mon with their Protestant compatrjpts 
than with their European coreligiitnists, 
America — a journal which àiri 'tb'e " 
political and social specuiatioas i>f a 
misrepresentative group of Ametlcgn 
Jesuits. Chief man behind its pQljiStèÌS 
is a Roman-collared Harvard graàcate 
who has been heard to declare thàt, 
"The Catholic Church is not in the 
business to make convprts. The Cath- 
olic Ghurch is in the business to save , 
souls.” Novelties like this "salvation 
without conversion,” however, are far 
too religious in theme to qualify as 
regular America fare. Recently,’ much 
publicity was given to the magazine s 
"McCàrthy episode,” in which the 
priests on America decìded to attack 
the Catholic Senator, and hired a Prot- 
estant to do the job for them. 

C.atholic Digest — a derived monthly 
edited by Father Paul Bussard, whose 
effective way of nullifying Catholic 
i-'tèaching'is^to discredit the Divine Au- 
thor of it. Current example: the Digest 
investigations of American anti-Cath- 
olicism. in which Father Bussard has 
spent several thousand dollars hoping 
to prove that when Our Lord said to 
Catholics, "You shall be hated by all 
men for My name's sake,” He was 
speaking only to non-American mem- 
bcrs of the Cburch. 

In partnership with a layman, Father 
Bussard has lately extended his maga- 
zine influence beyond the Catholic Di- 
gest by bringing out a picture-book on 
the Mass. With its front-cover photo- 
graph of the Sacred Host, this publica- 
tion is being sold (with Father Bus- 
sard’s consent) at all of the lewdest 
newsstands in the country. Anyone 
who recovers from the shock of seeing 
such a booklet displayed in the midst 
of pictorial filth and suggestive cap- 
tions, is in for further abttse when he 
opens the thing and htegias to read. 
Typical statement frotn >.he text is Fa- 
ther Bussard's refercnce to the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass as, ''the farewell 
banquet of an unmarried Jew in his 
early thirties.” 
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In recent years the Jesuit residence 
on Mount Street in London has pro- 
vided comfortable shelter for a vari- 
ously notable group of English priests. 
Among the present occupants is one 
Father James Brodrick, S. J., who has 
somewhat ntade his mark in the Eng- 
lish-reading world as a biographer of 
canonized Jesuit saints. 

Father Brodrick’s latest work in this 
field has been a iife of St. Francis Xav- 
ier. Under Father Brodrick's auspices, 
we learn that Saint Francis was "a man

There are at present more JthSrS ‘ Jn 
the United States than in any gjtfs®?; : §a- 
tion in the world. According .dìjt'.al 
Jewish statistics there axe ftve iti.Viiiòn 
of them, and however tr.ituusizcd this 
figure may be, it is stilS naore.than twice 
the number of Jews àiclìftwwtedged to 
be now in Kussia, four times the num- 
ber in Israel, and tcn times the number 
in pre-Hitler Germany. 

Yet even without such statistics, there 
is ample indication that the United 
States has become the new Jewish 
homeland. The presence of five million 
Jews in a country is not a fact that 


nngiìl pass uiinoucfcU; as- the presence 
of, say, five million Swedes might. For 
the Jews are a people who inspire 
definite, apparent reactions in all who 
come in contact with them. 

One might suppose that the reaction 
of Protestants to the Jewish invasion of 
America would be a feeling of kindly 
approval, inasmuch as it was Protestant- 
ism in the form of Freemasonry. that 
originally granted the Jews ùnrestricted 
freedom to move through and corrupt 
Christian soeiety.

Masonic Inroads In Italy 


On tbe fourteenth of last month, the 
French Revolution received its annuai 
easnle Day commemoration. Fittingly, 
last month’s I65th observance of the 
Bastile attacfc was not restricted to any 
one nation. For the French Revolution, 
as a spirit extending to our own day’ 
has become world property—a symbol 
of the purpose ìrS àfbievement of 
ìncernacional FrefeijjaJoiefy. 

Coming as it dil® ehe close of the 
seventeen hundreds, the French Revolu- 
tion was a timely protocol for all that 
Freemasonry set out to accomplish in 
the century that followed. By means 
of their willing military instrument 
Napoleon, the Ieaders of Masonry found’ 
they were able, as the eighteen hun- 
dreds began, to plant a potent Masonic 
germ in every quarter of Europe. And 
it was not long after the witìsdrawal of 
Napoleon’s troops thaf t he Masons be- 
held, abundantly, rhe fruit of their 
enterprise.-^,- ^ 

oimultaneously, there began in each 
Catholic country on the continent the 
unrest and revolutions which have so 
distinguished the nineteenth century as 
a viciorious one for *’the enemies of the 
altar and the throne.” At one signal, 
the lodges, the sectaries, the secret so- 
cieties (they are variously named) began 
their now familiar program of "enlight- 
enment and progress”: desecrating the 
Blessed Sacrament, pillaging monaster- 
ies, burning down convents, overthrow- 
ing monarchy. secularizing the schools, 
legalizing divorce and prostitution, leg- 
islating in their rabble parliaments 
against every tradition and observance 
made sacred by centuries of Christian 
rulers. 

As the nineteenth century revolutions 
got under way, it was the will of World 
Masonry’s high command (at that time 
the Weishaupt clique in Germany) that 
an especially thorough job be done in 
Italy. The pope, his ancient lands, 
aod, indeed, his very person were the 
first objectives of Masonry’s Italian 
campaign. In the "Permanent Instruc- 
tion” of the Alta Vendita, the con- 


trol-group of Italian Masonry, this is 
made indisputably clear. Said the 
Masons, "Our final end is that of Vol- 
taire and of the French Revolution, the 
destruction forever of Catholicism and 
even of the Christian idea, which, if 
left standing on the ruins of Rome, 
would be the resuscitation of Christi- 
anity later on.”

, IN SEARCH OF A 
CATHOLIC EDUCATION 

Across the nation this month, Amer- 
ica’s great secular universities will re- 
sume production. Once more their 
doors will òpèn and hundreds of thou- 
sands of eager young Americans will 
come flocking in, fervently convinced 
that to be processed by these universi- 
ties, to cheer at their football games, 
and. ultimately, to receive their Degrees, 
is all one could ask by way of Higher 
Education. ■ 

But some young Americans will dis- 
ag.cee with this multitude. Some, be- 
they are Catholics, will feel that 

«v*cf..'5d be gravely dangerous. And so, 
both to safeguard their Faith from the 
perils of secular education, and in the 
hope of nourishing it by a Catholic 
one.they will enroll themselves at those 
American colleges which were estab- 
lished in the name of the Church. 

Though such motivation by no means 
accounts for the entire enrolliassit at 
Catholic colleges, the fact that.U *isouM 
account even for part of it is cause ÌOC 
annual September solicitude. FOif thea® 
students are not going to get cfct Catìa- 
olic education ‘they seek, but e, sscùiar 
education under Catholic auspkt?#. 

A Catholic education, as it was once 
given in those great universnies that 
graced Europe’s past, is an educattoa in 
which the Faith animates and permeates 
all that is taught. It is an eduCatioA 
of which Our Lady is Queen—not In 
aay soft, pietistic sense, but in tbe sease 
that all studies are undertaken for the 
supreme purposeof increasing love and 
knowledge of Her and Her Son. 

This kind of education is the birth- 
right of the Americao Catholic colleges.

But it is a birthright they have sold, 
becoming instead the mimics and toad- 
ies of colleges set up precisely in defi- 
ance of Catholic education. . 

The American Catholic colleges apè 
secislat coileges both in the kinds of- 
subjeccs they teach, trying to match 
thea> course for course, and in the 
way they teach those subjects. Whàt- 
ever their secutar models consider im- 
portant and inviolable, tbey consider sò, 
too. Thus, if they are informed that 
"science” disagrèes with Genesis, the 
Catholic colleges meekly set to work to 
make Genesis toe the mark. 

Even the classes in religion which the 
Catholiccolleges requirèfor theirCath- 
olic students are given with an eye to 
secular standards. They are devoted 
mainly to the study of Apologetics—i.e. 
not what the Faith is but how to answer 
heretical and infidel objections to it. 
The students leave these classes outfit- 
'tè3 _ with“à''humblè apology 'fbr every-" 
thing from the Crusades to Cardinat 
Segnra. 

Nothing is so indicative of the state 
of American Catholic colleges as the 
faet that they have produced not a 
single Jeacher of the kind and the cali- 
ber that once abounded in Catholic col- 
leges. Tfaey have, for instance, produced 
no great teacher of Holy Scripture, one 
who would know the subject thor- 
oughly and inspire his students with a 
feeling and love for it. Nor have they 
producèd a great Cathojic- historian, 
who instead of timidiy and blindly fot- 
Iowing'the anti-CathoIic linè taugbt in 
American schoots, would lead his stu- 
dents to see history through the eyes 
of the Church. Nor a great theologian, 
who could teach the basiè’ dogmas of 
the Faith in a way to make'his stu- 
dents both understand and cherisb 
them. These deficiencies in colleges 
calling themselves Catholic are at once 
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remarkable, disgraceful, and pathetic. 

Yet not only have they produced no 
great teachers in these fields, these are 
not even the fields the Almerican Catho- . 
lic collèges are.interested in. They do 
not want to set themselves apart as dis- • 
tinctively Catholic. They want to make 
the grade with secular collegcs, and are 
willing to perform any apostasy to do 
so. For example, they boast of the 
Protestants and Jews they have in at- 
tendance, and of the fact they never 
."proselytize" them — implying thereby 
that they have another, equally valuable 
truth to give their students, quite apart 
from the Truth of the Faith. 

Still, despite all their efforts, the Amer- 
ican Catholic colleges remain, in the 
eyes of their secular idols, hopelessly 
second-rate. Ànd though this is glar- 
ingly evident; the Catholic colleges con- 
tinue doggedly to follow the same fu- 
tile path. They continue tiO hustle their 
promising young instructors off to 
places like Harvard and Yale, and try 
not tò' notiicè’-that places'like 'Harvard- 
and Yale never reciprocate. 

But suppose suddenly, miraculously, 
the Catholic colleges were to change? 
Suppose when the students come back 
this month they were to be told that 
there would be no more aping of sec- 
ular colleges; that from now on they 
would be taught thoroughly Cathplic 
subjects in a thoroughly Catholic way. 
What would happen? 

For one thing, it would cause more 
excitement in the country than an atom 
bomb dropped on New York City. 

It would also mean that at last the 
Catholic colleges had stopped being 
the blind.though culpable, dupes of the 
Masons and the Jews. For long ago 
those twin enemies of the Church for- 
mulated and announced a scheme: they 
would rob Catholic youth of their Faith 
and renderthem submissive, by denying 
them a Catholic education and giving 
them instead one deliberately and 
subtly calculated to achieve Masonic 
and Jewish ends. This is the kind of 
education called in America "secular” 
—the kind of education now being 
given in America’s Catholic colleges.

Only by r#gIèritJgt|g||'ffe® Chitrch h.a«' 
had, equivaltntly, ìo adope s ''fingers- 
crossed” attitude toward most Jewish 
converts, is it possible to understand 
her historic inertia in the matter of 
apostolate to the Jews. Indeed, our tra- 
ditions have, in the past, led not merely 
to hesitancy in evangelizing the Jews, 
they have discouraged all but the most 
guarded contact with them. His Holi- 
ness, Pope Innocent III was thus echo- 
ing the common sentiment of Christen- 
dom when, in speaking about the Jews, 
he warned, "They repay their hosts, as 
the proverb says, after the fashion of 
the rat hidden in the sack, or the 
snake in the bosom, or the burning 
brand in one’s lap.” 

IQthe Portuguese Jews we mentioned 
at the outset are rather à remote illus- 
tration of what Pope Innocent meant, 
we propose to our readers the recent 
and devastatingly apropos case of the 
American Jewish convèrt,- Leon Paul. 
Writing last month in Columbia, the 


officiat publication of the K.nights of 
Columbus, Mr. Paul seems altnost to 
have anticipatcd us and to have rea- 
soned that the surest way to escape 
being called ”a snake in the bosom” 
is to establish, ahead of time, that the 
bosom is a snake too. To accomplish 
this, he proceeds to explain that the 
Blessed Virgin, the Mother of God, is 
a Jewish convert, just l(ke Leon Paul!

Ultimately, in tti'scussion of thfi 
Ghurch’s astring^ài;‘&iÌM$bok on the Jews 
and their conversion, there are these 
twò-’questions:' Isn't' it possible for a 
Jew to be sincerely converted and save 
his soul? Isn’t tbe Jewish nation go- 
tng to be converted toward the end of 
the world? • 

To neither question does the Church 
answer with a rousingly affirmative,"Of 
course!” To both questions, her an- 
swer is a deliberate, thoughtful, "Yes.” 

We have seen what gives the Church 
pause with regard to the individual Jew- 
ish convert, as she has known him 
down the centuries. Here, briefly, is 
why thc Church has never been over- 
enthusiastic about the pending conver- 
sion of the Jewisb nation. Sbe has 
traditionally taught that (1) the conver- 
sion of the Jews will take place at the 
very end of the world; that (2) its pri- 
mary purpose will be for a triumph 
over the jews, the triumph of Christ, 
their rightful and long-rejected king; 
and that (3) to bring about this conver- 
sion, God will have to send Saint F.lias, 
who will find it necessary to preach, 
die, and resurrect (to the accompani- 
ment of some very persuasive earth- 
quakes) before the Jews finally accept 
thc Catholic Faith.

Here are some of the statements Mon- 
signor Smith allows to be printed in 
bis paper, to each of which I shall give 
a reply. 

Monsignor Smith: "If a man through 
no fault of his own remains outside the 
CbOTch, h<f masavèdTf he leads a 
God-fearing life.” 

Reply: This is not true. Nor is it pos- 
sible for one to lead a God-fearing 
life rightly outside the Catholic Church. 
Jesus Christ is the God now to be 
feared in order to save one’s soul. He 
is our Emmanuel, our God-with-us, and 
must be feared in the manner He has 
commanded. No other so-called fear 
of God will do. Jesus, Our Saviour, has 
said of Himself: "I am the way, and the 
truth, and the life.” His justices and 
mercies in the matter of salvation must 
be left to His Wisdom, and not tam- 
pered with by our own sentimentalities. 
An ìnfant who dies unbaptized remains 
outside the Cburch througb no fault of 
bis own, and is not saved. 

* Monsiguor Smith: "Such a one to all 
intents and purposes wishes to believe 
and do what God has taught.” 

Reply: Faith is not a wish to believe. 
Faith is an act of bejief arising out of 
a Divinely infused virtue, ,Nor does one 
get to Heaven by wishing to do what 
Christ commanded. One gets there by 
doing it. 

Monsignor Smith: "The majority of 


men who have been brought up in 
heresy think they belong to the true 
Church.” 

Reply: The majority of men who have 
been brought up in heresy do not think 
they belong to the true Churcb. All 
heretics maintain that there is no such 
thing as one true Church to which all 
shoyld belong. Thij is quintessential 
American Protestantism, and the reason 
for its two hundred and sixty or more 
sects. 

Monsignor Smith: "Their error is not 
due to hatred of God.” 

Reply: Their error is due tò hatred of 
what God has revealed, in such essen- 
tials as the supreme jurisdiction and in- 
fallibility of our Holy Father, the Pope, 
and the Divine Maternity of the ever 
Blessed Virgin Mary. Protestants hate 
these two, and therefore hate the God 
who revealed them. 

Monsignor Smith: "A man who leads 
a good life and has a love of God in bis 
heart and dies repentant is saved, but 
tie is a Latholic in desire il not in fact.’ , ~ 
Repl-y: Every Protestant will resent 
Monsignor Smith’s calling him a Cath- 
olic either in desire or in fact. Imagine 
dragging into the Catholic Church 
those who loathe the. very notion of it! 

Monsignor Smith: "Saint Peter said, 
*ln every nation he that feareth God 
and worketh iustice is acceptable to 
Him.’ (Acts 10:35)” 

Reply. Saint Peter in Acts 10:35 was

With a suggestion of Oxfora-Tn. :nis 
accent, Dr. Hooton would say, "I had 
best start, perhaps, by telling you about 
a conversation 1 had, a few years back, 
with a sweet young thing from our sis- 
ter institution, Radcliffe. This girl — 
an Irish girl, I believe—approached me 
on the opening day of the semester and 
somewhat “flusicredly atvnounced 'that 
she had signed up for my course. 'But 
I do hope, Professor Hooton,’ she went 
on, 'I do hope that you’re not going to 
tell me in your anthropology lectures 
that my sout evolved!’ Mustering what 
I imagined might sound like a father- 
confessor’s most comforting tone. I re- 
assured the red-faced young Iady by 
saying, ’Now, now, my child, don't you 
fret. l’m going to tell you that you 
have no soul at all!' ” 

With the stage thus set, Earnest Hoo- 
ton was launched on another season of 
instructing young men and women that 
their remote grandfathers wereall soul- 


olic Gazette of London, a monthly pub- 
lished by England’s Catholic Missionary 
Socicty, printed an àrticle which con- 
tains a very conclusive answer to these 
questions, particularly as they apply to 
Dr. Hooton. The article was entitled

Whether or not'Earnest Hooton wa5 “ 
a Jew (ànd there are arguments on both 
sides) is irrelevant. The historical fact 
is that he well served the cause of Inter- 
national Jewry in its effort to dupe the 
gentiles with that basic tenet of Tal- 
mudic Judaism: "We are the human bq- 
ings. The gentiles are animals.” 

As a fitting postscript to Dr. Hooton, 
right after his death one of the prin- 
cipal Jewish hoaxes for establishing the - 
authenticity of anthropology, was ex- 
posed.

The Catholic Bib- 
lical Association has publicly thanked 
the Amorican Jewish Commiuee for its 
“assistance in the preparation of mate- 
rial on Jews and Judaism” for use in 
American Catholic schools. . . . The 
National Conference of Christians and 
Jews has intensified its aclivities, with 
many presentations of awards to Cath- 
olic and Jewish members for their pro- 
motion of "ioter-group harmony.”. . . 
From Chicago have come news-stories 
of a series of lectures given there to 
Calholic teaching nuns by Mr. Hans 
Adler, prominent Jewish Mason of the 

B'nai B'rith Lodge.And also from 

Chicago there have been lengthy ac- 
counts of the pro-Semitism of His 
Excellency, Bishop Bernird J. Sheil. It 


was he wbo established the $50,000 
scholarship fund to send Catholic boys 
to study at Brandeis, America's new Jew- 
ish uoiversity, Bishbp Sbeil has like-, 
wise received newspaper acclaim for 
his participation in Jewish religious 
festivals in Chicago and for his appear- 
ance as an honorary pallbearer at the 
funeral of the late Rabbi Goldman.. 

Reports likethese faithfully reflect.the 
attitude of American Catholics toward 
the Jews. And though few would dare 
to challenge or question this attitude, 
or submit it to any kind of examination, 
the incontestable fact is that this attitude 
is flagrantly un-Catholic. It is a shriek- 
. ing-contradiction^if.alithat-the_(}hi|rch- 
has ever taugbt, counseled, or decreed 
in the matter of Catholic dealings with 
the Jews. 

One of- the most ancient and basic 
principles of traditional, normal Chris- 
tian society has been violated and cast 
aside. For nineteen centuries it has 
been the Catholic Church’s constant 
and deliberate policy to keep ieashed, 
muzzled, and set apart, that people 
which she has universally taught is a 
cursed race—cursed for its crucifixion 
and rejection of Jesus Christ. Through- 
out the Christian ages, the Popes, the 
Saints, and all Catholics in civil author- 
ity, have taken upon themselves, as one 
of the necessary burdens of Catholic 
allegiance, the responsibility of h'olding 
back the Jew—of keeping him well dis- 
tinguished from the rest of the commu- 
nity, with no opportunity to carry out 
the treacheries he was planning against 
the Church of Christ. 

For anyone who may be doubtful as 
to the Church’s authentic and unswerv- 
ing attitude toward the Jewish people, 
we are presenting the following itemiz- 
ation, taken from the decrees and prac- 
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tices of the Popes, Bishops, Saints, 
Councils, and civil rulers of our glori- 
ous Catholic history. 

1. His Holiness, Pope Alexander III, 
in his decree forbidding Catholics to 
work for Jewish employers, made the 
following summary statement of the 
dangers of Catholic-Jewish interming- 
ling: "Our ,ways of life and those of 
the Jews are utterly different, and Jews 
will easily pervert the souls of simple 
folk to their superstitions and unbelief 
if such folk are living in continual ari'd 
intimate converse with them."

2. The Church’s Council of Elvira, 
held in Spain early in the fourth'icen- 
tury, passed severai censures aimed at 
the Jews, including an absolute pro- 
hibition against marriage with them 
(canon 16), and a decree against all 
des© assodafion with them (canon 50),

4. One of the most successful means 
for segregating the Jews was found in 
the institution of the ghettos. These 
were not formally ordered by the Pa- 
pacy until the sixteenth century, though 
they had been adopted earlier in many 
Catholic localities. In Spain, for ex- 
ample, the Castilian Ghetto Edict was 
pass.ed in the year 1412.

5J Pope Innocent III (1198-1216) 
warned Christians against the perfidy 
of the Jews in his decree, Etsi Judaeos. 
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His Holiness wrote, "They repay their 
hosts, as the proverb says, after the 
fashion of the rat hidden in the sack, or 
the snake in the bosom, or the burning 
brand in one’s lap.”

6. There were general laws, enforced 
throughout Christendom, which pre- 
vented any Jew from appearing in 
public during the foreqoon of Sundays, 
during all feastdays, and during the 
entire Easter Season. Such laws were 
revived in Poland by the Society of 
Jesus in the sixteenth century. This So- 
ciety, founded by Saint Ignatius òf Loy- 
ola in 1534, long ago set down in 
its requirements for admission that 
Jewish lineage in an applicant is to be 
considered an impediment.

7. Just one hundred years ago in 
Italy, in the much-publicized Mortara 
case, the Holy See reafifirmed that an- 
cient segregation principle, "Any Jew- 

..ish baby-that-is -discovered-to be bap-.-. 
tized must be taken from his unbaptized 
Jewish parents and brought up in a 
Catholic family.”

8. Saint Alphonsus Maria de Liguori 
(1696-1787), the founder of the Re- 
demptorist Order, states explicitly in 
the section De Judaismo of his classic 
work, Theo/ogia Mora/is, that it is a 
mortal sin for a Catholic to mix socially 
with Jews. to go to tbeir docrors, to 
work for them, to allow them to hold 
public ofifices. or to attend any of their 
festivals, weddings or synagogue meet- 
ings.

9. The Church has repeatedly legis- 
lated against the printing and distribu- 
tion of the Jewish Tatmud. In the year 
1264, Pope Clement IV issued a bull 
ordering the confiscation and burning 
of all cc.pies of rhe Talmud. A similar 
edict was promulgated by Pope Bene- 
dict XIII in the year 1415. Many other 
Popes bave lashed out against the book, 
including Paul IV, Gregory IX, and In- 
nocentlV.who condemned the Talmud

10. Popes Gregory IX and Nicholas 
III, and the ecclesiastical ;ynods of 
Breslau and Vienna, issued warnings 
that it is "incompatible with Christian 
pcactice” to atlow the building of Jew- 
ish synagogues in Christian localities.

18. Banishment of the Jews is a rem- 
edy which Catholic rulers have always 
hesitated to use. Yet, at some time, 
and often more than once, every Cath- 
olic state in turope has been forced to 
ask all Jews within its borders to leave. 
Here are a few examples: The Jews 
were expelled from Spain, by order of 
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the Spanish Bishops, in the seventh cen- 
tury, and they were again expelled by 
the Spanish rulers, Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella, in 1492. From France they were 
expelled in 1182, again in 1306, again 
in 1394 and again, from southern 
France, in 1682. In accordance with 
a decree of Pope Leo VII, the Jews 
were exiled from Germany in the tenth 
century; they were again expelled in 
the eleventh century, and once again in 
the year 1349. They were made to 
leave Hungary twice: in 1360 and again 
in 1582. From England, they.wère ex- 
pelled in theyear 1290. From-Belgium, 
in 1370. Froni Austria, in ; l-420 and 
againinl670. From Litbuania : , in 1495. 
From Portugal, in 1498. From Prussia, 
in 1510. From tbe K.ingdòm 'of Naples, 
in 1540. From Bavaria, in 155.1.-From 
the Genoese Republic, in 1567. And 
from the Papal States, the Pope’s per- 
sonal dòmains, the Jews were expelled 
in 1569 and, once again, in 1593.

-l-9f It' was-to co'mbat the perfidy of 

Jews who were pretending to be Cath- 
olics that the famous tribunal of the In- 
quisition was establisbed by jhe Church.

against the Jews were adopted through- 
out most of the dioceses of France; and 
Saint 4\fbfe? ose Milan, who severely 
repyjiVrsif&id the Emperor for rebuiid= 
ing r- jW&h synagogue which his sol- 
die^-i fciìd destroyed. Three of ò'.ie 
Catiaolic Saints — Saint Vincent Ferrer, 
Saint John Capistrano, and Blessed Ber- 
nardine of Feltre— have been especially 
distinguished for their work in protec- 
ting the Church from the Jews. The 
.Vniversdl JewisA Encyclopedia (New 
York, 1944) has included these three 
Saints in its summary list of the fifteen 
greatest "anti-semites” of all time! 

Universally, throughoijt the Ghristian 
ages, on both the civil and ècclesiastical 
levels, the Jews were a constant pre- 
occupation to those whose desire and 
whose duty it was to protect the Church 
of Christ. This Catholic vigilance grew 
out of the Church’s repeated warning 
that the Jews are a cursed race, whose 
very presence is a fearsome thing in 
Christian society. 

That the craditional Catholic attitude 
toward the Jews, and the vigilance 
which stems from it, should now be 
abandoned in America, is cause for 
grave concern. But there is this encour- 
agement: the principle which guided 
the Church in all her decrees against the 
Jews is still being presented as authen- 
tic Catholic teaching in America’s Cath- 
olic schools. 

On page 209 of the standard Bible 
History written by the late Bishop Rich- 
ard Gilmore of Cleveland, published by 
Benziger Brothers, and used by paro- 
chial schoofs tferoughout the country, 
American Cathoiic children are still 
being taughi 

"For 1800 years has the blood of 
Christ been upon the Jews. Driven 
from Judea—without country, without 
home—strangers amongst strangers — 
hated, yet feared—have they wandered 
from nation to nation bearing with 
them the visible signs of God’s curse. 
Like Cain marked with a mysterious 
sign, they shall continue to wander 
till the end of the world.” 
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THE HOLY.JLAND AND 
THE JEWS " 

"That land io wbicb the light of trutb 
first shone, wbere the Son of God, in 
human guise, deigned to walk as man 
among men, wherè.the Lordtaught and 
suffered, difed and rose again, where the 
work of man's redemption was con- 
’ summated — this land, consecrated by 
y'so many holy memories, has passed 
',-into the hands of the impious!" 

Blessed Pope Llrban II spoke these 
words in the year 1095 and, by the 
time he had finished speaking, all of 
Europe was rallying to do battle with 
the Turk. Christian knights hailed the 
Pope's resounding order: “Mark out a 
path all the way to the Holy Sepuìchre 
and snatcb the Holy Land from that 
abominable people." 

This month. with Urban II «nd the 
Crusades nearly nioe centuries behind 
us, Catholics will be asked to recali 
once again those sacred' Palestine piace3 
where Jesus spent His Holy Week of 
suffering and death, and triumpbed on 
His Easter Sunday morning. But this 
time there will be no talk of "snatch- 
ing" the Holy Land. Indeed, we bave 
heen quite content, of late, to settle 
back and watch someone else grab it 
up. Nor have we heen even slightly 
jarred from our lethargy by the fact that 
the Holy Land s new occupants make 
Pope Urban’s "abòminable" Moham- 
medans almost bearable by contrast. 

That the state of Israel is now a re- 
ality, that the Holy Land has fallcn into 
the hands «f fhe Jews, that the crucifiers 
«if Christ haye been restored with honor 
' to the scene of their crime, should be 
provacacioo enough for a11 of Christen- 
dom to descend in battle array and ob- 
litefate the cursed invaders. But noth- 
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Ing happens. In fac», tbis tragic be- 
:rayal of the Holy Places has been 
allowed to develop far beyond the mere 
pbysical presence of Jews in Palestine. 
For every d*y it i* becoming clearer 
just what thft jjtisìt* bave done, and will 
continue to 4o,-_ lù Catholic churches, 
shrines, scho»ì>j. Ituspitals, seminaries, 
and even the Catholic faithful, in tbe 
land which they have usurped. 

We know that there will be no twen- 
tieth-century Crusade, for we know that 
Christendom has all but died. Still, we 
are heartened by those few Catholic 
voices who have made protest: the half- 
dozen bishops, the bandful of priests, 
and the one courageous Franciscan 
brotber. From the documented, on-the- 
scene reports which these men have 
made (and which have been so notably 
ignored by America's Jewish-controlled 
press) Tbe Point hopes to indicate this 
Eastertime just what has been going on 
in Our Lord’s Holy Land since His 
enemies took it over.

During the morning of May 1H, 1948, 
Israeli troops, fìghting to take Jeru- 
salem from the Arabs, rushed upon the 
Church of the Dormition. crashed down 
the barricaded door, and entercd in. 
The Benedictine monks in charge of 
the church were already àware of the 
Israelis’ reputatioh as despoilers of 
holy placcs, and tbey gathered tn the 
sanctuary, hoping tbat their presence 
would serve to dampen Jewisb ardor. 
Professing amusement at the monks’ 
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concern, the Jewish oflicers assured 
tbem there was nothing to fear: they 
had not the slightest intention of using 
the Dormition for milìtary purposes; 
they would merely like to be shown to 
tho church’s towers, so as to observe 
Arab positions. 

By sunset of that day, the Jews had 
set up artillery in the church, and were 
using it as their base of operations. 
After two weeks — during which they 
poured an incessant stream of mortar 
fire at the Arabs, and the Arabs an- 
swered in kind —the Israeii officers 
decided that the inonki, “for their o wn 
safety,” sbould retire to another part 
of the city. Reluctantly, they allowed 
three monks to remain behind as custo- 
dians of the churcb. 

Almost immediately, these.three were 
informed that they could go outof their 
uoderground roons only with the per- 
missioo, and under the surveillance, of 
an armed guard. When the monks 
protested against Such restrictions, and 
demanded the Jews wtthdraw from tbe 
church imreediately, to prevent further 
damage, tbe Jewisb’officers calmly as- 
sured them thèy would depart as soon 
as practicable. Meantime, they were 
sold, they could put their minds at rest: 
otrde.rs had been given to the suldiers 
carefully property belonging 
•ì* ',W s hurch, particularly the sacred 

Suddenly, on july 15, two months 
after the Jews first cntered tbe Dormi- 
tion, the three monks who remained 
there were iostructed by Israeli officers 
to leave at once. All money was taken 
from them, and when they asked to 
make a listing of items being left in 
the church, they were told they could 
not. 

Shortly after the last monks moved 
out, the Church of the Dormition be- 
came a Jewish dance hall, wherc each 
night the young men and women of Ha- 
gannah, weary from the day’s fighting, 
m«t for recreation. 

It was September befoFe any priests 
were again able to enter the church. 
What they found wben they looked in- 
side stunned them. The statues, the 
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pictures, the crucifixes, the altars, the 
whole interior, had been thoroughly, 
painstakingly desecrated and destroyed. 

These priests issued a report for the 
Catholic press of all they had witnessed, 
"lest responsible persons be deceivcd 
by propaganda." And their summary 
of whaf had happened to the cherished 
and once-beautiful shrine of the Mother 
of God, after four months of Jewish 
occupation, was the following. stark 
announcement: "the Church of the 
Dormition is now a heap of rubble.” 

Throughout the Holy Land, the rem- 
nants of churcbes, chapels, and shrines 
give eloquent testimony of the Jews' 
vengeful, ferocious hatred of their re- 
jected Messias. Among these remnants 
are ibe great Cburcb of Saint Peter, at 
Tiberias; the Cburch of tbc Nativity of 
Saint John tbe Baptist, at Ain K.arim; 
the Church of the Beatitudes, at Caphar- 
naum; the Churcb of Mensa Christi, on 
the shores of the Sea of Galilee; and in 
Jerusalem, close by tbe Church of tbe 
Dormition, the Cenacle—wbere, the 
night before He was betrayed into the 
hands of tbe Jews, Jesus, at the Last 
Suppcr, gave us His Body and Blood to 
be our Sacrifice, our Sacrament and our 
Food. 

CONVENT OF NOTRE DAME 

Just outside the walled inner city of 
Jerusalem, at New Gate, tbere stands 
the Convent and Hospice of Notre 
Dame. This consecrated building was 
one of the first pieces of Church prop- 
erty seized by the new Israeli govern- 
ment. Jewish ofiicials had determined 
that the structure was ideally suited for 
use as a barracks to house lsraeli sol- 
diers. Thc convent’s chapel became a 
kind of general recreation room for 
the new occupants and, wben members 
of the Franciscan Commissariat of tbe 
Holy Land finally managed to visit the 
confiscated building, they found tbe 
chapel in total desecraiion. Thc chief 
objects for tbe hatred of the Jewish 
sotdiers had been tbe large brass cruci- 
fixes used for Mass. A report issued 
from Jerusalem states that the represen- 
tations of Our Lord’s Holy Body had 


been pried loose from all tbe crucifìxes 
and that "the bare crosses were scat- 
tered about tbe chapel, covered with 
human excrement.” 

This early-established policy toward 
religious houses continued with the 
Jewish seizure and desecration of tbe 
Sisters’ convent at Ain Karim, the Fran- 
ciscan convent at Tiberias, the Sisters’ 
residence at Capbarnaum, ihe Salesian 
houses at Cremisan, the convent of the 
Sisters of Saint Ann at Haifa, the home 
of tbe Fatbers of tbe Italian Institute at 
Capharnaum, the Patriarchal Seminary 
at Beit-Jala, and the Convent of Mary 
Reparatrix at Jerusalem, wbich was 
blasted by dynamite in tbe middte of 
tbe night while six Sisters were known 
to be still inside. 

SCHOOL AT K.ATAMON 

Shortly after the first Israeli troopa 
arrived in tbe little town of Katamon, 
near Jerusalem, sorae of the Sisters of 
Notre Dame de Sion, wbo conducted 
the English High School there, were 
looking out the school window* with 
tbeir students. Suddenly tbey saw Is- 
raeli soldiers in the streets outside 
rsise their rifles. Aghast, Sistera and 
sfudeots dropped to tbe floor. A mo- 
ment later, the windows where they 
had been standing were spattered with 
bulletboles. 

The Sister Superior’s anxious protests 
to the local Israeli commander were 
met with his unctuoùs assuraoces that 
no more such episodes would occur. 
Soon afterwards, a detacbment of Jew- 
ish soldiers, looking for amusemcnt, 
sbot up the school bus. 

Fioally, after tbree harrowing months 
•f trying to live in an area ruled by 
Jews, tbe Sisters sent their pupils home 
and closed the scbool. Before leaving 
for Jerusalem, tbey oailed a large Papal 
flag across tbe froot door, as notice to 
the Israelis tbat this building belonged 
to thc Catholic Church. 

The ncxt word tbe Sisters received 
from Katamon informed them that a 
band of soldiers, Israeli regulars, had 
broken into the scbool, defiled its sa- 
cred objects, and lcft it ruined.

"I wish to protcsi with all possible 
energy against this complete lack of 
honor,” wrote the Sister Superior to 
the government of lsrael. "The com- 
mander of the area of Katamon gave 
me. his word that nothing would be 
tctuched.... 1 do not know when the 
piDage was committcd, for I have not 
in Katamon since May 3. How- 
r màr, it proves to me that your repeated 
promises are only empty words, which 
one cannot believe." 

Catholic authorities have estimated 
that the Jews have destroyed Church 
property in tbe Holy Land at the rate 
of more than two million dollars’ worth 
a year. To mention only trencb Catb- 
olic institutions, they have demolished 
four hospitals, sixteen dtspensaries, two 
hospices, four seminaries, tbirty-two 
achools and orphanages, seven retrcat 
houses. And what the Jews bave not 
destroyed outright they bave gotten rid 
of in otber ways. Thus, they have com- 
mandeered the four principal Catholic 
schools in Jerusalem, turning tbem into 
a Jewisb food control office, a Jewish 
refugee home, a Jewish hospital, and 
a barracks for Jewisb soldiers. 

So extensive is the damage inflicted 
by tbe Jews, tbat two American Francis- 
can priests, sent to Jerusalem as official 
Catholic observers, reported, "There 
seems to be an oVer-all plan gradually 
to replace Catbolic institutioos.” 

THE REFUGEES 

As part of a proferam to find "accom- 
modations" for its influx of Jewish col- 
onizers, the govefnment of Israel has 
managed to brinfl about the dismem- 
berment and evacuation of a11 Catholic 
regions in the Holy Land. Before the 
formation of the Israeli state, Palestine 
was in no sense S Christian-populated 
country. And yef, because the chief 
targets for Jewisb aggression have been 
so consistently the Catholic towns and 
villages, nearly twenty per cent of che 
Arabs kicked out of their ancient homes 
have been Christians. * 

To date, close to a million Arab ref- 
ugees have been stripped of everytbing 
they possess by way of home, land, sav- 


ings, business, and, often, even family. 
Reports from Catholics in Lebanon, 
just north of tbe Holy Land, teil of 
dusty roads choked with the exodus of 
Galilee Arabs, mothers with breast-fed 
babies, orphaned children, dazed fa- 
thers, many of whom were carrying 
cherished crucifixes and other -holy— 
objects which, at great risk, they had 
rescued from Jewish desecrarion as 
they left their looted bomes. 

A communique from Brother Anthony 
Bruya, O.F.M., on tbe pligbt of the 
town of Rameb, bcars vivid witness to 
the special hatred which has been 
shown to Catholics in the Holy Land. 
Israeli forces occupied Kameb, a two- 
thirds Christian: community, and wbile 
permitting the Mobammedan Arabs to 
stay, ordercd all Catholics to "leave 
within half an hour." To back up the 
order, the Israeli commander reminded 
the Christian townspeople of what bad 
happened to tbe residents of Deiry 
Assin and Tireh—who were massacred 
in the streets for daring to questioo the 
authority of a Jewish army leader. 

Similar atrocities have taken place 
in Haifa, Sheframr, Maalia, Tarshiha, 
and a hundred other places. But per- 
baps the most toucbing and tragic re- 
port is the one dated January 13, 1952, 
in wbich Archbishop George Hakim 
of Galilee protested in vain to the ’ 
Israeli government over the mass de- 
struction of the totally Catholic village 
of Ikret. Church, scbools, rectory, 
homes — everything was in shambles. 
And what is more, wrote the Arch- 
bishop, the Jews perpetrated ali this 
on Cbristmar Day itself. 

The assault on Ikret, like all thc rest 
of Israel’s anti-Catholic outrages, was 
in no sense an "unavoidable casualty" 
of the recent Jewish-Arab warfare. 
All of the first-hand Catholic observers 
are quick to make this point. Indeed, 
in bis summary report on the Holy 
Land situation, the Apostolic Delegate. 
Archbisbop Hughes, has very plainly 
charged that there is now in operation 
a "deliberate Jewish effort to decimate 
the Arabs and to dettroy Cbristianity in 
Palettine.” 
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Tfetl JEWS AND THEIR 
NEW UNIVERSITY 

For the pa*t seven years a new uni- 1 
versity has becn assertìng itself on the 
borders of llostoo, Massachusetts. Its 
name is Brandeis; and, though situated 
in the moijt. college-crammed area in 
the nation/’.this new one is already rec- 
ognized aS ’Sùtnethihg jjuite out of the 
ordinary ahd worthy of special regard. 
It is, for instance, the only enterprise 
in existence cailing itself a Liberal Arts 
college which olfets just three high- 
school course* in I.atin, three in Greek, 
and twenty-two courses in Hebrew. 

Named for the late Jewish jurist who 
combined a mighty zeal for /.ionism 
with his Supreme Court duties. Brandeis 
is the first "non-sectarian" college to 
be organized, owned, and operated by 
American Jewry. There are, of course, 
other univèrsities which the Jews con- 
trol, but they have got these only by 
arduous years of shoving and scram- 
bling their way to the top; and they 
hold their places of power in the wor- 
ried.anxious manner of usurpers whose 
underlings are plotting to overthrow 
them. 

At Brandeis it is different. There, the 
Jews can throw their weight around 
without restriction, and at the same time 
be as free from phobias as it is pnssible 
for Jews to be. For Brandeis is their 
handiwork and tbeir domain — from its 
garish. glass-fronted classrooms down 
to the last kosher frankfurt in its dietary 
kitchen. It means to the Jews scholas- 
tically what the state of Israel means to 
them politically. No longer will their 
influence on American education have 
to be exerted hy inhabitation and con- 
trol of other peoples' colleges. Now 
th'ey. have an ahode, a rallying point, a

THF PKKFOKMEKS 

Alihough they are reliable indicaiors 
of just which way Brandeis is heading, 
ihe foregoing periphcry people arc not 
the uliimate formulators of Brandeis 
policy. and not the sustained indocin- 
nators of Brandeis students. 

The university’s policy and doctrine 
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were determined by its initial and delib- 
erace employment of three men. With 
the seleccion of these three, Hrandeis 
committed itself loan atmosphere which 
the current university catalog archly 
describes as the Brandeis "climate." 
This Localized inclemency can be best 
studied by makinjf an appraisal, out in 
the open Christian air, of the trio who 
are responsible for it. Their names, 
in ascending importance, are Abram 
Sachar, Max Lerner, and Ludwig Lew- 
isohn; and cheir respective contribu- 
tions to the "climate” of Hrandeis are 
herewith set in order. 

Ahram Sachar is the President of Hran- 
deis, who came to the job after twenty 
successful years as chief ajtent for Jew- 
ish Masonry's "Hillel House" prti>;ram. 
A cajiable strategist, Dr. Sathar early 
saw the proselytizing possibilities t>f 
the llillel movement, which is ostensi- 
bly a social. devntional, and loan-grant- 
ing agency for Jewish students at sec- 
ul.tr universities. Thtis it happened that 
in 1943, Dr. Sachar was proininently 
cited for "the intpact he hatl ntade on 
C.hriitian students... .who had been tn- 
fluenced by his Hillel courses." 

I his propensity for Judaizing young 
(ìentiles was one of Dr. Sachar's princi- 
p.il recomntendations for the Brandeis 
presidency. Lhe other was a repeated 
declaration, following nccessarily from 
his /.ionist loyalty, that America is not 
a "ntelting pot." and that Jews must not 
'ouly stick to heing Jews, thcy must even 
rejoice itt thcir Jewishness. 

In order to attract (ientile students, 
for processing under bis esperienced 
direction, Dr. Sacbar ihas allowed a 
Newman Club aaaij?, $Uideni Christian 
Association to take fhssìr places beside 
Hr.mdeis llni' i iljWPfflSi Millel chap- 
ter. Profouudly tout hetl by the lintit- 
less opptirttmities thus affortled him, 
Dr. Sacliar has resolsed upon a retledi- 
Cation of hiinself to the spirit and ideals 
o'fthat Kahbi llillel for w hom the itillcl 
iiiovement wa» named —thc rabbi who. 
tinijl hj.s tleatli in lli A.D.. w.is heatl of 
ti-.f jerusalfiu sanhetlrin aml who was, 
as sncb. the chief promoter tif K.ing 
ileròd s "slaughter tif the Holy Inno- 


cents,” the Jewish attempts 

to get rid of 

Alax Lerneriijjhiiitm an of the Bran- 
deis Graduate School of Arts and Sci- 
ences, a position for which he qualified 
by a career of hanging out columns for 
papers like the Nation, New Repuhlic, 
and PAi. Not for an instant during his 
embattled years as a newspaperman did 
Lerner'j political complexion ever pale 
from its bright ruddy glow. Eveo dur- 
ing the exposures of A. liiss and com- 
pany, when mere parlor pinks were 
withdrawing into chastened silence, 
Lerner stood his ground defiantly, dis- 
missed the trials as "a show for polit- 
ical neurotics by political neucotics." 

At Brandeis, l.erncr has the students 
comiog and going, teaching une course 
required of all freshmen, another re- 
quired of aII seniors. But what he 
teaches thcm is not entirely political. 
Besides the trick of having his own 
"inilependem opinions" always coin- 
cide wilh the twistings and turnings of 
the ollicial (jommunist line. Lerner has 
another Jewish talent. lt js his ability to 
spice his lectures wifh. 0 »tssing sneers 
at things Christian wstance his 

disposal of Christmìbj the myth- 

laden version of the nativity ^f» i^fcild 
in the Middle East.” 

Ludwig Lewisobn is Brandlfj^ Jggob 
Kaplan Professor of Comparst'iweLlier- 
ature and, by far. its most articulate, 
prominent and sought-after personality. 
The Vniversal Jewish tlncydopei/ia's bi- 
ographical account of Dr. Lewisohn 
stimmarizes hts unique achievement by 
declaring that he has beconie "the sym- 
hol of Jews preoccupicd with the prob- 
lèm of existence and not merely with 
the problem of living.” 

The existence pioblem with which 
Dr. Lewisohn has been most preoccu- 
pied. of cotrrse, is the problem of the 
co existence of Christianity and Judaism. 
After a lifetime of investigating the 
nfatter, Dr. Lewisohn has come to some 
pointed conclusions. Among them arc 
these. 1. Jews must never try to imitatc 
Christian standards, cuiture. or tradi- 
tions. 2. Jews must be steadfastly them- 
selves.and Judaize their Christian neigh- 



















feor Ij. 3. Jews owe ic to the Western 
world to replace Christtanity witb a 
modern presentation of Hebraism. 

To bolster these principles of action, 
Dr. Lewisohn has prepared for his dis- 
ciplès some dogmatic connnents, sam- 
ples of which follow. 

On Jesus Christ: "A teacher neither 
original nor important." 

On the Catholic Church: "The mili- 
tant and triumphant C.'hurch, an etnpire 
with prisons and engines of war, is even 
amid the grandeur of Saint Peter's a 
tbing that evokes in me both horror 
and disdain — horror at its long cru- 
eltie^s toward those whom it still calls 
"perfidious Jcws," though not to be 
sure'toward them alone, disdain at that 
extrème of changeless superstition 
which has worn away by the kisses of 
innumerable pilgrims the brazen feet 
of the gigantic statue of the Church's 
tutelary saint.” 

Op Catholic Marriage: "A tnetaphys- 
ical trap.” 

On Catholic love of the saints: "A 
happy devout polytheism.” 

On the Crucifix: "'That we crucified 
Christ is an old wives' tale. l ; or Christ 
is a myth." 

On Catholic F.urope: "The history of 
Christendom is a history of warring 
sccts and warring nations, ttf cruelty, 
of hatred, and of slaughter." 

On the marks of a Catholic culture: 
“Repression, cruelty, belligerent patri- 
otisni, darkness of mind, and corruption 
of heart." 

On Saint Paul: "Christian Rome hated 
and feared us because we could not 
follow the morbid Hclletiizing of Paul 
of Tarsus nor eudure the paganization 
of the religion he had unwittingly 
brought forth." 

From this summary of the three men 
who have made Brandeis (the one who 
is its president and the two who are its 
only notable teachers) there follows 
a single inevitable judgment about the 
university's "climate.” It is neither. as 
some have claimed, a "new educational 
setting" nor a "nox,el atmosphere of 
learning." It ftiKÌaen a fleeting "in- 


tellectual experiment.” For what is go- 
ingon at llrandeis is old. lr has sprung, 
however awkward and unsready, from 
a long, long tradition — that ubiquitous 
tradition which must answer for the 
Loyalists in Spain. the Marxists in 
Kussia, the Carhonari in Italy, the Free- 
masons in France, the llluminati in fìer- 
many; that unbroken traditioti which 
reachcs back nineteen hundred years to 
find its root and sustenance jn a howling 
Jerusatem mob which cried, "His blood 
be upon us and upon our childrenl" 

THE THREE CHAPELS 

It is difficult to estimate .just how 
much success Drs. Sach.tr, Lerner, and 
Lewisohn will enjoy in their bold under- 
taking. They are currently chuckling, 
however. over a victory which will be 
securely theirs in a very few weeks, if all 
goes as planned. 

The ailing Archbishop of Boston, 
whether through ignorance (which 
would be culpabte) or malicc (which is 
hard to hclievr*) has agreed to ihe dedi- 
caiion, this a building which 

will be directly q.n the Urandeis cam- 
pus aud whiclt sriil serve as a Catholic 
church. What is more, this proposed 
church will have for companions a 
Protcstant meeting house and a Jewish 
synagogue—all three to be of equal ca- 
pacity, and so designed that the passcr- 
by will be quite unable to tell which 
creed goes with which building. , __ 

In the ultimate schemeof Drs'TSachar, 
I.erner, and Lewisohn, the three chàp-" 
els are only a beginning. But they are 
an eloqoent one. Forcefully, in hard 
gray stone, these three buildings will 
testify that a Catholic Archhishop has 
been persuaded to place the One True 
Faith. the Mass. and the Holy Eucharist, 
on a par with heretical perversions and 
even with Jewish perfidy. 

Anxiously, we ask the prayers of our 
readers that somehow, by some unfor- 
seeable intervention, this plan will be 
frustrated. and that our Jesus in the 
Blessed Sacrament will be spared the 
desecration of dwelling in sanctuary on 
the campus of Brandeis, as the tenant 
and the target of the Jews. 
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DESIGNS OF THE JEWS ON 
ART AND ARCHITECTURE 

Certainly you ha*e been noticing of 
late that everything new looks queer. 

And, just as certainly, you bave no- 
ticed that what is being passed off as 
the "tnodern" look in homes, stores, 
tahlcs, chairs, paintings, and overshoeT 
has come in fur some healthy ridicule 
from that great btilk of the American 
people who still retain their sanity. Rut 
in the midst of the digs and catcalls, 
hrought on by living rooms full of 
wire-and-canvas furniture. and picture 
frames full of cows in flight over vio- 
lins melting in frying pans, it is appar- 
ent that very few of you realize what is 
hehind all this madness. How did sen- 
sible Americans get mixed up in all the 
current maze of curved concrete, plate 
glass walls, and egg crates stuck on 
the ceiling! 

WelOike many of our firesent prob- 
tems, this one immigrated here from 
hurope, where it had been gaining mo- 
inentum since the year 1906. ln that 
year. a yottng Spanish artist named 
l'ablo Picasso produced tlie first of his 
deranged, erratic. twisted, hrainsick, 
inoon-strtick. crackpot canvases. Over- 
night Picasso bccame the talk of Eu- 
rope—and not just because of his spec-

tkcular queerness. For Pablo Picasso 
was that wild and fabuLuus contradic- 
tion: a painter who is a Jcw. 

Except for a liberal Jewess named 
Rosa Bonheur, who bad done some 
pictures of horses a few years before, 
Europe bad ne»er heard of a Jew own- 
ing a paint brusb aod eascl. Image- 
making of any kind was strictly forbid- 
den by the sigilant rabbis To enter 
the world of art meant apostasy from 
the synagogue. Pictures nnd statues 
bad been taken oser by the i.hristians, 
wbo commemorated in paint and stone 
the Jew-detested fact that (>od bad be- 
come Man— picturable now. along with 
His Virgin Mother, His Foster Father, 
and His host of haloed saints. 

Picasso fully realized all this, and his 
entrance into art was not m ihe least 
a scrapping of his Jewish loyalties. For 
Picasso had hit on a new angle for 
abowing Jewisb batred of pictures. He 
was willing to bet that he could get 
Gentiles to pay money to see how a 
faithful Jew, let loose in a studio, ought 
to behave toward a piece of canvas. 

He would ose paint not to make 
images but to brcak them. 

All the Jews jumped on Picasso's 
bandwagon as soon as they saw what 
he was doing. Gertrude Stetn wrote 
two books in praise of him. and young 
Jews from every capital in Europe 
flocked to Paris, Picasso's headquar- 
<6rs, to be iostructed in the new icono- 
clasm. 

It didn’t take long to hgure out that 
there are two basic ways of obliterating 
tbe subject matter of a picture. You 
can either distort it and twist it and 
stick it in a settìng where it never, in 
reality, could be; or, you can reduce 
the tbing to circles and squares and 
hapbazard lines, leaving no trace of 
what you started with. Tbe Jews de- 
cided that these two styles of destruc- 
tion were entitled to some fancy names, 
and so they called the first one "surre- 
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alism," and the second, "abstraction." 

From then on, modern art became a 
Yiddish field-day — but not an intolerant 
one. Gentiles could enter the race as 
long as they observed the rules. Con- 
sequently, a publicity-seeking. apostate 
Catholic stunt-man, Salvadnr Dali, was 
able to make a name for himself as a 
"surrealist”; and a square-headed, lu- 
natic Dutchman, named Ptet Mondrian, 
became a leader in "abstraction."

Ml'irh tbe pictures on the wall gone 
haywire, it was only a matter of time 
beforc the rest of thc rooni, thc house, 
and the whole neighborhood followed 
suit. And, naturally, thcre was a Jew 
already posted at each forseeable point 
in thc process, waiting to give you the 
"latest, up-to-date, fashionably smart” 
item, just the way you saw it advertued 
in the slick Jewisb press. 

But before we trace the effects of Pi- 
casso's revoiution as it spread beyond 
the studio and the art shop, there is 
this unhappy realization for Catbolics: 
The Jewisb attack was successful where, 
-of «11 places it most wanted to be — in 
pictures aod statucs of Our Lord and 
the saints. Just enter any of the brand 
new churcbcs which your local bishop 
has lately erected with the help of a 
Jewish fund-raising expert. Apart frora 
the immediately apparent fact tjiat there 
are bardly any statues at all, you will 
notice tbat Our Blessed Lady has been 
strearalined, the Stations of the Cross 
bave been reduced to fourteen studies 
_ in abstract composition, and tbe Cruci- 
fix (above tbe altar which looks like a 
drug-store counter) has been distorted 
into sorae weird sub-human shape. 

An investigation will many times re- 
veal that these travesties oo Christian 
arc were done by retpected Catbolics who, 
in followiog the Jewish line in art, im- 
agine that they are keeping our Church 
"abreast of the times.” 

Thus far, however, "liturgical" Cath- 
olic sculptors have not yet reacbed the 
extretnes of distortion wbich thcir Jew- 
ish mentors have. No Gatholic, for 
example, bas yct produced a statue of

Our Hlessed Lord that looks quite 
a« grotesque as the totem-pole mon- 
ster wfth rope-bound wrists which is 
sketched on our lower front page. This 
particuUr bit of diabolism is entitled, 
"Hehold the Man," is meant to be Jesus 
ìn Hts crown of thorns, and comcs to 
us from the Hebrew chisel of an east 
side Ncw Yorlt sculptor named jacob 
Hpstein. Hpstein does all his carving 
in London now, and as a reward for a 
steady stream of hlasphemies like "Be- 
hold the Man," he has latcly been made 
a ''knight'' by the hcad of the Church 
of iingland, the namesake and worthy 
successor of Queen Elizabeth I. 


By the end of World War I, the Jews 
felt Christian art and sculpture were 
well launched on the road to destruc- 
tion, and so they decided to have a 
fling at architecture. Accordingly, 
there suddeoly broke out in all parts of 
the Jew-inhabited world a rash of de- 
lirious designs for everything from 
oflice buildings to hamburger stands. 
At a loss to explain whence this new, 
sharply-distinct architecture bad come— 
arising in every nation at tbe same mo- 
ment, and in essentially the sameform— 
bewildered Gentiles duhbed it tbe "In- 
ternational Style” and let it go at that. 

One reason for the universal same- 
ness of the new architecture was, of 
course, tbat tbe Jews contriving it had 
a11 bcen given tbi aame nrtistic school- 
ing. They were aii betu on translating 
the perversities o( Picasso into con- 
crete. But even tvtore potent as a ster- 


new Jewish architecture, and that you 
still notice, is the stark, staring naked- 
ness of it. A Jew-designed house, witb 
its vast expanses of unashamed glass, 
gives its inhabitant tbe feeling he bas 
made bis bed on the front lawn. It 
.Jeaves him without a scrap of dignity, 
prfvacy, or composure. 

With unwonted frankness, the Jews 
describe tbese houses of theirs as 
' macbines for living." They are meant 
simply to facilitate man's biological 
functions —to give him a place to bring 
bis food and eat it, a ptace to protect 
himself from the elements, a place to 
sleep and to raise his childreo. And 
the Jews feel these purposes should be 
plainly and immediately evident in the 
house's construction. The modern fam- 
ily dwelling, they hold, should be 
designed with the straightforwardneas 
of a bird's nest — whicb presents no de- 
ceitful fripperies, but is clearly and in- 
gcouously what it is: a secure spot 
where tbe bird may lay its eggs. 

To go with their animal-functton 
houses, tbe Jews bave also designed 
some animal-form furniture, the most 
striking specimen of which is probably 
the Jewish chair. lt is impossible to 
sce thc human body— back hunched, 
arms dangling — trying to conform it- 
self to *oc of tbese atrocities, witbout 
either snickering in amusement or 
gasping in horror. 

As with painting, the Jews are will- 
ing to admit an occasional apt Gentile 
to the fraternity of architects and de- 
signers. But it is always made clear 
that hc is tbere by sufferance; the show

tive in eacb jew's. rriind as he sat down 
to his drawing board. He was deter- 
mtned tbat, more than a new mode of 
buitding, his blueprint should present 
che settiog for a new way of life.

To trace tbe origins of modetn Jew- 
ish architecture, as a central, organtxed 
movemenc, it ia necessary to look to 


The first thing you noticed about the ' Germany. Tbere, by the mid-tweatics, 
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m ccrtain Wclter Gropius. supported by 
Jcwish composer Arnold Scbocnberg, 
Jewish writer Franz Werfel, >nd Jewish 
mathemmtician Albert Einstein, was op- 
erating a successful school of architec- 
ture calted the "Bauhaus" (German for 
"building-house"). 

The Bauhaus had contracted to be 
the laboratory for alt that was new in 
art and technology. It aimed at coor- 
dinating the twentieth century forces 
of tbe studio and the machine shop, 
with all work to be done jointly by a 
"commune" of students, teachers, ar- 
tists, and grease monkeys. 

By the year 1933, Adolph Hitler had 
arrived on the scene, and it bccame 
quite apparent tbat tbere would be no 
room in Germany for two such con- 
tradictory enterprises asthe Jew-ridden, 
communal Bauhaus and the Jew-hating 
National Socialists. The Nazis chose 
to stay, ordering Gropius and company 
to pack some realistic luggage and 
get out. 

Altbough Walter Gropius eventuated 
to Cambridge, Massachusetts. and be- 
came The Point's next-door neighbor, 
tbe idea of a Bauhaus still ohsessed bis 
former colleagues. The most capable 
of them, a Hungarian Jew named Laszlo 
Moholy-Nagy, finally persuaded some 
;«K|mfi'i^Ìltiatisu to support him in 
SSSahVisfeklig- an American Bauhaus in 
èhs.CsiStS—ilÌsk now famous lnstitute of

W&eK M'èhcly-Nagy died in Chicago 
M hack, bis "new Hauhaus” 

ÌSj: 4; fei’v ■C'^tiAb an exhibit of his paint- 
ings, sculptures and designs. then hired 
a Jewish cantor to come in and iament 
over the body in prbper Hebrew fash- 
ion. It was a fitting gesturc; for Mo- 
holy (as even his wife calted him) had 
rendered to hìs race an immeasurable 
service. 

Under his direction, the Institute of 
Design had competently assumed tbe 
role of the old Bauhaus in Germany, 
serving as the beadquarters for modern 
architecture. But beyond that, Moholy 
and his Institute had won the everlast- 
ing gratitude of Jewry by promoting 
in America the idea of mass housing. 


This was the most significant advance 
in the campaign to animalize-Gentiles- 
by-designing-their-dwellings since the 
International Style first burst into 
being. 

It was immediately evident to most 
Jews that tbere were tremendous ad- 
vamages in putting lots of Gentile fam- 
ilies under one roof and of having 
many such identical roofs congregated 
in a small area. For those who needed 
more convincing, the first such asscm 
blages (called by the innocuous name 
"housing projects") provided the 
clincher. Placing the inbabìtants in 
compact, uniform stalls; indiscrimi- 
nately mixing-up black families and 
wbite; compelling them to lead a kind 
of life that sirips oflf the proprieties and 
conventions of civilized man — these 
'measures had proven their eflfectiveness. 
Housing projects are openly, notori- 
ously, jungles of crime, cruelty, deprav- 
ity, and vice. As enforcers of Talmudic 
theology, they are unbeatable. 

X 

Although there is no precedent in the 
animal world which justifies the byild- 
ing of a place for religious meetings, 
the dispensers of modern Jewish archi- 
tecture have produced, along with their 
housing projects, a number of churches. 
Each of these looksas though the archi- 
.tect had begrudgingly said to himself 
as he started off, "Well, if all the pious 
herd want to be packed into one room 
at one time, I suppose 1 can huild them 
a barn for the purpose." 

Laiely, the architects have been more 
enthusiastic about churches. They are 
~now designing a variety which fits quite 
neatly into the anirnal pattern. It is 
popularly called the Interfaith Ghapel. 
lt is a communal religious ccnter for 
the priest, the minister. and thc rahhi, 
and its calculated Jewish effect is to 
reduce the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, 
and Ourl.ord in the Blessed Sacrament, 
to the level of Prolestant fakery and 
Talmudic filth—a supreme reward for 
fifty years of plotting on the part of 
Messrs. Picasso, Epstein, Moholy and 
còmpany.

Still, legislators today have evidence 
quite as cogent as the above for know- 
ing that Communism is a Jcwish tnove- 
ment. l J erhap.s you have observed your- 
self.

W e hope we have given you an inkling 
of why it is that many of your col- 


At the very least.such an inkling would 
serve to keep you unamazed as you 
wander through the halls of Congress. 
At best, it could lead you into an en- 
tirely new way of thinking. Spurred on 
by your patriotic zeal, you might con- 
clude tbat, despite all they J»ayr done 
for you, it is really not to tfaè bigbest 
interests of the country to haMiJ tt over 
to the Jews. 

Ferhaps, Senator, in a few montbs, 
you might even provide a new voice in 
the cluak rooms. 

IV — BEYOND THE CARDINAL 

For a long time now we have known 
that the apprehensive Jews of America 
are working nigbt and day to try to 
alter those basic doctrines whicb Cath- 
olics are taught about Jews — namely, 
that the Jews are the crucifiers of Christ, 
the victims of a divine curse, and, as 
Our Lord insisted, tbe children of the 
devil. 

W/e have seen how the American Jew- 
ish (iommittee has openly launched a 
prugrain to censor such teachings in 
Amcrican parochial schools, stating 
thar^one of the chief A.J.C. objectivcs 
is "cbanging whaf is said about Jews 
and Judaism in the literature of Chris- 
tian education.” 

Invariably the Jewish attack on what 
Cathulic chitdren are taught ends up 
in an attack upon tbat foundational rock 
of Catholic belief— the New Testamcnt. 
Kecent example: The Jewish Ereema- 
sons of California, in their publication, 
the /i 'tiiti B'rilb Messetiger, bave lately 
publixhed an open letter to Cardinal 
Spellnian. 1 he subject of the letter is 
the Cathqlic monthly, The Hoinl. B'nai 
ll rith's fiantic plea is that Cardinal 
Spellman suppress all future issues of 
Tbe Hoint. which gets hranded in the 
letter as a "licious anti-Scmiric sheet.” 
The Jewish complaint winds up with 
the following paragraph: 

"Here we are faced with an acknowl- 
t'dged Catholic puMication that appeals 
to violent action against Jews, telling 
its readers that. 'The Jews, who hoth 
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God, and are adversaries to all men, 
prohibicing us to speak to che Genciles 
that tbey may be saved.’ There is no 
grèater autbority in American Catholi- 
cism tban Cardinal Spellman. We 
therefore appeal to him to put a stop to 
this outrage.” 

The Jewisb Masons of B'nai B'rith 
fail to mention that the passage which 
they reprint from The Point ("The Jcws 
who both killed the Lord Jesus, etc.”) 
is not of Tbe Point’s invention. It is a 
direct quotation from Saint Paul's First 
Epàstle to the Thessalonians—an inte- 
gral part of the inspired New Testa- 
me'ot! 

Lest anyone think, bowever, that this 
Jewish failure to attack Saint Paul by 
name might indicate good witl toward 
•tbe New Testament, the Jews of the 
B'nai B'rith Mesienger followed up their 
complaint to Cardinal Spellman with a 
boldtype editorial calling for a revision 
of the Christian Bible! The Messenger 
summarized: "There must be a re- 
writing of the Christ story for Chris- 
tians wbich wàfl for all time eradicate 
the myth that 'the Jews killed Christ.'" 

V — BACK TO TRADITION 

II will very much disturb the Jewish 
Masons of B’nai B’rith to learn that 
every year on Good Friday, in the fifth 
responsory of Matins, a Catholic priest 
reads in his Breviary, "The Jews cruci- 
fied Jesus; and there was darkness...” 

Realiring full well that this is hardly 
the amount of attention that the subject 
deserves, Our Holy Mother Church re- 
•quires tbat every priest also read, dur- 
ing the same Office of Good Friday, an 
instruction by that eminent Catholic 
authority, Saint Augustinc of Hippo. 

The Point concludes this month with 
Saint Augustine's lengthy answer to 
the question "Did the Jews Crucify 
Jesus?”— 

"Ye know what secret counsel was 
tbat of the wickcd Jews, and what in- 
struction was that of tbe workers of 
iniquity. Of what iniquity were they 
the workere? The murdtr uf Our 
Lord, Jesus Christ. 'Many good works.’ 


saith He, ’have I sbowcd you—for 
which of those works go ye about to 
kill me?’ He had borne with all their 
weaknesses: He had healed all their 
diseases; He had preached unto them 
the kingdom of Heaven; He had dis- 
covered to them their iniquities, chat 
they might rather hate them, than the 
Physician that came to cure them. And 
now at last, without gratitude for a 11 
the tenderness of His healing love, like 
men raging in a high delirium, throw- 
ing themselves madly on the Physician 
Who had come to cure them, they took 
counsel how they might kill Him. 

"The Jews cannot say, 'We did not 
murder Christ’—albeit they gave Him 
over to Pilate, His judge.that they them- 
selves might seem free of His death. 
They could throw the blame of their 
sin upon a human judge; but did they 
deceive God, the Great Judge’ In that 
which Pilate did he was their accom- 
plice, but in comparison with them, he 
had far the lesser sin. (John XIX. I I) 
Pilate strove as far as he coutd to de- 
liver Him out of their huuds; f«>r which 
reason also he scourged Him, and 
brought Him forth to them. He 
scourged not thc Lord for cruelty’s 
sake, but in the hope that he might so 
slake the Jews' wild thirst for blood; 
that, perchance, even they might be 
touched with compassion, and ccase to 
lust for His death, when they saw what 
He was aftcr the flagcllation. 

"Kven thiseffort he made: 'But when 
Pilatc saw that he could not prevatl, 
but that rather a tumult was maJe,’ ye 
know how that 'he took water, and 
washed his hands before the multitude, 
saving: I am innocent of the Blood of 
this Just Person.' And yet, 'he deliv- 
ered Him to be crucified!' But if be 
were guilty who did it against his will, 
were they innocent who goaded him 
on to it? No. Pilate gave sentence 
against Him, and commanded Him to 
be crucified, but ye, O ye Jews, ye also 
are His murderers! Wherewith? Vi ith 
your tongue, whetted like a sword. 
And when? When ye cried, 'Crucify 
Him! Crucify fTimT*'

We could go on for several more 
pages with an abundance of such fig- 
ures. And, by sheer force of statistics, 
we could surely strike mortal terror into 
the hearts of those Ku K.luic.Klan Amer- 
icans who periodically holler about a 
_ ^ p oP»*h plot” to take over the good old 

Actually, we Catholics are plotting. 
We do have predatory designs on our 
country: we intend to make it a Cath- 
olic orie. Our present, pressing head- 
ache, however, is that despite the awe- 
some strength of our numbers, despite 
our copious canonical equipment — 
buildings and birettas and baptismal 
fonts — our plans are not going for- 
ward. Indeed, the alarming fact remains 
that every day America is becoming less 
and less Christian. > 

That this collapse is our responsibil- 
ity, we admit. That it is due solely to 
our lack of zeal, we qualify with the 
following consideration: While we are 
sleeping, there is a wide-awake force 
hard at work. While we are failing to 
repair and expand those strnctures of 
our country which are Christian, other 
hands are setting out to smash and 
scatter them. 

In a very real sense, of course, the 
current onslaught of the Jews, against 
anything American that is also Chris- 
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tian, can be blamed on our country's 
initial and short-sighted generosity to 
the Jews. Ignoring the example of all 
Christendom before it, young and trust- 
ful America decided that, in its Chris- 
tian midst, Jews should be allowed to 
bave that which a 11 tbe Western World 
had previously denied to them—citizen- 
ship, and an equal standing before the 
law. 

A 

We American Catholics do not neejd - 
that learned bishop and theologiah, 
Saint Hilary of Poitiers, to warn us (as 
he does in his Traclalus Mysteriorum ) 
that "The Jews are always seething to 
slaughter the Christian people.” Every 
day we are coming to see more clearly 
for ourselves how the Jews are maneu- 
vering to destroy all trace of what is 
Cbristian in our land. In tbe campaign 
to strip us of our New Testament sense 
of purity, for example, the Jews are 
boldly battling rigbt out in public. 
Tbrough their iron grip on such indus- 
tries as clothing, entertainment, and 
pulp magazines, they are bombarding 
us with naltedness in dress, lewdness 
in tnovies, stage, and television shows, 
aod unashatned filthiness in the fare of 
every corner newsstand. 

For the vital usk of de-Christianizing 
America, the Jews are not, bowever, 
relyitqj- djS&dy on such hit-or-miss de- 
vices ^..^iikiog styles and entertain- 
mens», fsSe assault on Christian mor- 
als sàsjùsJfr Jeavc tbem still short of 
their goal, the Jews count on bringing 
America into line by the simple expedi- 
ent of rewriting the nation's laws. 

This is the motive behind the hordes 
of sharpfaced, briefcased Semites who 
have been storming our courtrooms 
from Tampa to Tacoma, besieging the 
judges witb opinions and advice— 
which,they are pieased to offer gratui- 
tously, "in the interests of community 
welfare." 
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As a lever for directing society, the 
law is, of course, perfectly suited to 
Jewish needs and temperament. It en- 
ables the Jews to advance their Tal- 
mudic objectives by sure, unimpedable 
strides, and at the same time lets them 
remain safely secure from the scrutiny 
of the public. 

Too, once they get their proposals 
on the statute-books, the Jews can re- 
tire qui^tly to the sidelines, leaving to 
others the obligation of enforcing the 
’ laws. 

But if the Jews are less discernible 
in their legal skirmishings than in their 
peddling of itnpurity, their purposes 
are no less obscure. The cases in which 
they are interested—keenly, aggres- 
sively interested — into which they un- 
failingly put their noses, requiring 
neither fee nor invitation to do so, are 
those cases in which some law based 
on Christian principle or tradition is 
being cballenged. And if Jewisb law- 
yers are unable to find a sufficient num- 
ber of such cases rcady-made, they are 
perfecUy content to manufacture them. 
For, some years ago, the United States 
Supreme Court declared this to be » 
Christian nation, and it is the Jews' 
resolute intention to oblige the Court 
to change its mind. 

/ 

Perhaps no law in our land has 
aroused Jewish wrath so sharply as 
the seemingly innocent one ordaining 
that the Christian Sabbath shall be a 
mandatory day of rest from buying and 
selting. Until reccntly this was en- 
forced in every one of our forty-eight 
states, but today the Jews can point to 
substantial gains as a result of their 
ceaseless, tireless efforts to make Sun- 
day, the sacrosanct day of the New 
Testameot, just another twenty-four 
hours. 

In Connecticut, for instance, a pre- 
dominantly Catholic state, now presided 
over by a Jewish governor, a law has 
been put through the legislature pro- 
viding that anyone who "believes that 
tbe Sabbath begins at sundown on 
Friday nigbt and ends at sundown on 





















Saturday night” may close his shop on 
Saturday and remain open all day Sun- 
day. While in the midwest, Sunday- 
selling has reached such a peak that 
the Ford Motor Company has found it 
necessary to print up large announce- 
ments to be placed in the windows of 
its midwestern dealers, apologizing for 
tbe fact that despite the trend of tbe 
times they are for the present continu- 
ing to take Sunday off. 

/■ 

One of the most rousing legal victo- 
ries the Jews have thus far secured came 
with the recent SupremeCourt decision 
in the so-called "Miracle Case.” This 
decision not only authorires the Jews 
to keep the censor at arm's length while 
they display their wares on stage and 
screen, but, even more important, i« 
effectively removes two fundamental 
Christian concepts from tbe reaJtn of, 
American law — thc tradtsjorsal i'oftcrp.is 
of "blasphemy" and "sacr-dstge.”- 

The Miracle was a movie. matie in 
Italy and purveyed by Jewj in ffetS; 
country, which opened m ìVew Yosfetc 
December, 1950. The pfe-Christasts 
date, it turned out, had been chosen 
with care, for the film was nothing but 
a raucous guffaw at the notion that 
Our Blessed Lord had been born of a 
Virgin. Forced by public Catholic re- 
scntmcnt, Cardinal Spellman trained 
his guns on the fìlm and, a few weeks 
from tbe time it opened, the film was 
closed down by the censors of the New 
York Board of Education. 

Tbe Mirade's Jewish distributor, 
Joseph Burstyn, immediately launched 
a law suit against the censors, and the 
case went up to the U.S. Supreme Court. 
1« was met at the door hy Jewish Justice 
Felix Frankfurter, who greeted it as a 
quaint medieval visitor, not to be taken 
too seriously. 

That The Miracle should be outlawed 
for being "sacrilegious” and "blasphe- 
mous” (which is what the New York 
censors said it was) met with Jewish 
Justice Frankfurter's measured con- 
tempt. He agreed tbat back in the 
Catholic daya of Saint Thomas Aquinas 


the words "blaspbemy" and "sacrilege" 
may have had a precise meaning, but 
today, he said, there is, no defmition on 
which we can agreè. In his Ipng 
written opinion, Jewish Justice Frartk- 
furter concluded, with Talmudic ìogic, 
that one man's biasphètny migfit well 
be another man’s art, fherefore, be 
said, not only could Tbt MifaeU be 
shown in New Yorktheatrss, but hence- 
forth the termt "hlaspbemv" and "sac- 
rilege” could not be eonsidered. Iegitì- 
mate charges ia Americ'ah courtrootus. 

/ 

Here in Massachu$erts> where locai 
police officials still recall the days when 
Jewish Justice Frankfurter was the top- 
indoctrinator at the meetings of Har- 
vard University’s communist cell, we 
have had more than our share of Jewish 
attacks on Christian-based laws. In a 
series of bitterly-fought cases, Boston 
Jews have heen making war on a state 
adoption statute which. in effect, forbids 
the handing ovcr of Christian children 
to Jewisb foster- parents. How long 
the law will survive may be guaged by 
the fact that, of late, reinforcements 
have heen sent up by the American Jew- 
ish Congress, whose New York lawyers 
are here for the express purpose of 
"getting results!" 

The American Jewish Congress’ more 
domesticatcd companion, the American 
Jewish Committee, is likewise conduct- 
ing a local campaign. Led by Herhert 
Ehrman, Boston's ranking member of 
the Committee, the Jews want to pass 
legislation wbich will put a psychi- 
atrist on duty in every Massachusetts 
courtroom. In line with the Jews' 
nation-wide mania for "mental bealth," 
and in the hope of creating more jobs 
for our inundation of Jewish psychia- 
trists, Mr. Ehrman is currently arguing 
that every Catholic boy who goes wrong 
needs the courtroom assistance of a 
Freudian Jew to set him on the right 
track. 

/ 

Although they were grantcd political 
cquality by the United States Constitu- 
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tion, thtNJkws bave long been keenly 
•ware tbat equality on a cultural and 
social level is quite anotber thing. 

^ Tbose early Americans wbo agreed 
tbat Jews sbould be allowed to vote in 
our elections, by no means indicated, 
eitber by example or legislation, tbat 
they also felt that Jews should be en- 
couraged to sit in our parlors, eat at 
our tables, marry our cbildren, or other- 
wise penetrate behind tbat "Christian 
curtain” wbich has always instinctiveiy 
separated the lovers of Christ from His 
crucifiers. 

Since the drafting of the Constitution 
tbere bas been little change in the aver- 
age American’s Semitic outlook. New 
York Rabbi, Mordecai Kaplan, in his 
recent book, Tbe Futurc o/ the American 
Jew, bas valiantly attempted to over- 
come bis Hebraic jitters and evaluate 
tbe situation. "Almost ten percent of 
tbe American people,” he writes on 
page 95, ''declare themselves anti-Sem- 
ites, and barbor the criminally insane 
sentiment of wishing to destroy us. 
Twice that number are ready to join 
tbem on the flimsiest provocation. In 
the country as a whole, Jews are at best 
tolerated, but neitber desired nor wel- 
comed. Our best friends will forgive 
us our being Jews, but can seldom for- 
get it.” 

[f Kabbi Kaplan is frankty pessimistic 
about the stateof the nation’s anti-Sem- 
itism, bis associates in the American 
Jcwish Congress are quite as frankly 
determined that the situation can be 
remedied. Tbese aggressive Jews have 
decided that tbe one sure way to get 
Americans to like them, to want them 
around, and to take them to their hearts, 
is to make any kind of discrimination 
against them a criminal offence, punish- 
able by law! They are working night 
and day to push legislation that will 
forever crush a Christian American's 
right to avoid the Jews —laws that will 
forbid a Christian to exclude from his 
hotel, his payroll, or *his neighbor- 
hood club, any member of that deicide 
r^Cf which God has so emphatically re- 
jected and cursed. 

The American Jewish Congress’ chief 


legal concoction- fpr furthering their 
program of "equality by statute” is a 
device called the Anti-Discrimination 
Commission. This bit of legalized Jew- 
ish elbowing is the pet project of Mr. 
Will Maslow, one of the Jewish Con- 
gress' full-time tawyers, who has re- 
cently been plugging his Anti-Discrim- 
ination ideas before the United Nations 
at Geneva. 

The effect of Mr. Maslow’s scheme is 
that anytime a Jew presents himself for 
a job in your company, a Jocker in your 
country club, a place in your school or 
college, etc., you must give it to him 
or suffer the consequences of fining and 
imprisonment.' So far, Mr. Maslow has 
sucecdcd in getting vcrsions of his Anti- 
Discrimination legislation adopted by 
the Federal govcrnment’s contract- 
granting agency and by a few of the 
individual state legislatures. 

/ 

The current Jewisb rush to remake 
our Christian laws is prompted by a 
vivid raemory and a well-founded fear. 
The memory is of tbose countless regu- 
lations which every Catholic society, 
down through the ages of Faith, has 
imposed on _the Jews to keep them well 
watched, well restrained, and very well 
segregated. The/eztris of 32,000,000 
American Catholics and of what would 
happen to the lately-won freedom of 
the Jews if this great block of Ameri- 
cans should suddenly decide that things 
had gone far enough — if American 
Catholics should concludc that, after 
all, the saints had a lot on their side 
when they said (as Saint Gregory of 
Nyssa did in his famous sermon on the 
Kesurrection) that the Jews are noth- 
ing more than, "Slayers of the Lord, 
murderers of the prophets. adversaries 
of God, haters of God, men who show 
contempt for the law, foes of grace, 
enemies of their fathers’ faith, advo- 
cates of the devil, brood of vipers, 
slanderers, scoffers, men whose minds 
are in darkness, leaven of the Pharisees, 
assemhiies of demons, sinners, wicked 
men, stoners and haters of righteous- 
ness.”

'1 he Clatholics 
of Boston were asked. on the sixth, sev- 
enth, and eighth days of Septtmber, to 
protect the sanctity of Jesus in the 
Ulessed Sacrament. 

('atholic relìgious. of the Slaves of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary, from 
Saint Henedict Center in Cambridge, 
had iniaded lioston to distribute thou- 
sands of handhills and to carry several 
large placards through the downtown 
streets, urging C.atholics to "Stop The 
Jews l'rom Dishonoring And Dcsecrat- 
ing The Blessed Sacrament At Brandeis - 
University!” 

Reaction to this electric message was, 
of course. immediate. 

Catholics were s>ni|'atbetically indig- 
nant at the very thought of the Blessed 
Sacrament's being dishonored. Jews 
were beside themstlvts with rage ibat 
such "anti-Stmiti: m" shoeld be allowed 
in the streets of the city liven Boston's 
lethargic newsmen felt stirrcd into 
comment, although their evaluatiors of 
the total performance were considtr- 
ably at variance. 

Arthur Srratton of the /iostcn Hera/d 
thought the whole affair had servcd 
to strengthen the cause of local Inter- 
faith and wrote for hi.t paper that the 
public's reaction to Saint Benedict 
Center's "misguided" crusade was 
*more poignant than a hundred good- 
wi'l dinners." 

Donald Guy, of the Boston oflf'ce of 
the Associuted t'ress, saw a diflferent 
.picture. He exploded in the following 
censored statement: "You_trouble- 




makers have revived more race hatred 
in three days than we've seen around 
here in twenty years."

Our Lord in the Blessed Sacra- 
ment must not be betrayed again into 
the hands of that people who cried out, 
'Crucify Him! Crucify Him! . .-. His 
hlood be upon us and upon our chil- 
dren.’ ” 

The Boston campaign continued dur- 
ing Wednesday and Ihursday. which 
were, respectively, the vigil and the 
feast of Our Blessed I.ady’s Nativity. 
T^ice on Wednesdav the now familiar 
hordes of young Jews assaulted the 
Brpthers and their ptacards.succeeding, 
at ane point, in tying up Boston’s down- 
town traffic for one bour. But at the 
end of the afternoon, thanks in no 
small part to the vigilancc of the Bos- 
ton police force, the placards were still 
intact. And young Israel's blitzkrieg 
ha^ been openly frustrated before hun- 
dreds of sympathetic bystanders. 

On Thursday a record number of 
handbills were distrihuted. On Thurs- 
day night there was nothing to do but 
wait for Friday morning. 

Sbortly after 10 A.M. on Friday, the 
telephone rang at Saint Benedict Cen- 
ter. On the other end of the line 
a mockingly musical voice said, ''We 
bave your Jesus now!” 

The dcdication and Mass were appar- 
ently over. 

The next few days hrought contented 
cacklings from the Boston press, and 
gloating public statements by lìrandeis 
olficials. The following Sunday brought 
more than 300 young Jews to Boston 
Common, where they attempted to 
break up the Center's outdoor meeting. 
shouting foul obsceoities in the midst 
of the prayers, spitting on the life-size 
cruciftx and the picture of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe — all of which served only 
to sharpen and sustain the hitter reali- 
zation of that Friday (that day which was 
so httingly FriJuy) when Our Lord was 
again placed within the grasp of His 
crucifiers. 

II —THE REACTION 

In only one hour after the ptacards 
and handbills first appeared in down- 
town Boston.every Jewish organization 
in the city was alerted. Out of the wel- 
ter of hastily-called conferences, anx- 


ious investigations, and frcnzied re- 
ports, there emerged by mid-afternoon 
of that first day a statement, concocted 
by the New England oflfice of the Na- 
tional Conferencc of Cbristians aod 
Jews. Around this statement. Boston 
Jewry was content to rally. 

Kelying on those broadhanded brush- 
nffs which had served Jewish needs so 
well in the past, tbe Conference of 
Christians and Jews termed Saint Bene- 
dict Center's appeal to Boston Cath- 
olics, "hate literature." As though try- 
ing to convince itself, the Jew-founded 
committee offered assurances that "the 
majority of people who received the 
handbill... know that its scurrilous 
and untrue statements in no way rep- 
resent the Catholic Church." Vf'hac 
those "scurrilous and untrue state- 
ments" were, the Confereoce prudently 
declincd to say. 

Armed with the Conference state- 
ment, the Boston newspapers were 
ready to swing into action. These 
local specimens of our national "free 
press" promptly determined that thera 
were two possible ways of handling 
the story of what had recently occurred 
in thc streets of Boston. They could 
print (1) nothing; (2) what the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews had 
said. 

Half the Boston dailies chose the 
former alternative, insisting that a ser- 
ies of events «hich involved, among 
other things, three major anti-Catbolic 
demonstrations and an hour-long traffic 
tie-up in the heart of the city, just didn't 
fit into the category of "news.” The 
rest of the papers told parts of the story, 
but ahvays with one eye cocked on 
their sensitive Jewish advcrtisers. Not 
one of the newspapers gave any indica- 
tion of what the placards or the hand- 
bills actually said. The word "Jew" 
was scarcely whispered in any of the 
accounts. -The mobsofyoung Hebrews 
who had attacked the Brothers carrying 
placards were variously identified in 
Boston papers as "by-standers," "pe- 
destrians," "angry crowds," "indignant 
witnesses." ' untold thousands," "God- 
fearing people,” "youths,” "a minority 
group," and "others." 

Most loose-tungued of the Boston 
sheets was the enterprising Herald, 
which seemed to be worried that a sim- 
ple news-story might not make its posi- 
tion sufficiently clear to its Jewish 
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friends. The Herald, accordingly,, gave 
one of its reporiers a by lme and two 
columns in which to run on a_bout how 
"Boston kept its head yesterday. 

Diizy with the praise this lournabstic 
coup won from the local Jew.sh com- 
munity, the HeralU next day had |ts eve- 
ning version, the Traveler, blossom 
forth with a Brandeis-laud.ng editonal. 
Tbis move proved disistrous. For m 
the course of acclaimmg the Catholic- 

chapel-on-Jewish-campus idea, the eai- 
torial suddenly launched into some 
reminiscences—offered in the same pro- 
Judaic spir.t-of the time when it was 
the custom in most grade schools to 
begin the day with recitation of the 
Lord's Prayer..''That custom cer- 
tafnly did a lot of good,' the editorial 
observed in Vankee summary, and no 
harm worth mentioning.” 

Bv virtue of these unfortunate re- 
marks, the HeraU Traveler ceased to be 
the obiect of Boston Jewry s admiration 
and became the obiect of its contempt. 
The Jews considered il an unforgiv- 
able asininity ihat a newspaper, seu.ng 
out to plead the Jewish cause. should he 
ignorant of the basic propos.non that 
the Lord's Prayer is no longer sa.d in 
American public schools prec.sely be- 
cause Jews demanded its withdrawal 
Dltiinately, two newspapers Uu! tell 
what Saint Benedict <>nter was say- 
ing on its signs and handbills. Hut 
they were nor Gentile papers. They 
printed the messagcs purely to satisfy 
that universal Jewish urge to know 
every word ever uttered against the 
lews. The two newspapers were the 
Jeu’ish AUvocate of Boston and the Datly 
Worker of New York. 


Despite their cxcellent intentions, 
there was a limit to what the news_pa- 
pers could accomplish for the Jews. The 
lens of thousands of Boston Caiholics 
who had seen Sainr » ened ! et f- enter \ 
placards and read its handbills could 
not be thrown off h* the distort.ons, or 
the silence. of the press. Hor them, the 
ceniral issue was imperishahly clear,- 
Our Lord in the Blessed Sacrament was 
about to bc put in the keep.ng of H.s 
crucifiers. And however liberal m.ghr 
be the personal viewpomts of ihe Caih- 
olics of Boston, they were agrced thar 
such an act was assuredly a violent de- 
parture from Church tradition. 


The Jews, too, were well aware tbat 
to have the Mass and the Blessed Sacra- 
ment under their jurisdiction was an 
accomplishment which their forebears, 
living in Catholic Europe, would have 
considered a wild, impossible dream. 

To "stop the Jews" had been the 
Cbunhs vigilant concern through- 
out ihe centuries—and she had stopped 
thcm long before they were withm 
reacb of the sacred altar. Conhning , 
rhem in ghettos, depriving them «*» 
citizrnsbip, forbidding them to mo>e 
freely in Christian society, the Church 
had shown abundantly in practice and 
teaching ihat Jews were to be looked 
on as outcast, perfidious, cursed. 

lf Carholic leaders were not now 
waging war as their predecessors had. 
the Jews regarded the change as merely 
a fortunaie intcrval and not an abichng 
state of things. If there was a truce, it 
was a tenuous, uneasy, and half-hearted 
one. I Had not the Vatican recently 
condemned the English edition o» the 
same National Conference of Christian 
and Jews which had been Jewry s fore- 
mosi cbampion in Boston?) 

' T he Jews knew that those hasic doc- 
trines which had given rise to and sus- 
tained the Church’s anti-Jewish policies 
were still held, still taught. And they 
k.iev*-, consequently. that whatever sur- 
face cordiality might presently appear, 
at hean the Church helicves as she be- 
lieved in the time of Saint John Chrysos- 
tom, who is called "golden-mouthed 
«in account of the doctrinal purity ot 
his preaching, and who sa*d: _ l he 
Jews have crucified the Son and reiecied 
the Holy Ghost, and their souls are the 
ahode of the Devil. . . . It is not .ns.g- 
nificant controversies which separate 
us. but the death of Christ.” 


Innovation has arisen in the Church 
beii.re. It is always a passing thmg. 
Th're is nothing in the Eaith, the 
prayerv. <>r the traditions of Boston 
t .itholiO wbich will long M.sia.n a 
"Hroiherhood Week" aitiiude toward 
ihe Jews. There is hound t<> he a 
< h.mgc; an<l ihe evidence of the pa.'t 
feu ueeks is tbat the change will not 
be long delayed. 

Thc placing of the Blessed Sacrameni 
on the campus of Brandeis llniversity 
was a victory which the Jcws of Hoston 
could not afford. 
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HERE WILL BE much talk this Decem- 
ber about "putting Christ back into Christ- 
mas.” Tragically, in all the holy com- 
motion which will accompany this talk, 
not one person will speak up and ask that most 
pertinent question: "But who took Him out in 
tbe first place?” 

The answer is in no sense a seasohal one. For 
the attack that threatens Christmas each December 
is part of an all-out, full-time . offensiye—whtch 
will be striking at our parochial schòjols next 
March, at our New Testament next May. a,nt| »x 
fte basic Christian structure of our country next 
Octaber. It is born of an enmity as old as our 
Kftfehu And it is sustained, from father to son, by 
that curse which a Jerusalem mob called down 
upon itself when it cried, "Crucify Him! His 
Blood be upon us and upon ààjs?- children!” 

The drive to "put Christ into Christmas" 

makes the ancient enemy only balj worried— 
for, at best, it leaves our shattered word "Christ- 


mas” only half restored. It is The Point’s lonely 
battle cry this December that Christmas be entirely 
salvaged—that, purged of the tinsel and the trap- 
pings, it msfy become, for all our readers, the Holy 
and Joyous celebration of "Christ’s Mass.”

Israeli Inquiry 


Q. Wbat will be one of tbe main 
objectives of the Jews in America <lur- 
injt 1956? 

A. They will be striving, witb accel- 
erated fervor.to maneuver America into 
the role of big brother to the State of 
Israel, the protector of its interests and 
the conqueror of its foes. 

Q. What led the Jews to choose the 
year 1956 for this campaign? 

A. The presidential elections in No- 
vember — an event which causes politi- 
cians to cast greedy eyes upon the fat 
bloc of Jewish votes, ready to fall into 
the lap of whatever candidate makes 
the most enticing offers. 

Q. Have the Jews published any an- 
nuuncement of their election-year 
plans? 

A. As outlined in the Hulletin of the 
Zionist Organi/ation of America, their 
intention is "to swing American public 
opinion to come to Israel's aid and 
esert pressure on the Administration 
tjf the kind which proved successful in 
1947 and 1948, without which the 
State of Israel would not have come 
into being.' 1 

Q. I'nder what guise are the Jews 
trying to win American opinion to 
their side? 

A. They are portraying Israel as a 
beleaguered little democracy, America's 
one friend in tbe Middle liast, strug- 
gling for existence against hordes of 
(iommunist-dominated Arab neighbors. 

Q. Is there evidence that this por- 
trayal is not quite accurate? 

A. Mucb, three samples of which 
follow: 

t. The official report pn immigration 
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to Israel, puhlished by the IJ.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, reveals that most 
Israelis come from (and necessarily 
with the blessings of) Soviet Russia 
and her satellites. 

2. As a result of the August elections, 
the Israeli parliament (the Knesset) is 
composed of the following elements. 
()f the Knesset's 120 seats, forty belong 
to the Socialist Labor Party (Mapai), 
an affiliate of the Second International; 
lifteen belong to tbe Freedom Party 
(Herut), politipal arm of those report- 
edly-outlawed terrorist gangs whose 
atrocities shocked the civilized world; 
ten belong to the Unity of Labor (Ahdut 
Avoda). an avowedly Marxist group; 
nine belong to the United Workers 
Party (Mapam), which advocates "the 
revolutionary class struggle" and "a 
firm bond between the workers of the 
world and the Soviet Union"; and six 
helong to the Communist Party of Is- 
rael — making a total of eighty seats 
for these extremist factions, or two- 
thirds of the parliament's membership. 

3. ln June of 1930, an American jour- 
nalist was told by an official at the Vat- 
ican's Departmeot for Lxtraordinary 
Affairs, that the state of Israel is "ob- 
viously an outpost of the Soviet Union 
in the Middle Fast.” When the jour- 
nalist objected that the major Israeli 
party is Socialist and not Communist. 
he was told, "It is a11 camouflage. 
These people are of one mind when it 
comes to the Christian religion. They 
are out to de-Christianize the Levant as 
part of a wortd-wide plot to destroy 
what is left of Chriatian morality." 

Q. If /ionism and Communism are, 
then, so closely akin why is Israel pre- 
sently scorning Kussia and turning to 
the U.S. for help? 

A. This is a move not of necessity but 
of prudence. The large quantities of 
planes, tanks, and guns Israel bas al- 
, ready amassed have come to ber maiuly 
from behind the Iron Curtain, and 
Kussia is still willing to keep Israel 
fortitied, as she made clear immediately 
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upon aoaouacement of her armj deil 
with Egypt. The Jews, however, »re 
geouinely alarmed about tbe Arab na- 
tiont, whose Unds they have usurped, 
whose villages they have ravaged and 
dcstroyed, whose people they have 
slaughtered. 

Fearful lest the pent-up rage of the 
Arab world should finally burst upon 
them, the Jews waot to see the Arabs 
koocked out oace and for all, leaving 
Israel undisputed mistress of the Middle 
East. If Russia were to take on the 
assignment, there would be a danger 
of the U.S. stepping in on the side of 
tbe Arabs. Consequently. the Jews are 
creating the illusion that Israel is ber- 
self a victim of Communisi aggrès- 
sioo—hopeful that the U.S. can thereby 
be fnduced to come to her "defense." 

Q. Is tbere no chance that this Jew- 
ish schcme will be frustrated? 

A. There is an excellent chance that 
Americans, weary of fighting fruitless 
wars, will take tbe trouble to discover 
that they are now being invited to do 
and die for no other purpose than to 
exalt the Jewish nation—whereupon 
tbe Jews are likely to find their bold- 
ness met with an unexpectedly formid- 
able reaction. 

Q. Is this tbe only hope of defeating 
the Jews? 

A. There is anothcr and better one. 
It is the wan but still-living hope that 
the remnants of Cbristendom, struck 
with thc terrible realization tbat the 
Und hallowed by the Birth and Death 
of Christ is now in the hands of His 
implacablc eoemies, will arise and rally 
to tbat now-more-pertinent call which 
Pope Urban II issued to the first Cru- 
saders: "Mark out a path all the way 
to tks Holy Sepulcher and snatch the 
Holy Land from that abominablc 
peopto!"

Christian Reminder 

'For anyone who wonders whether 
thcre is provocation for a present-day 
Catbolic Crusade to rescuc tbc Holy 


Land, we are concluding this issue witb 
a partial list of the atrocities and dese- 
crations which the Jews bave committed 
in Palestine since 1948. (We make no 
attempt to indicate here the loss i« 
lives and property suffered by the nearly. 
one million Arabs who have beetv 
evicted from tf-s-r sr-cient homes dur- 
ing the past se'ivs* yVArs.) 

The Jews hare aèvlcd and destroycd 
the following Chktch buildings: the 
Church of Saint John the Baptist at 
Ain Karim, the Church ,of the Bèati- 
tudes at Capharnaum, tbe Church of 
Mensa Christi^òn the shores of the 
Sea of Galilee, the Church of Saint 
Peter at Tiberias, the Cenacle (the place 
of the Last Supper) at Jerusalem. the 
Convent of Mary Keparatrix at Jeru- 
salem, the Convent and Hospice of 
Notre Dame at Jerusalem, the Convent 
of the Sisters of Saint Ann at Haifa, 
the Franciscan Convent at Tiberias. the 
Patriarchal Seminary at Beit-Jala. the 
Salesian houses at Cremisan, the Sisters' 
Convent at Ain Karim, the School of 
the Sisters of Notre Dame de Sion at 
Katamon, the Sisters’ residence at Ca- 
pharnaum, the chtirch and rectory at 
Ikret. Catholic authorities have esti- 
mated tbat .the Jews have destroyed 
Cburch property in the Holy Land at 
the rate of more than two million 
dollars’ worth a year. To enumerate 
only French Catholic institutions, they 
have demolished four hospitals, sixteen 
dispensaries. two hospices, four sem- 
inaries, thirty-two schools and orphan- 
ages, seven retreat housrs. 

Among the countless other desecra- 
tions we migbt mention, none is more 
heart-rending than that of Jerusalem's 
Church of the Dormition—the magnili- 
cent Romanesque shrine to thc Mother 
of God wbich was pillaged by Israeli 
soldiers and then turned into a Jewish 
dancc hall for the young men and 
women of Haganah. It was only after 
a hundred such incidents that rbe Ap- 
ostolic Delegate. Arcbbisbop Hughes, 
unequivocally charged that there is now 
in operation a "deliberate Jewish efifort 
tq decitnate the Arabs and /o dettny 
Cbriitisnity in Palestine ." 
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THE JEWISH GANGS OF BOSTON 


The Siege 

It has heen the repeated warning of 
a local rabbi named Joseph Shubow 
that, "Boston, Massacbusetts, is a piv- 
otal ci?y fpt United States' Jewry." In 
plain Amerkan, what the rabbi means 
is tha£, '‘Uniess we Jews can control 
the Catholic city of Roston, it will 
stand as a serious threat to our grip 
on the rest of tbe country.” 

With this in mind, The Point has 
decided to start off the new year by 
sharing with its out-of-town readers 
some on-the-spot information about 
the full-scale Jewish siege of Boston 
Catholics. And siege it most decidedly 
has become, for Joseph Shubow's spir- 
itual children have taken his message 
to heart. They are fighting the "Battlc 
of Boston" with dedicated zest, and if, 
as Shubow complains, some of the less 
zealous ones do occasionally sleep, we 
have yet to discover thepi at it. 

An outland observer might well con- 
clude to Boston’s Semitic beleaguer- 
ment merely from knowing the high 
concentration of Jews in the place. For. 
apart from the ftve-horough ghetto of 
New York, thefeis not one city among 
America’s focty la/gest which can sur- 
pass Boston's nearly twenty-per-cent 
Jewish population. 

To the vanishing Boston Brahmin, 
and the multiplying Boston Catholic, 
the Jewish assault is every day becom- 
ing more evident. Brandcis University, 
elbowing its way iiito Boston's ivy- 
covered college cliqu'e, is a front-line 
division in the currknt flebrew cam- 
paign. At the outset, Brandeis was 
t scheduled to be "F.instein University," 
until that frankly-Communist mathe- 
matician went into a pout over the 
appointment of a president. liinstein 


wanted bright-Red Harold Lasky to 
get the job, the directors thougbt the 
choice "imprudent.” Still, -the latesf 
appointment to Brandcia' Jewish facul- 
ty is Dr. Felix Browder, ton of Earl, 
the late head of the American Commu- 
nist Party. Tbis appoiotment got rave 
notices in the Boston press, as do a!l 
Brandeis activities. Recent sample: a 
photograph of Archbishop Richard J. 
Cushing eagerly attentive to the Semitic 
jesting of Brandeis Trustee Joseph 
Linsey, a local Jewisb racketeer and 
racetrack owner. 

A considerable weapon in the fight 
to gain control of the city hàs heen an 
lnterfaith organizaticn callcd the Mass- 
achusetts Committee of Catholics, Prot- 
estants, and Jews, founded by Boston 
Jew Ben Shapiro. This gentleman's 
success came vividly home to 'l'he Point 
when a prominent pastor explained pj. 
us that he was ohligeJ to atfend k «yiti 
gogue service because, "Ben Sfesigi. 
asked me to!” . 

On Boston’s chief downtown sswef, 
the Jews have lately dedicatèt! 
"Associated Synagogues Huil-i 
whose street-le»el, store-front wtndow 
boldly flaunts copies of the TaimuJ, the 
Jewish book so repeatrdly condemned 
by the popes for containing, as Pope 
Innocent IV said, "every kind of vile- 
ness and blasphemy against Christian 
truth.” 

Because of the deeply Catholic nature 
of present Boston, the Jewish besiegers 
have naturally led with attacks which 
.are designed to neutralize, and ulti-i 
mately nullify, Catholic influence int 
public places. At the same time, they 
have not neglected that work so impor- 
tant to their purposes: national sub- 
' vcrsion. Hoston jews have played a 
prominent. and often exclusive, part in 
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tbe operation of such black-listed out- 
fits as the Boston School for Marxist 
St.udies, the League for Dereocratic Con- 
trol, the Progressive Labor School, 
and the Boston School of Social Science. 
The House Un-American Activities 
Committee, which bas condemned all 
the foregoing, also exposed tbe local 
Cbelsea Jewish Children's School, 
braading st as. "A place where Marxism 
is cs>mbi*«d wifh instruction in the 
ractaS toagae.” 

The ovestly-Coramunist Samuel Ad- 
ams 'ì<tsoo» Boston was likewise 
heavily |«wis!li*sf*ffed, and last summer 
a jnvestigation in New 

York turned up the fact that a former 
Adams School instructor, Boston Jew 
Sol Vail, was a key man in the New 
York State network of Communist- 
Jewish summer camps. 

Zionist summer camps in the Boston 
area are now known to be the hatching- 
ptace of those terrorist gangs which 
were unleashed in the Boston streets 
last Fall to crush Saint Benedict Cen- 
ter's protest against Brandeis Univer- 
sity. The beadquarters for all Zionist 
activity in Boston is at Number 17 
Commonwealth Avenue, from which 
there radiate all over the city those 
Hebrew hawkers who have made Bos- 
ton Jews the country’s most prolific 
buyers of Israeli Bonds. Back into this 
same headquarters (which loyal Boston 
Israelis call ''the little embassy”) there 
pour gestlculated reports on the prog- 
ress of the ''siege.” 

The following are The Point's own 
reports on three of the many phases 
of tbe current Jewish attack on Boston. 

The Peddlers' Gang 

There was one inevitable consequence 
of the Jews’ rush on Boston. As their 
numbers increased, the city’s Jewish 
rmerchants sallied forth frofm their jew- 
ary stores and furniture cxchanges to 
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lay siege to every corner of the down- 
town shopping district. With Jewish 
retailers buying only from Jewish 
wholesalers, and Jewish wholesalers 
giving special prices to Jewish retailers, 
it was only a matter of time before 
Gentile owners, surrendering to the 
"squeeze,” announced that henceforth 
their stores would be "under new man- 
agement." 

Though Bostonians are generally 
aware that all commodities from lamp- 
shades to limousines are presently pur- 
veyed to them by Jews, few realize how 
zealous the Jews have been to keep 
the true limits.of their influence con- 
cealed. Like department store-owner 
Abe Filehne (who became A. Lincoln 
Filene, and then dropped even the "A") 
Jewish dealers have jried to masktheir 
identity by giving their names a Gentile 
bob. Greenspan has become "Green"; 
Lubinski has become "Luby"; Rabino- 
vitz has become "Rabb.” (This last 
alteration inspired the comment that 
the super-successful chain of supermar- 
kets owned by the "Rabb” family 
should really be called "Stopinovitz Ifc 
Shopinovitz.”) 

Another faction of Jewish peddlers, 
having dispossessed Yankee merchants 
of tbeir stores, decided that those storis 
by any other names might not be so 
profitable. Consequently, many of Bos- 
ton's Jew-run emporiums bear some 
deceptively un-Judaic appellations: 
R. H. Whites, Gilchrists, the Charles B. 
Perkins Cigar Stores, Wetherns, Leeds, 
E. B. Horn, etc. 

Into this category, too, fit such un- 
likely Jewish properties as tfcv 
more, Somerset, Vendome. Sha;sr 5 t t3k*3- 
more, Lenox and Braemore h«>i*Jiì.l ifee 
Little Building; and the United States 
Trust Company. 

The most strikihg specimen in this 
exbibit, however, is assuredly the firm 
of Brooks Brothers, through whosc 
proper doors legions of proper Bos- 
tonians have trudged, content in the 
knowledge that here they would he 
outfitted by their own sort of people 
in tbeir own sort of way. According 
to the latest edition of Moody's business 
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directory, Brooks Brothers has in re- 
cent days been transferred into the 
hands of Julius Garfinckel, Inc. 

Not surprisingly, the task of minding 
Boston's business has proved profìtable 
to the Jews in more ways than one. 
Their bulging purses have enabled them 
to put into effect whatever ventures 
seem currently likely to further the 
Jewish cause, whether it be staging a 
Cbanukkah festival or setting up a slush 
fund for,pushing bills th'rough the leg- 
islature. Througb large outlays for 
advertising, without wbich most Bos- 
lon newipapers would collapse over- 
night, they have acquired a sure and 
sinister power over tbe press. By dom- 
inating both tbe wholesale and retail 
phases of Boston business. they can 
largely determme such matters as how 
Bostonfans will dress, how they will 
furnish their homes, what books they 
will read. 

Lately the Jews bave been using their 
hold on busioess as a beach-head from 
which to assault Boston morality. Most 
valuable in this campaign have been 
the city’s movie theaters, all of which 
belong to Jews. Seizing the chance 
afforded by relaxations in the censor- 
ship code, Jewish owners have recently 
dedicated a number of expensively- 
located-tfeeaters to the sole work of 
exhibsìyng; {*- with graphic advertise- 
mentS-" ftms which are distinguished 
only.-ièàSI tfeeir obscenity. 

As a final and thoroughly character- 
istic gesture, the Jews call these theaters 
by names like the Beacon, the Exeter, 
and the Mayflower—apparently in the 
hope that Bostonians will blame the 
Brahmins for the city's avalanche of 
fìlth. 

The Political Gang 

Quite the most ambitious Jewish 
plan for the conquest of Boston by 
political means was the one put for- 
ward by a Jew named Jerome Rappa- 
port, who descended upon the city a 
few years ago with ideas about cap- 
turing the "young people’s” vote. Be- 
fore long, Kappaport had captured for 


himself one of our local Catholìc girls 
(the daughter of the head of the 
Massachusetts Democratic Committee) 
whom he married at a candle-light 
ceremony on Boston's T-Wharf. 

Knowing that one lone Jew would 
never make the grade as a political 
force in Boston, Rappaport kept his 
Jewishness shrewdly under cover and 
organized a Gentile front — the New 
Boston Committee. At the head of the 
NBC (as his project came to be called) 
Rappaport placed a local doctor named 
Murphy. Hiding bebind a score of such 
non-Jews. Rappaport made his bid to 
create a "New Boston" by endorsing 
candidates for a municipal election. 
Long before all the ballots were coun- 
ted, it became apparent that Rappa- 
port's NBC had won a great victory. 

But between this election and the fol- 
lowing one something happened. Bos- 
ton Catholics began to wake up to the 
Jewishness of the "Committee" and 
they began to resent very much having 
their names used all over town as "let- 
ter-head patrons" for whatever scheme 
might enter the mind of Kappaport. 
The next time the voters of Boston 
went to the polls, not one NHC-con- 
trolled candidate was elected. It was 
received as decidedly happy news when 
the press finally disclosed that Kappa- 
port’s figurehead. Ductor Murphy, had 
officially resigned months before, and 
that the Jewish political vision of a 
"New Boston" had now fatally faded. 

Last Fall, in Boston's primary elec- 
tions, twenty-seven men entered the 
race for the nine seats on the City 
Council. Among a11 Boston's 140,000 
Jews, only one (ho/ Kappaport) was 
bold enough to tun. He fìnished next 
to last, in twenty-sixth place, with 
twenty-five Catholii candidates ahead 
of him. 

The more realistic members of the 
Jewish political gang have ceased to 
look upon polling booths as the means 
of cracking Catholic Boston's poli- 
tics. They have taken to "black-wash- 
ing." and, by enlisting the aid of every 
Jew in anything that sounds like an 
official position, they have launched a 
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smear-campaign against the city s 
Led by Jewish Judge Adlow of the 
Municipal Court, they have made whole- 
sale attacks on "district attorneys and 
prosecuting officers," and on "corrupt 
police and friendly prosecuting attor- 
neys." Jewish Judge Reuben Lurie, 
who in a term as penal commissioner 
was accused by a former governor of 
ruiningthe local prison system (getting 
bimself roundly and soundly referred 
to as a "penological crackpot") has 
heen joined in the fight to discredit our 
jails by State Attorney-General George 
Kingold. This latter Jewish office- 
holder finds much pleasure in orating 
about the "rotten dìsgrace" of police 
departments, and has assigned a detec- 
tive to Boston's well-loved City Hospi- 
tal, a favorite Jewish target, in the hope 
of discovering a wrongly-open window 
or an ill-washed baby-bottle. 

With Doctor Maurice Victor's widely- 
publicized charges that Boston has the 
nation's number one "alcoholic" prob- 
lem. the smear-campaign has been iately 
intensified. Many conclude that the 
current near-panic among local political 
Jews has been occasioned by the No- 
vember defeat of Jewish Jackson Holtz. 
A Democratic candidate for Congress, 
Holtz was defeated when the Irish-Cath- 
olic Democrats in the West Koxbury 
section of Boston went against him. 
Kather than vote for Jewisb Mr. Holtz, 
the West Koxhuryites put aside party 
allegiance, jumped over a high tradi- 
tional wall of separation, and approved 
a Vankee Kepublican as their repre- 
sentative in Washington. 

The Harvard Gang 

With apologies for leaving whole 
areas of Jewish activity uncommented- 
on, and hosts of local gang-leaders un- 
exposed, we would like to conclude 
with a word to those readers who think 
of Uoston as thlt proper Puritan place 
where "the Lowells speak only to 
Cabots, and the Cabots speak only to 
God." 

The traditional citadel of Boston’s 
"Cabot culture" has always been that 


spraw.ling next-door neighbor of The 
Poiut, Harvard University. An exami- 
nation of the University's latest listing 
of teachers and students, however, re- 
veals tbat the Jewish besiegers have in 
no sense passed the place hy. This 
year, in all of Harvard’s student body, 
only six decorous Cabots can be found 
to balance the aggressive presence of 
thirty-three shoving Cohens! And on 
the faculty, one lone Cabot (who comes 
in from town f<jr an occasional fecture) 
has left a clear field for eleve* ubiqui- 
tous Cohens!- 

EverywKere there is evidenCe of Sur- . 
render.'; A local lodge of B'nai B’rtth 
meets 'in the Harvard faculty buildìng. 
The head of the University's Board of 
Overseers is Jewish Charles W yzanski. 

At the Law Schooi, a Jew named Katz 
(of the Marshall Plan and the Ford 
Foundation) has lately been assigned 
to continue the tradition of such con- 
spiring Harvard Jews as Felix Frankfur- 
ter, Lee Pressman, and Harry Dexter 
White. In recognition of how well 
things are going, Ntw Vork's Jewish 
Theological Seminary has awarded 
young President Pusey of Harvard an 
honorary degree. 

After much diligent searching. The 
1‘oint has been able to discover just one 
corner of Harvard that is holdinyf 
out — and that is the southeast cor- 
ner of the University’s Memorial Hall. 
There. in stony witness to Harvard's 
Gentile past. a visitor will note, high 
on the outside wall, the busts of two 
Christian orators: Saint John Chrysus- 
tom and Bishop Jacqucs Bossuet. These 
two. who had eloquence and the epis- 
copacy in common, were likewise the 
sharers of a common sentiment toward 
the Jews. Saint Chrysostom in a hom- 
ily to his people, and Bossuet in an 
instruction to the Dauphin, both made 
the Church's position imperishably 
clear with the statement, "Jews, ^ìod 
hates you!” 

The imminent removal of these two 
birs of statuary will mark the final ca- 
pitulation of the Cabot's Boston. 

For Catholic Boston we have yet some 
hope.

lien (ewish leader l.eon Pinsker 
ni.nle the ahoie stateinent. m the sear 
I«82, the poftroniv of Kussia. m which 
tens of thoiisaruls of Je»s were inas- 
sairetl. hail only just liejtun; Adolph 
llitler ol Cierniany wis not yet horn, 
thr llrevfus C.ase ol Irauce was still 
i»el'e ytars away. \et the truth of 
Pinsker's statement was as strikmftly 
evulent sshen he maiie it as it is 
today. 

ior mneteen hundred years the pat- 
tern has heen the same — relentlessly. 
iiicredihly. almost monotonously the 
same. XX herever in the world num- 
hers of Jews have appeared, in that 
plate antipathy to Jews has arisen. It 
is a phenomenon without preceiient 
or parallel in human experience. I he 
hostiiities that have nrown against 
other peoples. in particular places. at 
particular times, cannot be compared 
with this stupendous. world-fillinft ha- 
tred. Its outhreaks punctuate history 
hke an insistent, recurrinK theme. So 
universal is it, th.it if a coiony of 
(ews should settle ima country where 
thetr race had never before been 
, known. it could be predicted, une- 
ciuivocally, that sooner or later the 
people of that country would turn 
ajtainst the Jews. It has never failed. 
And the lonyer the inevitable reaction 
is delayed, the more luriously does it 
cventually hurst forth. "The growth 


oi ant'.-seniitism is proportionate ro 
the numher of Jewv per’sc|uare kilo- 
meter." f.haim \X eizmann, hrst Presi- 
dent of thc State of Israel, once said. 
"VX e carry the germs of anti-Semitism 
in a knapsack on our hacks." 

In the following paragraphs The 
Poiut presents a tummary of what has 
happened to the Jtws as they have 
wandered through tbe world witb their 
knapsacks. It is a grim, violent story — 
concerning a people who. in the words 
of Samt l’aul, "please not Ciod and are 
adversaries to all men.” 


I’erhaps the most strikmg evidence 
of the world s antipathy toward Jews 
lies in the well-kept record of Jcwiah 
expulsions. Nearly every land wh.ch 
the Jews bave entered has. at aome 
pomi. lost all patience with tbem and 
demanded that they pack up and lcave. 
I his has been going on. without intff- 
ruption, ever smce the Koman armics 
turncd the Jcws out of Jerusalem in the 
year 70 A.IJ. Successive Koman em- 
perors contmued the suppression, and 
after thc break-up of the I mpire, Jews 
came to be looked upon as the ' prop- 
erty " of the many feudal princes, who 
tolerated or expelled them at their 
pleasure. 

\X’ith the rise of centrali/ed govern- 
ments. the Jews incurred far more 
inclusive edicts of banishment. I bus 
they wcre harred from all of Spain 
tn the veventh century. and again in 
149-. The Moorish kingdom of Gra- 
nada expelled them in 1066, and rhey 
were forced uut of Francc in 1182, 
again in 1X06, again in 1394, and 
, again, out of southern f rance, in 1682. 
In aceordjnce with a decree of F'ope 
Leo VII. the Jews were exiled from 
Germany in the tenth century; they 
were expelled again one hundred years

Uter, and once again in the year 1349- 
ivnglmnd ordered them to leave in 
1290, preventing their return for 330 
years. The Jews were forced out of 
Hungary twice: in 1360 and again in 
1382. f'rom Helgium, they were ex- 
pelled in >370. From Austria in 1420 
and again in I6'0. From Litbuania, in 
1493. From Portugal, m 1498. From 
Prussia, in 1310. From the Kmgdom 
of Naples, in 1540. From Uavaria, in 
1331. From the (ìenoese Kepubllc, in 
1567. And from the Papal States, the 
Pope's personal domains, the Jews 
were expelled in 1 569 and, once again, 
tbirty years later. 


The usual history tess vhich sets out 
to tell tbe story of the jt«t over the 
past 2,000 years becorrtei, effect, a 
repetitious cataloguc of one mass 
slaughter after another. For, since the 
dispersion of the year 70, wben more 
than a million Jews were left dead in 
the streets of Jerusalem, wholesale 
death—the riot and then tbe pogrom— 
bas followed the Jew down each new 
path of his wandertngs. 

The total number of Jcws pui to 
dcatb under the aurhority of the Uter 
Roman Empire has never heen tabula- 
tcd to the Jews’ satisfactfon. In one 
tbree-year period (132-135) 500,000 
Middle East Jews fell before Koman 
swords. And each succeeding age, 
down co our own day, has left a similar 
record behind it. 

The year 52 3 saw tbousands of Jews 
slaughtered hy Christian Abyssinians 
in Vemen. The Mohammedan Caliph 
of Damascus took a comparable toll in 
the early 700's. The first days of tbe 
Crusades brought death to numberless 
Jewish communities in Cenrral Furope, 
and wben Jerusaiem was finally laken 
by the Christian armies in 1099, the 
city's Jewish inhabitants died in rhe 
flames of the principal synagogue. 1 he 
century following saw pogroms in 
many counrries. the most extensive 
being those of Mohammedan spain, of 
France. and of Kngland. 

Christian Spain and England both 
started off the next centuFy with slaugh- 
ters of the Jews, and Germany conclu- 
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ded it with the pogroms of 128 3 and 
1298. The year 132 1 brought antt- 
Jewish riota in France. whicb were 
surpassed in intensity by those of Spatn 
in 1 355. During the fourteenth cen- 
tury, tn Cìermany alone, 300 enttre com- 
munities of Jews were destroved. 
Karly in the fifteenth century all the 
Jews of Salzburg were burned alive, 
and. shortly after, the riots in Kome 
provoked by the preaching of Saint 
John Capistrano forced ali the Jews in 
the city to barricade themselves tn their i 
houses. 

The most notable Jewish slaughters 
of the 16<)0's were those in Poland, 
where more than 200.000 were slain 
under the cossack leader, Chmielnu ki. 
Such treatment for the Je»s of Eastern 
Europe (over half the world's number 
at that time) connnued into the present 
century. During Kussta's anti-Jewish 
demonstrationsof 1905,there were 690 
separate pogroms within one eleven- 
day period. And in the years that 
followed. Greece, Poland, Hungary. 
Czechoslovakia, Austria. and Kumania 
all conducted extensive siaughters <>f 
their respective Jews — until these 
countries becamc ir.corporated into 
that potent anti-Jewisb machine wbich 
the Jews claim was the bloodiest of 
all time: the National-Socialist Govern 
ment of (ìetmany. 


Behind the expulsions and mass ex- 
termmations of the Jews there has 
been, of course, an ordered and un- 
questioned tradition of social. political, 
and religious legislation against them. 
In the year 315, the first law of 
Impertal Kome passed under direct 
Christian influence demanded the death 
penalty for any gentile who should 
join himself to a synagogue. Sairt 
Ambrose, the Bishop of Milan (39’i 
mstructed his people on the need for 
avoiding the Jews by saying that. "1 he 
very conversation with them is a pol- 
lution." In 418, Jews in the Impire 
were forever excluded from the Roman 
army and from »11 puhlic offices. In 
537,they were prohibited from receiv- 
ing dignities or honors of any kind, 
and in 553 the Fmperor Justinian inter- 
dictcd their Talmud Around 650 the 
Mohammedan Caliph Omar ordered 
that Jews in his territories must wear 
a distinctive dress that would make 
them at all times recognizable. Similar 
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smoEure* w«*r tsnposcd in 723 by che 
Byumise ìimpetm Leo III. Charle- 
msgfte's sofl wsj jcverely reprimtnded 
in 829 by the ecclesiasrical Council o( 
Lyons for advocann* the softening of 
certain anti-Jewisb laws, and a11 dur- 
ing the rest of the ninth and tenth 
centuries both the feudai states of tu- 
rope and the Byzantine Empire in the 
East kept detailed lcgislation against 
Jews strictly enforced. 

By the year !()()<>, ghettos had already 
been established in Bavarta, and the 
special "Jew tax’’ was everywhere ex- 
actcd. This followed upon the univer- 
sally accepted printiple (later taugbt 
by the (.hurch's eminent theologian, 
Saint Thomas Aquinas) that all prop- 
erty of the Jews belongs by right 
to the temporal ruler who suffers thcm 
m his domains. The year 1135 saw 
the accession of the Emperor Frederitk 
Barbarossa, who referred to Jews as 
belonging to the royal treasury,” 
and expended them accordingly. The 
Church's Fourth Lateran Countil, whosc 
detrees are binding on aII Catbolict. 
codihed and reasserted in 1213 many 
traditional pronountements on Jewish 
tegregation. Most cmphaticalìy urged 
were the exclusion of Jews from all 
public ofhces and the demand (has they 
wear the "Jew badfte." |n some »ec- 
tions this bright-colored badge came 
to be required not only of unconverted 
Jews, but also of all Jewish converts. 

During the next three centuries, in 
those countries where Jews were still 
legally allowed to remain, there was 
vigorous enforcement of further anti- 
Jewish leKislation. includinx compul- 
sory attendance at "conversionist" 
sermons, prohibitions against Jews 
appearing m the streets on Sundays 
and great (.hurch feast days, more rig- 
orous Rheito edicts, and public burn- 
mgs of the Talmud. By 1551), there 
wcre no Jews lawfully resident in I ng- 
land. France, Spain, l’ortugal, the Neth- 
erlands. the Scandinavian countries or 
Kussia Pope l*aul IV, in 1 555, re- 
decreed much of the previous papal 
legislation against the Jews, empha- 
sizing that they must not practice medi- 
cine or own real estate in (.hristian 
communities. In 1615, King Louis 
XIII bolstered the "Jew laws" of 
France by forbidding the Christians, 
under pain of death and conhscation. 
to shelter Jews or even to converse 
with them. Metneen 1640 antl 1882, 


the Russian government isaued over 
a thousand distinct anti-Jewish meas- 
ur **- The 6rst Jewa who arrived in 
what was to be tne L'nited States were 
■ ssceo to leave by Peter Stuyvesant at 
New Amsterdam, and even Lord Balti- 
J n ore s Latholic colony of Maryland, 
famed for its "tolersnce,” would not 
grant citiieoship to Jews. lodeed, it 
was not until 1826 that Jews in Mary- 
land were given full "emancipation" by 
the state legislature; while in nearby 
North Oarolina comparable recogni- 
tion did not come until after the Civil 
Wsr. 

1 he right of citizcnship, withheld 
from Jews in every country during all 
tne Christian ages, was not allowed to 
them until the triumpb of the Judaeo- 
Masonic, anti-Christian principles of 
tbe French Revolution in 1789. Thus, 
Je*s wtte not granted citizenship m 
France until 1791 , in Holland until 
1796. m Belgium until 1815, in Deo- 
msri« until 1849, in Eogland until 1858 
m Switzerland until 1865, in Austria- 
Hungary until 1867, in Germany uotil 
1870, and in Russia uotil 1917. 

Viith their new-won citizenship, and 
ehe freedom of operatioo tbat it 
brought, the Jews devised spectacular 
reprisals against the nations which had 
so long held them in check. And yet, 
liberation" of the Jews has in no 
sense meant immunization from further 
anti-Jewish outbresks. Our own cen- 
tury, which has seen the unrivalled 
height of Jewish power, has already 
known unprccedtnted slaughters of the 
Je» s. Europe. wasted by Jewish wars, 
heleaguered by Jewish Marxism, still. 
even novy. gives indication of resis- 
tanie—with 5 y deputies in the present 
Frehsh Assembly elected on an anti- 
Jewish platform. 

Fven America, most docile of hosts 
t<> the Jews. is not for a mtimtnt re- 
garded by them as a lasting, sure 
asylum. 1 hat It-ading molder of Jew- 
ish i.pinion, the Jewish f xaminer of 
Hrooklyn. put the issue veiv clearly 
iust a couple of ye.irs ago with its 
bold tvpe ssarmng. ' Vi e have no faith 
m the future securny of American 
Jewry."

The history of the Jess s. as they have 
wandered from nation to nation. inev. 
itahly leads tine to ask: But why hase 
tlies. people been vingled out for uni- 
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versal abhorrence/ W'hat have ihey 
ilonc to inake iheinselves so despised.' 
Wh.ll is u-rong u ith tbe Jeus .» 

1 his quexion has us anssver in au 
event ihat happened lon>- a«o, when a 
frenzied Jerusalem rnoh, sianding in 
ihe Couriyard ot ihe city’s Komaii >tov. 
èrnor, hurled at the heavens its deh.ou 
shout, llis Hlood be upon us and upon 
our chihlren!” 

1 hat is vvhat is wroiift vvith the Jevv s. 
1 hey have assuined, as j nation, guilt 
for the dcath of (,od. I hey. once 
Ciod's chosen people, have called „n 
themselves a curse. which as Samt Jer- 
ome says, "rests on them to this vcry 
day. for the Hlood of the Lord is not 
taken from them." 

Tbe curse which the Jews invoked in 
the year 33 A.D.. and which descended 
on them with manifest linality in the 
year 70, had been prophesied I 500 
years before by Moses, who warned 
ihe Jews of what wpuld happen if they 
dared ever to turn aWay from Cod 
(Deuteronomy, (.hapter 2K):—"C.ursed 
shalt thou be in the city, cursed in the 
field.... Cursed shalt thou be cominx 
in, and cursed >;oin« out.... And mayst 
thou always suffer oppression. and be 
crusbed at all timès.... And thou shalt 
be lost. as a proverb and a byvvord to 
all people, amonjt whom the Lo'rd shall 
bring thee in.... The Lord shall scatter 
thee among all people. from the far- 
thest parts of the earth to the ends 

thereof-Neither shalt thou be t|uiet, 

even in those nations, nor shall there 
be any rest for the sole of thy fooi. 
For the Lord will give thee a fearful 
heart. and languishing eyes. and a soul 
consumed with pensiveness: and thy 
life shall be as it were hanging before 
thee." 

The bitter hatred flung at the Jews 
by all the world can be accounted for 
only in ternis of this divine judgment. 
The Jews' baseness arW sensyality and 
perpetua! intrigue, their insatiable am- 
Jsition, their open contempt for all 
standards of decency and order—all 
these malignities, these naturui rpa- 
sons for their being hated, spring from

Mipernatural fact that they are curJed 
T hat sutli hav heen the tejihing ot 
, f.atholic f.hurc h—openly, vigor- 
ously, jnd jliundjntly proclainied—is 
a circumvtdnce of vvhich the Jevv.d are 
keenly avvare. Mordecai Kapbm'- of 
the Jcvvish T heoIogic.il Seiiiin.ir^ in 
•New Vork. wrote recently. "It is utffor- 
tunjtely truc that in the t.hristijrf re- 
l'gious tradition ihe Jt w s jre assupied 
to be the acturscd of <iod. Thett is 
. no usc evading the factor prevaricaling 
about it. There is only one wav to 
deal with itj.i.t- niust cease to he a f,ut 
The judgme'tit' on the Jews musi| be 
expunged from Christian traditionJ' 
Audacious as this campaign is. how. 
ever. it is quite futilc. Iven if RJhbi 
Kaplan and his cohorts should he cptn- 
pletely successful in their undertak- 
ing—even if a ll referencev to the Jèws 
as "perfidious" and "rejected hy Ciòd" 
were to he stricken from parochial- 
school textbooks, from tbè writings of 
tbe saints and decrees of the popes, 
from the prayers of the Church, ànd 
from IHoly Scripture itsclf—the Jews 
would lind their lot still no hetter tjian 
it has been for the last nineteen Jen- 
curies. Fob the curse upon themi is 
a reality, divinely-imposed and irrevo- 
cable, whether anyone talks about it'or 
not. As Saint John Chrysostom |de- 
clares,"The Jews say it i s men w'ho 
have brought on their misfortunes; but 
in fact it is God who has brought 
theni about.” 

Though the Jews may hecome powèr- 
ful for a time in some particular coun- 
tries. as they once wcre in Moorish 
Spain, as they once were in modern 
Germany, as they now are in the United 
States, even then, in their hoursjof 
triumph. they will be always restlèss 
and fearful, knowing frotn deep exper- 
ience that at any moment the Genuìes 
among whom they live may rise up 
against them. j , 

The Jews have fixed their courie. 
Till the end they sball remain a spcc- 
tacte before all the world of a wick'ed 
«nd unrepentant people—a people vvho 
have called on their heads the abidibg 
wrath of God.

By now, there is no householtl in 
all the forty-eÌKht staies sshich is not 
ahundantly aware of the fact that the 
new Lord Mayor of Oublin, Ireland, is 
a )ew. The Jewish-controlled public 
press of America has out-done itself 
in presenting every detail of the un- 
likely story of Robert Brisioe — fighter 
fnr Ireland's freedom, imimate friend 
of de Valera, long-time representative 
.■■f ihe Irish people in their parliament. 

And for the ''little'' )ew s of America, 
lest they he tempted to take too 
seriously this fiction of a patriotic Jew, 
there has been equal coverage in the 
strictly-Jewish publications. A typical 
account may be found in the X.itioi/.il 
Jtu-i\h M nnthìy, current issue. Kobert 
Bnscoe is therein revealed to be unt 
of the founders ot the Duhlin Lodgc 
of B’nai B'rith and an "acti'c sup- 
porier" of the infamous /rgrrw. 

This is all the tip-off an American 
Jew nceds. Koberi Briscoe has in no 
sense abandoned the objectives of his 
own Wimf hy becoming ihe Mayor of 
Dublin.

For what is 
troubling Dubfin’s Catholic conscieoce 
rtght now is the bare, incontestable 
information ‘tjiat tbe city's chief magis- 
trate is a Jew, who will not make 
tbe Sign of the Ooss, who will 
not say tbe Our Father or the Hail 
Mary, who denies that the liver-Blessed 
Virgin is the Mother of God, and 
wty) thinks.that the adorable Jesus pre- 
scnt in all the Catholic tabernades of 
Dublin is not the Messias promised by 
God, but is rather a brazen impostor. 

II — Barney's Career 

As every man knows. the one part of 
a newspaper where shots of Jewish pro- 
files seldom appear is the sports sec- 
tion. Somehow, whcn it comes to 
walloping a baseball. or plunging 
through tackle, or even paddling a 
tennis batl over a net. Jews exhibit 
a remarkable lack oi ability. (,onse- 
cjuently. that supreme adulation which 
Americans bestow on good athletes— 
the unqualified American Heroes — has 
thus far heen reserved for Gentiles. 

I he only game crowdcd with Jewish 
players is basketball. But this is a 
spccial case. In his book hireu'el/ to 
\finrt. former sportswriter Paul Gallico 
accounts for it as follows: "1 he reason. 
I suvpect. that it (haskethall) appeals to 
the llebrew with his Oriental baik- 
ground is that the game places a pre- 
mitim on an alert. scheming mind and 
tlashy trickiness. artlul dodging, aml 
generat smart-aleckness." 

’ Inusmuch as the American public bas 
never found such tr.iits particularly en- 
























dearing, the fact that Iots of Jc-ws 
pUy baskethall does not affect the rule: 
Jews do not become Heroes. 

Once, however, there was a Jew who 
almost broke the rule. He wus a 
boxer, and he almost became a Hero. 

His name was Harney Koss, and at 
one tiine (I935-I93K) he held the wcl- 
terweight boxin>; chainpionship of the 
world. Now, boxing is a sport whose 
top men are, or were. freely idoli/ed. 
Yet, for some reason, the public re- 
strained itself with iiarney. I’erhaps 
they were bothered by the still-vivid 
memories of another star Jewish boxer, 
Max Baer — Maxie the t.lown — who, 
havinK sampled the ri«ht hand of a 
young aspirant ivamied Joe I.ouis, ab- 
ruptly terminaled his clownin>: and his 
career by 5 cjuat(in>£. inxloriously on the 
canvas whde the refocee cou.nted ten. 

And so, ìlarney Ktìin wrin his cham- 
pionship titie. hejd it Sai three years, 
and finally liJst it, wnhour once havinj; 
the public really warm up to him. 
Ilut then, just when ii seemed he had 
lost ,iU hope of beCWinfnj: a llero, Har- 
nejr **«ct>nd chante. 

Whttn the hostilittes known as World 
War if còmmenced, liarney Koss dis- 
covered with dismay that he was at the 
awkward ajje which made a call from 
his local draft board imminent. lt 
would be unseemly for him to seek 
a "4-F” status; nor would the public 
be likely to countenance his trottinj; olT 
with the rest of the Jewish soldiers to 
language, or radar, or cooks and-bakers 
school. Unable to find a neutral cor- 
ner, Harney, in wild desperation, signed 
up wich the Marines. 

It was a fortunate movc. For, ihoujth 
he had to spend some miserahle days 
and nights crouched in a foxhole while 
bis Marine Division fought for (Juadal- 
canal, still, after the battle was over, 
Harney was sent backt home. He ar- 
rived to a fanfare of publicity. and in 
short order found himsclf presented 
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with a Silver Star for "heroism under 
fire,” invited to the White llousc for a 
personal cit§©^^È^om thc President, 
awarded a pSrj^jjìj^ai boxing's Man of 
the Year, at bant|uets and 

celebrations the country—arid, 

to top it all, promised a medical dis- 
charge as soon as chings would quiei 
down a little. 

At last, llarney was a llero And imt 
just a Sports llcru, but tbat most e\ 
alted of all American specimens, .1 
War Hero. Ile was one iew who ba«l 
finally made good — that is, 111 the 
newspapers. 

Hut for somc reason Ameriians 
weren't helieving all tbt\ read in the 
papcrs that year, and thc high-pnwercd 
campaign to prtsent the nation with 
a glorified Jew slowly ground to a 
stop. The cause of this failure we 
don't know. Maybe too many ot ihe 
Marines who had fought on (oiadal- 
canal had becn writing Ittters home. 
tclling on Harney. \\ c do kiww that 
when he came to lioston m ibe early 
summer of 1943, shortly aftei his re 
turn to the States, ht was hooied and 
hissed out of town hy a large and 
cloquent delegation of se-rsjcemen, in- 
cluding several hund^ldè ÌSfàrines from 
the barracks in Cheff^ki 

After a few haplesv: tfiivhjhs touring 
the tountry, Harney Koss disappearcil 
from puhlic view. llc was not heard 
from again until I9-1<<, when he was 
admitted to the government hospital 
at Lexington, Kentucky. For Harney 
had hecome a drug addict, and was in 
need of extended medical treatment. 

The last chapter in the saga of 
the Jew who almost heeainc a ilero 
appeared in the Sew Ynrt ’l'imes of 
March 31, 194H. from the 

ho.spital, Koss had r .'ÌàtssK lor a pass- 
port that he might g-' ' destinc and 

fight in the Jewish stwyHvhich svas 
then terrori/ing the countryside in its 
efforts to estahlish a Jewish state. 
W hen our State Department refused his 
requesc, Harney announced that al- 
though he didn't u.mt to lusc his U.S. 
citizenship, still, hc was going to l’al- 
estine anyway, hecause, he said, he was 
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(lett'rinined "to he * private in it>. 
army. 

lor the c.irtcr ol sin.li jn unlikc.. 
.Jfew, it ina.lc a likcly tìnale.

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ANOTHER CHALLENGE

jrbt }*oint is against rhe Jews. Il 
.ajjainst the Masons. lt is àgainst 
i?*h»£aith.

Occasionally someone objects to this 
1‘oint procedure. How do we know, 
snips our critic, that the Church hasn’t 
tnodernized her ideas since tbe time of 
the saints and popes whom we quote 
Sn ’òiir favor? Or, àt leàst, bow do 
we know she won’t? 

Last month, our objector got bis 
answer. It was in the form of a 
news bulletin from Kome, announcing 
thai t.atholics can soon expect to bave 
a uew saint; for tbe cause has been 
introduced and the first steps success- 
fully completed in tbe canonization 
of Giovanni-Maria Mastai-Ferretti, His 
Holiness, Pope Pius IX. 

For tbose with eyes to see, this 
announcement is clear and cogent evi- 
dence that the Catholic Church, when 
she acts ofiicially, is most emphatically 
not "modernizing ber ideas,” regarding ^ 
either berself, ber mission, or ber 
enemies. 

Pope Pius IX* who shepherded the 
Church through shirty-two embattled 
years—next to Sitìn'! Peter’s, the long- 
est pontificate in history—was hated 
by the Jews and Masons during his 
lilvtime and has been remembered by 
then) ever smce. He was their enemy, • 
deliberately and implàcàbly; and so 
abidingly forceful were his' utterances 
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against thrm. su dccisive his actions.

For Pius IX sets Juwn 
thu ahuve propositiuns in-lus tamous 
V| lluhus r,f \lo ,/errt I rrnr- l Sii l ì, and 
llatly condemns a I toiir of them as 
ilagrant and untenal n heresy! 

Agams'. I'reemasonrv. rife in nine- 
leenth-^enturv tur«ipe. Pius l\ ssaged 
an e«|iult> neree warfare Hc relerred 
to the ever-plutting, many-faced society 
as "that perverse sect, popularly ulled 
Masonic, which. hidilen at first in dark 
alleys. has hnally cuffls tsi jijjSst, to 
ruin religion and ètvil socìety. ’ 

And by way of eonfjrmtijg the Pope's 
tudgment against ihtcm, she Masons, 
led hy the vile. vicìoasSy aitti-Cstholic

\ews uf ihe Mort.iras' haptizcd hoy 
ultimatcly reachetl ihe Archbishop of 
Holofjna The sacred inte)snt\ of Hap- 
tism. antl the (Ihurch’s ohlixation to 
provitle for tbe (ihristian upbringinji 
of baptized children, lefr only tine 
course of action to the prelate. I ntlcr 
orders approved by the Holy Oiiice, 
Anna Morisi. protectcd hy l’apal 
guards, left her Jewish employer's 
house, and with her there went the 
baptized child, Kd>tar Mortara. 

The arrival of Fdgar in Rome, where 
he was to be raised as a ward 
of Pius IX, made hotly-protested news 
in every major city of Kurope and 
America. There were cries of "Medi- 
evalism!" "Inquisition!” "Popish Tyr* 
anny!" Immediately, mass meetings of 
protest were oruanized in England and 
the United States. The powerful alli- 
ance of German rabbis sent a formal 


pctiuon to Pms IX, clemamling the 
Mortara child's immedmtc relcase. ‘sir 
Moses Monietiore, the Kuthsj lulds' 
roving ambassador, rushed to tbè P-àfìal 
l’aiace ai Kome to deliver a pt;vopal 
proiest 10 the Pope.

Actually. the end did not cotne until 
l‘Ht>. In March of that year, a white- 
haired Augustinian pnest died at Liege 
in Helgium. He was nearly ninety years 
old and all during his priestly life 
he had heen known as Fatber Pius, 
O.S.A., a name which he bad taken 
■ n hnnur of his heloved guardian, Pope 
Pius IX. There were few who took 
notice uf lather Pius' dcath, and 
fewer who realized that he was the 
sanie I dgar Mortara who close to a 
century hefore had so electrified the 
world. 

( ut off from tbe cursed hlood of 
the Jews, fed upon the Precious Btood 
of the Altar, Father Pius Mortara, we 
have good reason to hope, is even 
now, in the Beatific Viston, a bappy 
symbol of the sacredneas of Holy Bap- 
tism, a witncss to tbe coaragcoua faith 
of a boly Holy Father. 



















Summary 

Tbroughout tbe beat of tbe Mortara 
controversy, the oSicial position of 
Pope Pius IX was entrusted, for de- 
fense and exposition, to the Jesuit fa- 
tbers of the magazine Cjvilta Cattolica. 
Pius IX had himself established these 
priests in their speciat status as a 
papal "college of writers, constituted 
in perpetuity." And they became bis 
most insistent and outspoken cham- < 
pions. 

It -'as onty a few years after 
Pius IX’s deatb that Civilta Cattoìica 
publisbed a series of tbree articles 
which attemptcd to isolatc utd idcntify 
those forces wbicb had so besct Catb- 
olic Europe in the wake of thc 
French Revolution; which had warred 
inccssantly againsc the Pope; and 
which had gaired the enormous tn- 
umph of seeing Pius IX end his 
days as a prisoner in the Vaticao. 
dispossessed of the ancieot tetaporal 
domains of tbe papacy. 

This series of Civilta Cattoiica ar- 
ticlcs, dated October, Novemher. and 
Occcmber, 1890, ia enntled " I he 
Jewish Question in Europc." l'he mag- 
azine’s summary staicment, faithfully 
reflecting tbe mature and saintly judg- 
ment of Pope Pius IX. is reprinicd 
below. It is the Church’s tradiiional 
position, and, tberefore, as our readers 
will recognize, Tbe Point's. 

"In order that ibe Christian naiions 
may be delivered from the yoke of 
Judaism and Frecmasonry, which is 
daily growing morc oppressive, thc 
only way open to them is to go 
back along the rosd they have ira»- 
crsed, to ibc point where they look 
ihe wrong turning.

ity of civtj rights wtt'h Chriatians, 
granted sn Christiao states, bas 

had ftir efftcr the opprrasion of f.hris- 
tians by (h«( 0 , it follows ss a tsecessary 
consequence that the only way to safe- 
guard the rights of Cbristians, wbcre 
ihe Jews are permiited to dwell, is to 
regulate their sojourn by laws juch that 
it will be itnpossible for them to 
njure Christians. 

"This is what has hcen done in 
ihe past. This is what the Jews 
have becn sceking to undo for the 
ait hundred yrars. Ihis is wbat will 
have to be done over again, sooner

Or have thev made a re-evalu- 
ation of the C.hurch’s history and 
decided' fhat she is not really so 
biack as they once painted her? 

Nò, the reason is none of thesc. 
It t> simply that. along wiih their 
other schemes for wrecking the 
Church, tfae je.ws are presently trying 
to see li they mvgbt not stille 
her tvtth àffection. They are well aware 
that suhratssion to Jewish attentions 
has a marvelously enfeebling effect 
upori Catholics. It makes them grow 
lany;utd and doctrinally dissolute. It 
makes them lose all resemblance to 
ih>>-e »>nle Catholtcs of htstory wbo 
h.rgtd t hristian culture 3nd preserved 
thc Christtan Farfb. It makès them, in 
sutnmary-, wiUiog and ai>ie participants 
m the activities of lnterfaith — whicb, 
for a Catholic, is the tìnal gesture 
of surrender to tbe Jewish embrace. 

And herein the Jews exhibit a wili- 
ness that marks them as true chiidren 
of iheir father, who was, after ail, 
an angel of ligbt. For when they 
devised the cult of Interfaith, for the 
purpose of subverting the Church, the 
Jews dtd nut set as tts gocl tbe 
condemnatioo of Taimud-burniog or 
ghetto-building or other such apparent 
vexations of the Catholic past. Instesd, 
tbey levefcd tbeir. guns at a seemingly 
barinless, seemingly irrelevant prin- 
ciple of theology. Yet this priociplè 
is the bed-rock upon which the en- 
tire structure of the Faith is laid: the 
dogma that the Church is the one 
divinely-establisbed way leading to 
eternal life. 

Any participation in Interfaitb ia- 
volves a tacit but clear denial of 
this belief in tbe Church’s singularity. 
It involves che assumpcion thac there 







































exists a supreme, transcendent "Reli- 
gion" with tbree aspects, Catholicism, 
Protestantijm, and Judaism, which are 
all three on a par, both naturally 
aod supernaturally. Rabbi Mordeca: 
Raplan, as dean of New York's Jcwish 
Theological Seminary, states the Jew- 
ish position with gratifying forthright- 
ness. The very first obstacle in the 
way of "intergroup goodwill," says the 
Kabbi, is the mistakeri belief that, 
"There can be only one true method 
of salvation for all human beings, 
regardless of their group affiliations." 
Driting this poirtt home. h.iplan then 
conttnues, "As the United Nations 
should call for rhe surrender of abso- 
luteness in nafional sovereignty, yo 
should the W'orld Parliament of Keft- 
gions call for the renurictation by 
every religiour communton of any 
claim to exclusive possession of sal- 
vation.” 

The followiog resume of Churcb 
teaching will indicate just how 
thoroughly Catholics are cotnmttted to 
this doctrine of one-way-«o-heaven, 
which Jewish Interfaitb is- so deter- 
mined to destroy.

F'or the Catholic laity, the Church’s 


"claim to exclusive possession of sal- 
vation” is the dugmatic underpinning 
of countlesv everydav ohservances. It 
is taus that Catholics are so strictly 
forf idden to attend non-Catholic re- 
ligious services, to join and encourage 
any of the I reemasonic organizations, 
to read the proscribed works of non- 
Catholic wrtters. to marry someone 
whi' is not a member of tne Church. 
And, to eiafvotste one such point. it 
is thus fbat a Cajtholic parent must 
kcep his chiid «wav from the non- 
( athol'ic school, for. as Pope Pius \I 
decreetl in hir tmyclical letter on the 
( hriv.t ar! ' i.’uiafioti nl Vuiith "\X e re- 
nc'v and conurrn these declarations, 
as well ar. the Sacred (.anons in 
which the fret|ucnting of non-Catholic 
schools. whether neutrai or mixed, 
those namely whicn are open to 
Catholics and non-Catholics alike, 
is jnritidiìrn fnr i jlhnhc children. and 
can he at most tolera'ed, on the 
app'oval of the O'din -ry alone, under 
dittrmined vircumstances of place and 
time. and with spe.ial precautions." 

I he (.atholicallv-schooled Catholic 
chitd is given a firm toundation in 
ihe unique necessity and singuUrity of 
his 1 aith. He learns, lor example, that 
siipieme lesson ahout Christian Bap- 
tnn-r: even the heipless. r.ew-born child 
ot a devout Catnoiic motber wiH 
never see God in Heaven, if he 
dies unbipti7«d. V. itb this norm of 
Divine justice in inò.d. the Catholic 
child fs hardlv taken aback when he 
!iir' Irt'ni ihat a Coovert to the 
Catho'.c i aiih, upon heing received 
into the Church, makes tbe following 
' Af .uration of Heresy," (Knglish text 
froi i The Priest’s Rilual). 

"I.-, having before me the 

holy Gospeis which I touch with my 
hand, and knowing that no one can 
be saved without that Faith which 
tbe Floly, Catholic, Apostolic Roman 
Church holds, believes and teaches, 
against which I giieve tbat 1 have 
greatly erred. inasmuch as 1 have beld 
and believed doctrines opposed to her 
tcaching, 1, now, witb sorrow and con- 
tricion for my past errors, profe#a«hat 





















I believe the Holy, Catbolic, Apojtolic 
Koman Cburcb to be the ooly anil 
irue Cburcb established on eartb by 
Jesus Christ, to which I submit myself 
witb my wbole soul. I belìeve all 
the articles of Faith that she proposes 
to my belief and I reject and 
condemn all tbat she rejects and con- 
demns, and I am ready to observe 
all tbat sbe commands me. And I 
make tbe following profession ot 
Faith.” 

The express objects of Catholic be- 
Iief follow, and then the convert con- 
cludes: 

"With a sincere heart, therefore, anti 
with unfeigned faith, 1 Uctesi and 
abjure every error, heresy, and sec. 
opposed to the said Holy, Catholic, 
and Apostolic Roman Church. So help 
me God, and these Holy Gospels, 
wbich I touch with my hand.” 

These examples of the Church’s 
"exclusive" mission in the world might 
be multiplied for pages, but perhaps 
no further pronouncement could be 
quite as pertinent as the words of 
Pope Pius VII when he deplored the 
presence in Catbolic Countries of prop- 
agandists who were bent on destroying 
the Faith of Catholics: "By the fact 
that freedom of all forms of worship 
is proclaimed, truth is confused with 
error, and the Holy and Immaculate 
Spouse of Christ, outside of which 
there is no salvation, is placed on 
the same level as hereiicat sects and 
even as Jewish perfidy!” 

Ibis is the Church's answer to the 
Jewish proposal of Iriterfaith: 1 ruth 
cannot share the platform with crrnr, 
God's one Faith must not be piaced 
on a level with the devisings of 
men. It was precisely this message 
which the Vatican last year transmitted 
to the Bishops of England, ordering 
all Cajholics to withdraw intmediately 
from the Council of Christians and 
Jews, England's number one Interfaith 
organization. 

The prompt and publicized resigna- 
tion of His Eminence, Cardinal Griftìn, 
so lately deceased, was a great comfort 
to those in Rome who had condemned 


the Interfaith nrovement "on the 
ground that it was jreaching a docirine 
unacceptahle to C.athobcs: thui ali 
reiigions are equa ."

1 he great ideal of Judaism is 
not tbat Jcws shall he allowed to 
flock together one day in some hoìe- 
in-the-Corner fashion. for, if not tribal, 
at any rate stparatisl objects. but that 
the whole world shall be imbued with 
Jewish teachings, and that in a univei-

Indeed, it is not 
unfair to say the kibbutz hates almost 
everybody, since it views almost every- 
body as an oppooent. Outside of Is- 
rael, all the 'bourgeois’ countries are 
kated, and only the Soviet CJnion and 
'People's Oemocracies’ are 'loved.’ 

"As for msrnage, they believed— 
snd still believe—that a union between 
a man and woman was their own aifair, 
to bc entered into on the hasis 
of love and to be broken at the 
termination of love; neitber the union 
nor the separation were to require the 
parmission or the sanction of the com- 
munity. Today, for eaample, if a coupie 
wisbes to marry, tbe partnera mer*K 
aak for a joint room; if they wtsh 
a divorce, they return to separate 


the fulfilled expectation of the Jews 
of ihe Old Law, and che ierdictment of 
the deicide Jews of todsy: 

"ttebold, O Israel, your king.. .Btow 
ye the trumpet io Zion, for the day 
of the Lord is nigb. . .Tt is the 
birub of the Christ, O Jerusalem. , . 
Thi; Saviour of the world will be our 
K.ing. . . He shall sit upon the throne 
of David His father.” 

These are the tidings of great joy 
which plague the Jews ss Sorely this 
December as they did more than nine- 
teen hundred years ago. .AJnd among 
thete ndings there is "foìr th* jews 
m> mure hateful informattop tbsn thè 
exultant shouts that the Baby of Bethle-,, 
hera is the true Son uf lòivìd, in- 
heriting a royal citle. from ttis foster " 
father. Saint Jùseph, <nd royal hlood 
froim Hii Spotless Mòther, the Virgin 
Mary. It was preosely to attack this

Eacb year when the Church uim- 
meroorates tbe arrival of tbe Magi at 
Bethiehem, on the Feast of the Epipji- 
any, our priests are rcquired to tead, 
as an rategral pSrt o/ their Hrenary 
prayers, the folldSving bomily bv Pope 
Saiot Gregory the Great: 

"All tbings which He bad roade, 
bore witness that their Maker was 
come. . . And yet, up to thn very 
hour, the hearts of tbe unbelieving 
Jews will not scknowiedge that He, to 
Whom all nature gave testimony, is 
their God. Being more hsrdened than 
the rocks, the Jews refuse to he rent 
by repentsace." 

This is but one instance of what the 
Jews would term the "anti-Semiitsm" 
of the Church's Advent and t.nnstros* 
Season liturgy. With the possibie ex 
cepcion of Holy Week ip Lent, there 
is no period in the whote licurgi- 
cat yesr wbich more emphasizes the 
bridgeless chasm separating Chnstian 
fsith and Jewish infidelity. 

From Adveot througb the tpiphany 
Octave, thc texts of tbe M«ss and 
tbe Divinc Ofifice resound repeatedly 
with that theme wfaich is at once

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WHEN EVERYONE WAS CATHOLIC 


Courage Of The Fa'ith In The 
Thirteenth Century 

For five full years now, The Point 
has considered its mosi urgent work to 
be that of aierting Catholics to the 
dangers which threaten their Faith. 
Our monthly articles have thus been, 
purposefully, more "anti” than "pro." 
And it was in the midst of ex^osing 
the workings of what we mignt call 
the "accepted" enemies of American 
Catholics—the pope-hating, ,birth*con- 
trolling, lodge-going heretics—that we 
made a discovery. Our readers were 
quite prepared to learn that Mrs. Eddy’s 
Christian Scientists and Billy Chan- 
ning's L'niiarians were il.l-disposed 
toward those of Roraish persuasion. 
But the information that the Jews were 
also, and more so, enemies of the 
Faith, left many a bit sceptical. 

W'e have therefore spent several 
months in discussions of the Jewish 
threat to the Church, which even our 
most cautious readers now recognize 
as infinitcly more deep*rooted and far- 
reaching than anythmg which Ameri- 
1 can Protestantism could contrive. 
‘ Looking . ahead to future issues, we 
bate ope regret: A C.atholic under- 
standing of tfce entire Jewish prohlem 
' presupposes a familiarity with the 
, Church’s traditional position on the 
1 jewish people, and her repeated legis- 
lationv in their regard. Our readers 
are still hary about this all-important 
matter. and.so . . .. 


There is no fairer way of deter- 
mining the Church’s olficial attitudr 
toward that people whora Saint Paul 
calls thc "adversaries of all men," than 


to study what the teaching body of 
the Church has had to say about 
Jews when it was most free to speak. 
In short: In the days when the Cath- 
olic Church was on top, where were 
the Jews to he found? 

Now the most scruputous historian 
would have to agree that the Church 
was never more exalted as a world 
infiuence than it was in the thirteenth 
century. During all the twelve hun- 
dreds, from the reign of Pope Inno- 
unt III to the pontifìcate of Boni- 
face VIII, the Catholic Church was 
spectacularly and indisputably "on 
top”! 

I he thirteenth was a century of 
holiness. lt was tbe age of Saint Eliza» 
i>eth of llungary, Saint Louis of France, 
''aint Ferdinand of Castile, Saint Ed- 
inund of Canterbury, Saint Simon 
Mock, Saint Peter Nolasco, Saint Ray- 
mond of Penafort. Saint Thomas of 
Hereford. Saint Hugh of Lincoln, Saint 
tiertrude the Great, Saint Mecbtilde, 
and Saint Philip Benizi. It was the 
glorious age of Saint Clare, Saint 
1 r.tncis, and Saint Dominic, and it saw 
them establish the religious orders 
»»hich today bear their names: the 
l'uor Clares, the ITahcis'iCans, and the 
I fominicans. It heard tfse teaching of 
four of the Church’s twetjty-nine hril- 
liant Doctors: Saint Àrsthony of Padua, 
»»aint Bonavènture, Saint Tbomas Aqui- 
n.is, and Saint Albertus Magnus. It 
wnnessed the spread of the Cbristian 
uuilds. and the rise of the C.othic 
i nhedrals. It was the century when 
< • r Blessed Lady’s Rosary was first 
n . ited, and her Brown Scapular first 
,» rn. It gave onr liturgy the Stabat 
U./ter, the Ities Irae, and the entire 
t )lfice and .Masv t»f (Jorpus Christi, 
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including the benediction byrr.n, 
Tanlum lìrgo Sacramentum. Thtse C«ea- 
eral Councils of the Church were held 
during the thirteenth century, nt one 
of whicb cardinals were for the first 
time given their familiar insignia, the 
red hat. It was the century of thc 
fìnal Crusade, of tbe first Inquisttion, 
of England's Magna Carta, and Nfarco 
Polo's explorations. And in all this 
activity of the faithful, there was everv- 
where the matcrnal hand of the ( hureh, 
guarding, reproving. encouraging, and 
guiding. 

\X'ith all of Christendom thus or- 
dered and disposed toward a fu 11 Chris- 
tian life, the (.hurch had the time. 
and thc ret ognized authority, to looh 
bevond its llock to the unhaptiaed Jews. 
The result was a detailed program 
governing the presente of Jews in all 
the Cathol i nations of Europe. Below. 
we have pied together a\|uick chron- 
ology of the development of this 
program. 


()n Ji: v IV 12(*S, Pope Innocent III 
wmte a letter to the hierarchy of 
Eran e t<> remmd them that the Cruci- 
fter* of (.hrist ought to be held 
in contmtul subjection. And if the 
lews ol l'rjnce would not accept this 
rightl il >tate — if they would not abide 
by the regulations ilriwn up for them 
by the lloly See — then. the Pope in- 
structe J his bishops, "We give you our 
author tv to forbid any ( hristian in 
the dbt' ct from entering mto com 
mercia clations with tliem, under 
p nn <i < vcommunication." 

1 hrce years later, in a letter t. 
th< Cfu.it of Nevers, this same Hob 
I .i'her s< t forth Catholic teaching even 
more i'l inly: "The Jt-ws, against whon 
the b i nl of Jesus (ihrist calls oui 
alihoi g i thev shoubl not be killed. lesi 
( tiris'i.i i people forget the Oivine Law, 
y< t as w.inderers ought thev t<> remain

upon the earth, until tbeir countenance 
be filled with jhamr." 

Spurred by the Pope’s words and.ex- 
smple, a council of French bishòps, 
meeiing at Avignon in I20V. enacted a 
severe code of anti-Jewish restrivtyons. 
And in 1212. another counctl, at Qifjs,, , 
added t<> thewr measures by lorbidding 
anv Christian mid.wtfe from assisting 
at the hirth <>f a fywiih child. 

In 1 2 I 5 Pope Inoocent III convoked 
a general ciuincit ol all the bivbops 
ol Chrntendom, the decrees of which 
would be ratified by him personally 
and be bindmg on the whole Catholic 
world. Canon (>M <>t this assembly, 
known as the Fourth Lateran Council. 
prescribes that "Jews of either sex. in 
every Christian province. and at a11 
times, be distinguished in public from 
other people by a diHTerence of dress." 
And Canon 69. declares, "It is most 
absurd that a blasphemer of ( hrist 
should exercise power over (.hris- 
tians...and we renew the ilecree for- 
hidding that the Jews be given public 
oflices.” 

Pope Ilonorius III, who succeeded 
Innocent III in 1216, got his pontifi- 
cateofT to a decisive start by orilering 
fhat the Ciew synagogue huilt by tbe 
Jcws in Komè should he iinmediately 
demolisheil. 

In 12 19 papal authorities rulcd that 
any Jew buying a house from a (.hris- 
tian must pay property taxes to the 
Church. The snmc year, the Arch- 
bishop of Toledo in Spain established 
an annual trihute to bè paid by every 
adult lew in his djocese'. 

The year 1222 saw theTnglish Coun- 
cil <>f (Jxford.impo.ving general stric- 
tures on thg Jews and thè (iolden Hull 
of Hungiry fòrhiddfng jhem to hold 
ptiblic Office. .The firsf quarter-century 
was rounded. ofT by the Council of 
Paris, wh'icK Ordajoed in 1 22 ( ihat 
Christians ' must ■ not ' be empoved in 
Jewish h<iuseh(>J«Ls. - ;

12 28 the newly-elected Pope 
òttRery IX decreed that all Crusaders 
iollebfed to Jews wcre to be free 
ffoah pàying i^ptewst. And in Decem- 
Wr nf 1 ’l^ing Louis IX (Saint 
'* l.'dtiis) of France deelared that .Jews 
'. couui not make legal contracts nor 
leaye tbe estates of their lords. 

ln 1233 Pope Gregory wrote to the 
bierarchy'of Germany: "Ungrateful for 
favjjrs- and forgetful of benefits, the 
JewS return insult for kindness and 
impious contempt for goodness ... 
they who ought to know the yoke of 
perpetual ensiavement because of.their 
guilt." The Pope wrote, also tp.Saiht 
Ferdinand, K.ing of CastiSe, cbarging 
him to see "that the perftdious Jew* 
never in the future grOw insolent, hut 
that in servile fear they sball ever 
publicly suffer the shame of their sin'.” 

The year 1240 roarlcs the bsginntng 
of open war on the Jewish Talmud. 
In early Lent of that year, Pope 
Gregory IX instcueted Saint Louis.and 
Saint l'erdinand that whiie the Jews òf 
ITance and Castile were at their 
synagogues, their homes should be 
searched and copies ùf the Talmud 
confiscated. Saint Louis followed this 
search by ordering, in June of 1242, 
Furope’s first offtcial public burning 
of the Jewish hook. 

In 1244 Pope Innocent IV, contin- 
uing Gregory IX’s tradition, issued 
che famous "Impia Gens.” In -rt he 
assailed the Talmud as "containing 
every kind of vileness and hlasphemv 
against Christian truth.” and ordercd 
the hook seized wherever it might he 
found, and destroyed. Accordtngly,. 
Saint Louis heUl another Talmucbburh- 
ing at Paris in 1244, and still another 
in 1248. >£ J.- - .. 

Meanwhile, in distant Duhlin .'ttjavc . 
had been passetl in J-ÌWWs prohtbÌtinjc= 
the selling of any Irìsh ìaftd td'JèwU - 



convened the General Council of Lyons 
in 1243, which reaffirmed all the 
Church’s anti-Jewish enactments. The 
following year, a local council of 
French bishops, meeting at Beziers, 
forbade Jews to practice medicine. 

Shortly after the Council of Lyons 
closed, Archbishop Philip of Savoy 
demanded that the Jews get out of this :'A’ - 
city entirely. Thereafter no Jew lived 
in Lyons for a century, and any who 
passed througb bad to pay a toll, 
the same as was paid for cattle, both 
entering tbe city and leaving it. 


Apparently hoping that they would 
be more fortunate in the second balf- 
century than they had been in the 
ftrst, the Jews petitioned Pope Inno- 
cent IV, in April of 1250, to iet 
them build a new s ynagOgue at Cor- 
<lova, Spain. The petition was refused. 

In December of 1254, Saint Louis of 
France, with the blessing of the Holy 
.see. expelled all Jews from his king- 
dom. Seven years later they were ban- 
ished from Brabant, in Germany, and 
the year aftf r tbat, from Treves. 

The year 1263 saw a public burning 
of the Talmud at Barcelona, Spain. 
And in 1265, Pope Clement IV or- 
derèd death for any Jew in the Pa- 
pal States foun d with a Talmud in 
his hotise. •

- who had seduceil-jiatholics from the 










Faith. The city of London waS àroused 
in 1271 to prohibit Jews from acquir- 
ing any more property there.. And in 
1274 occurred the deatb of tbe great 
Saint T&iteelf.JÌ Aquinas. who in his 
"De Rag.^&!S*f >udaèorum" told Chris- 
tian rulèss? *j|tews, in consequence of 
their sid, irè-or were destined to 
perpetual slavery; so that sovereigns 
of states may treat their goods as 
theirown property; with the sole pro- 
viso that they do not deprive them 
of all that is necessary to sustain life." 


The year 1275 opened with the Jews 
being expelled from Marlborough, 
Gloucester, Worcester, and Cambridge, 
in Fngland, and,in 1 276, from havaria. 

In August of 1278, Pope N'icholaslll 
directed the Jews of Lombardy to at- 
tend weekly sermons given for them 
by Dominican preachers. The Pope 
further stated that Jews "who through 
fear, though not absolutely coerced, 
had received Baptism and had returned 
to their Jewisb blindness, should be 
banded over to the secular power.” 

The Council of Ofen, held in Hun-- 
gary in 1279 and presided over by 
a papal legate, decreed that any Chris- 
tian responsible for putting a Jew in 
public oflice was to be excommuni- 
cated. 

In 1280 England adopted Lombardy's 
practice by obliging all Jews.io the 
kingdom to attend weekly sejrnv»tis. 
This same year King Alphonso jC ’Of■* 
Leon and Castile imprisoned |iis en 
tire Jewish population until jt had 
paid a special levy, plus an adtjitional 
fine for each day of detay. 'i 

Archbishop Peckham of London 4 « 
city growing acutely uncomfortable for 
the Jews. gave orders in 1281 that 
all the synagogues in his diocesc niust 
be closed. And the same year, king 
Pedro of Aragon decreed that no Jew' 
could hold a position that would give 
him jurisdictton, power, or authoritv - 
over Cihristians. 

ln November of 1286, Pope Hono 
rius IV wrote to the Fnglish Archbis- 
hops of C.anterbury and York, calling 


the Talmud "that damnable book" and 
urging them "vehemently to see that it 
be not read by anyone, since all evils- 
flow from it." A few months later, 
in May of 1287, K.ing Edward I 
had the Jews of England throvvn into 
prison. And finally, on November 1, 
1290, Edward ordered all Jews to be 
deported from the coùntry—to which 
they were not allowed to return till 
the time of the Protestant Cromwell, 
almost four centuries later. 

’ Two events mark the final year of 
the thirteenth century; On June 11, 
Pope Honiface V111 issued his bull 
"Exhibita Nobis," ordaining that Jews 
could be denounced to the Inquisition 
without the oame of the accuser being 
revealed, so as tty protect Christians 
against Jewish reprisals. And to brjng 
the century.to^ blaziftg conclusion, the 
city of Paris held. iiì 1299. one more 
public burning of tfie Jewish Talmud. 


Some monrhs ago, the American Jew- 
ish CJommittee's magazine. C .omrnentary, 
carried an article which gave details 
of the anti-Jewishness of the^ Cburch 
in France during the Middlè? Ages. 
One of the items which most annoyed 
the A.J.C. spokesm tn was an inscrip- 
tion placed over the gate tif the C.eme- 
tery of the lloly In tocents m Paris. 

In bold letters it rejd, "Heware of a

Thc city of Boston is not planning 
a Saint Patrick’s Day l’aratle for 
March 17, this year. Thc reason is 
not inerely that the <lay is a Sunday. 
It seems there is a Jew heatletl for 
Boston who Cannot conveniently get 
here until the <lay after Saint Patrick’s 
Day, an<l this has been proposetl hy 
ccrtain Boston Jews as a line reason 
for delaymg the March 17 festivities. 
Some highly-placeti Hihernians have 
been fountl to agree. Thus, the Cath- 
olics of Boston have been instructed 
to ■ holtl off on their tributes to 
Saint Patrick until said anticipated Jcw 
arrives to witness the procecdings. 

The advent of this visitor was dis- 
closcd on the front page of thc Bos- 
ton Herald: "The Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lìn, Kobert Briscoe, will arrive in 
Boston March 18, be welcomed by a 
band of Irish pipers antl be seen 
by all of South Boston which postponed 
its annual Saint Patrick’s Day paradc 
one day so hc could be in it.’’ 

Tothose angry. but less highly-placed 
Hibernians who have protested to us 
that the guilt for this whole affair 
lies with the lrish in Ireland for 
having set up a Jewish Mayor in 
the lirst place, wc offer the following 
cotisiderations. 

Ireland has little notion of that gen- 
eral world distress which we label thc 
"Jewish problem.” The earliest au- 
Ijbentic record of Hebrew proximity to 
Hibernia is dated one thousand ycars 
àfter the Crucifixion. An ancient log 
recounts tbat in the year 107V A D., 
’Tive Jews came over the sea bearing 
gifts to Fairdelbach (Hua Brian) and 
were sent back ovcr the sea.” The 
Gaelic restraint of this narrative only 
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h«5ghtèa* àts «'5.o<ji!CO;ce. Aod we are 
i:hvs qtsite- pifhparèd to learn that a 
coupie of centuries later, in 1290, it- 
became a universal law in Ireiand that' 
no Jew should ever be allowed within 
the borders. This law was tempered 
only at the subsequent insistence of 
Irish-dominating English Protestants— 
who even succeeded in the year 1846. 
in removing from the law books the 
ancient statute De Judahmo. In com- 
pliance with papal teaching, this law : 
required that any Jew who appeared in 
public in lreland must wear a distinc- 
tive dress to distinguisb him from the 
Christians. 

As late as 1880, however, there were’* 
less than 400 Jews in ali of Ireland..' 
Indeed, despite the relaxed regulations, 
the Jews today constitute but one tenth 
of one percent of the Irish population' 
(1954 Irish Catholic Directory). , 

The gtaring historical truth of the ; 
matter is that only lately have the 
lrish ever seen a Jew. And although , 
instructed by their Faith that the Jews ’ 
are a perfidious and deicide race, the i 
Irish have never had the lesson driven 
home for them the way the Poles 
and the French and the Italians and 
the Germans and the Spaniards have. 

Therefore, the"blame’’ for Briscoe’s 
current eclipsing of Saint Patrirk falls 
more heavily upon those, on this side 
of the Atlancic, who are exploiting for 
their own ends the spectacle of a 
Jewish Mayor running a Catholic city. 
These opportunists are, of course. our 
local Jews, and their purpose, accord- 
ing to our unanimous local press, is 
the emphasizing ofthe intrinsic unity 
of our Judaeo-Christian heritage.” 
Briscoe is apparently the best possible 
symbolthey could devise at the moment 
for perpetuating that most fantastic of 
twentieth century myths: the notion 
that Jew and Christian can be hyphen- 
ated, that Christianity and Judaism are 
common foundations of a common 
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culture, that they are two forms of 
a same belief. 

Since the press pictures of Mr. Bris- 
coe’s well-defined physiognomy are 
presently accompanied by much loose 
verbiage about how being a Christian 
and being a Jew are, after aII, really 
the same thing, The Point hopes to 
shed some light tbis month on wbat 
it chooses to call the "Judaeo-Chris- 
tian-hoax.” 


That we Catholics are somehow 
spiritually bound to Jews of the Old 
Testament is a reality none of us 
can miss. The God of Abraham is 
our God; the prayers of David are our 
prayers; the Faith of Moses is, in 
its fullness, our Faith. But it is 
not to the ancient Jews that advocates 
of Judaeo-Christianity would link us; 
it is to the Jews of today. And 
that switcb rnakes the joining im- 
possible. 

As surely as there is continuity be- 
tween Old Testament belief and our 
own, there is none between Old Testa- 
ment belief and modern Judaism. For 
the Messias whom the patriarchs and 
prophets awaited — whose promised 
birth was the core of their faith 
and of their hope — has come. And 
the Jews, as a people, have witnessed 
His coming. They have seen the Jew- 
; ish prophecies blazingly fulfilled. Yet 
• they havc, as a people, scorned the 
, Messias, and crticified Him, and called 
, down His Blood as a curse on 
> their race. That curse is the chasm 
; which divides Jews like Abraham from 
; Jews like Briscoe. 

, No one is more keenly aware that 
' there is a religious abyss separating 
' them from their ancestors than are 
i present-day Jews themselves. The 
American Jewish Committee, principal 
■ mouthpiece of U.S. Jewry, recently 
j published an article to point out "the 
; absurdity of regarding Judaism as 
^something that was frozen into an 
.unchangeable pattern some time before 
'the birth of Jesus.” Christians must 
realize, the argument continued, that 




they are "no longer dealing with a 
pre-Herodian people of Palestine 
whose enthusiasm could be enlisted 
for a scion of the Davidic dynasty 
or for an apocalyptic saviour 'coming 
with the clouds of heaven.’ ” 

And as the Judaism participating in 
Judaeo-Christianity differs from the 
Old Testament variety, so, the Jews 
feel, the "Christianity” should be un- 
like the New Testament sort. To pro- 
voke such an evolution is, indeed, their 
only purpose in coupling themselves 
to the religion of Christ. For Chris- 
tianity in its orthodox form — as.set 
forth in the New Testament, defined by 
the popes, and preached by the saints— 
is a thing which, above all other 
things, the Jews hate and contemn. 

Unfortunately, however, some Cath- 
olics are still unconvinced that this is 
the Jewish attitude. They join merrily 
in the babble about' "Judaeo-Christian 
principles” and assure you that the 
Jews have nothing but rcspect for the 
Christian Faitb. The following utter- 
ances, as typical as they are bold, 
should help to disabuse these naive 
ones of their notions. 

Prayer of Saint Patrick 

At Tara today I place between 
me and harm the virtues of the 
Birth of Christ with His Baptism; 
the virtue of His Crucifixion with 
His burial; the virtue of His Re- 
surrection with His Ascension; 
the virtue of the coming of the 
Kternal Judgment... 

Christ be with me, 

Christ before me, 

Christ after me, 

Cbrist in me, 

Christ under me, ••' 

Christ over me... 

May Christ be in the heart of 
each person to whom ì speafe, 
Christ in the mouth of each per- 
son who speaks to me, Christ irt 
each eye wbich sees me, Christ in 
each ear which hears me. 


"In sum, all anti-Semitism, either old 
,or new, roots in a philosophy of 
life, a scheme of salvation, whose soil 
is the emotion imparted by Christian 
theology.” (Rabbi Horace Kallen, in 
a book published by the American 
Association for Jewish Education) 

"It is unfortunately true that in the 
Christian religious tradition the Jews 
are assumed to be the accursed of 
God, There is no use evading the 
fact or prevaricating about it. There 
is only one way to deal with it; 
it must cease to be a fact. That 
judgment on the Jews must be ex- 
- punged from the Christian tradition.” 
(Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan, Dean of the 
Teachers Institute of the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary) 

"The Conference unanimously agreed 
on the necessity for a permanent or- 
ganization and on a proposal to re- 
‘vise Christian religious teaching, par- 
ticiilarly the story of the Crucifixion.” 
(The American Jewisb Yearhook, Vol. 50, 
reporting on the International Con- 
ference of Cbristians and Jews) 

"The Christ of Christianity must 
yield to Yeshua ben Yossef. The God 
must die and be re-risen as a 
man. That will be the true resurrec- 
, tion!” (Rabbi Joel Blau, writing in the 
B'nai B'rith Magazine) 

"The teachings of the New Testa- 
ment are in complete and profound 
conAict with what Judaism teaches... 
They are in complete and utter con- 
flict with what we teach, for we 
teach the oneness of God, whicb to 
our—and in accordance with our be- 
lief, excludes the existence of a Son of 
God.” (Rabbi Joachim Prinz, speak- 
••ing in a New Jersey courtroom, as 
recognized witness for the Jewish 
community — Tudor vs. Board of Ed- 
ucation) 

"The Synagogue will not conceal its 
Conviction that.. . Christianity presents 
in its traditional formulations but an 
intermediate step between paganism 
and the ultimate acceptance of Jew- 
ish monotheism.” ( Commentary , officia! 
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journal of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee) 

It is with these reservations that 
the Jews are proposing to share with 
us a "Judaeo-Cbristian” union.

ACistìiolic who has the least ac- 
qua^jssaftijss with the story of Saiht 
Patrick would be quick to agree that 
the Apostlc of Ireland was no propo- 
nent of a common-denominator, Jew-; 
ish-Christian creed. And the saint 
worked abundant miracles to prove 
the point. One of the most familiar 
incidents is that of the wizard at' 
Inver Boinde. Although this pagan' 
magician was assuredly no Jew, he v , 
was spreading about tbe countryside 
the most orthodox Talmudic teaching 
about the Blessed Virgin Mary. His. : 
hlthy rantings against thc virginity of> 
Our Lady were called to Saint Patrick’s 
attention. Patrick sought out the wiz-. 
ard, made the Sign of the Cross; 
on the ground beneath him, and the 
earth promptly opened, swallowing 1 ' 
the pagan and his blasphemies. Hardly 
a good tale for Brotherhood Week, but’ 
typical of Saint Patrick’s zeal for the ( 
truth. \ 

As our regular readers well know, 
we could quote interminably from the 
writings of the saints and the popes, » 
and the decrees of Church councils, to-.J 
prove that from the Catholic side there , 
is no foundation whatever for a com- 
mon cause with post-Crucifixion Jewry. 
But since action against the Jews is 
perhaps more raemorable (and since ' 
Irish action against them would espe- 
cially fit this issue) we will limit 
ourselves to the famous story of Father 
Creagh from Limerick. 

Back at tbe turn of the centtiry, 
there was not to be found in all 
of Limerick city a more effective or 
beloved preacher than Father Creagh 
of the Redemptorists. And nothing 
made bim more esteemed by his con- 
gregation than the sermon which he 
delivered, in his very finest style, on 
the morning of January 11, 1904. 

Taking as bis theme the general per- 
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fidy of the Jews, Father Creagh re- 
viewed, with much gusto, the centuries 
of Jewish hatred for the Cross, the 
Jews’ cruel murder of Cbristian chil- 
dren, their continual blasphemies 
against Our Lord, and their heartless 
extortioias ftooa any Christian people 
who befrtejtid them. 

Father Creagh’s sermon resulted in 
a city-wide boycott of Limerick’s few- 
dozen Jewish mercbants. 6,000 mem- 
bers of the local Catholic Confraternity 
pledged that they would avoid a 11 com- 
mercial contact with Jews. The effect 
was immediate and lasting. In retali- 
ation, the Jews wrote endlessly in their 
periodicals against Father Creagh, and 
accorded him a species of international 
fame by giving the "Limerick incident” 
a special entry of its own in the 
Jewisb Encyclopedia. 

m o 

Over thirteen hundrcd years ago, 
thar giant of Irish monasticism, Saint 
Columbanus, was able to write with 
understandable pride to Pope Boniface 
IV: "All we Irish, living at the utter- 
most ends of the earth, are the dis- 
ciples of Saints Peter and Paul, and 
of all the disciples whd wrote the 
sacred canon under the inspiration of 
the Holy Spirit: receiving nothing out- 
side the evangelical and apostolical 
doctrine; no heretic, no Jew, no schis- 
matic was ever amongst us; but the 
Catholic Faith as it was first delivered 
to us from you, the successors, that 
is, of the Holy Apostles, is retained 
• amongst us unchanged.” 

It was the rooted tradition of men 
like Columbanus, continuing the work 
of the apostle Patrick, which saw the 
flowering of Ireland as the "Island of 
Saints and Scholars.” And in the midst 
of the Briscoe fanfare this month, there 
y will no doubt be oratorical reference 
to Ireland’s holy and learned past. But 
it may be safely wagered that none 
of our local scholars will dare sound 
off with a text from one of the 
Irish saints. It would make such un- 
comfortable listening for a Jewish Lord 
Mayor of Dublin.

The book was wrnten in Paris by a 
Jew named Moses Hess, who aimcd it 
principally at rhe assimilationiti Jewj- 
of bis native Germany. A long-titne 
dtsciple of Karl Marx, Hess had a 
revolutionist’s bent for explosive ideas. 

On the very first page of his fggaks -. 
preface he bursts into tbat basic Jew- 
ish thesis which gives Rome aud Jeru - ■ 

salem its titlc. "Papal Rome." writes 
Hess, "symbolizcs to the jews an in- 
exhaustible well of poison. It is only . 
with the drying up of this sour^|fsf.|?;| 
that Christian German anti-Semitis^X^G. 
will die from lack of nourishment." 

As the text unfolds, he adds such , 
refinements as: "It is true that CbriS- 
tianity shed a certain glow during the 
dark ages of history .... but its light 
only revealed the graves of the nations 
of aniiquni : htistianhy is. after all, 
a rehgion of death." . 

Hess then proceeds to the positive 
meana by wbicb Catholic Rome could 
be defeated. That means, be.says, is 
the building up of Jerusatem — an 
undefined job which Hess appareotly 
feels must start with each individ- 
ual Jew. "Every Jew," he proposes 
in casual blaspbemy, "has within him 
the potentiality of a Messiah and every 
Jewess that of a Mater Dolorosa." In 
Hess’ dispensation no Jew could plead 
forexemption from service to the Jew- 
isb nation, because "A Jew beiongs to 
his race and consequently aUcfiit.W'.jada- 
ism, in spite of the fac£. vtlMff he 
or his ancestors have bec<w»>* stpas- 
tates...A converted Jew rernain* a 
Jew no matter how much he objects | 
to it." 

By the time he gets to page 138, 

Hess is confidently telling his Jewish 
patriots that "The Messianic Era is 
the present age.” A "regeneration" of 
the world has been going on since 
the "great” French Revolution. Rome 
is already on the way down, he 
declares, and the job of the loyal

Toward the enil ol tht nmeiecnth 
century, the Jews found their needed 
leader, in thc person of an obscura 
obsessed Jewish itiuin namecl 
Theodore Herzl.

Holy < ity itself was 
not touchèff; The Jewish state—which 
the Jews dubbed ' lsrael"—had set up 
its capual at Tel Aviv, on the 
Meditvi. ..i’ean coast; for Jerusalem lay 
beyond ns reach. some thirty miles 
into Arab territory. But almost im- 
mediately the Jews started hammering 
at their Arab neighbors, and before 
long had 'bulged out the borders of 
their state in every direction, and bad 
thrust a hnger into Jerusalem. 

At Vatican insistence, enforced by 
the votes of Catholic countries, the 
l.'nited Nations decreed in December, 
1949. that lerusalem should be gov- 
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erned by neither Jews nor Ar*bs hut 
by an international council. Tbis ad- 
ministration, the Vatican hoped, would 
be able to safeguard the Holy Places. 
In response to this dccision, the Jew- 
ish state promptly announced that it 
was movinjt its capital from Tel Asiv 
to Jerusalem. 

W'hen the L’nited Nations (after 
much hemming and hawing) and the 
V. S State Department issued timorous 
pf..tests against such rank detìance, 
Jcwish Prime Minister David llen-'

Chapter llt — 


Beaeath alt tbe discussions of science 
*t>d scholarship and intellectual inferi- 
•ority that Monsignor Ellis and his 
frienda have occasioned, there lies a 
•y- raorc basic problem. It is this: tbat 
Aasarican Catholict need a clear view 
v of thelr proper relation to tht non- 
Catholic societv around them. 

Wheaever tbe subject threaxens, the 
Eilfsites step forward with a loud 
cfce-ru* of "Let's liberate ourselves from 
Jfr-* th« Cstfeolic ghetto we are in!” As it is 
wfcll caiculated to do, tbis cry leaves 
f all tbe conservatives standing in thr 
back row, burdencd with the imptiv 
aihle label, "ghetto-Cafholics.” 

In this situation the best answer is 
>?.■• the disarming declaratioo, "Yes. we </» 


want a Catholic ghetto." And while 
the liberals are catcbing their breath. 
we will have time to explatn that the 
kind of ghetto we want ought really to 
have a brand new name. For ghettos. 
historically speaking, are areas of en- 
forct d confinement, however estended 
or comfortahle they may become. They 
were, and still would be, invaluahle for 
kcepiog the Jew in his proper place in 
a Christian scate. Buc they are hardly 
adequate situations for a community of 
Chtistians who are bound by the Gos- 
pel charge to be the "salt of the earth" 
and the "light of the world.” It is Our 
Lord Himself. in fact, who defines for 
us what the Catholic community must 
be. He tells us in chapter five of Saint 
Matihew that we must stand out and 
apart like a"city built upon a mountain 
peak" and that from such a prominence 
we must let our "light shine before 
men.” 

Clearly this ideal was the one that set 
up tiie struggling young Church of tbe 
catacombs and saw it established on 
tbe ruins of decadent Kome. It was 
from this height that the Catholic com- 
munity won the barbarians and lifted 
them to itself by preaching and ex- 
ample. It was a full realization of this 
"cipf on a mountain" that gave us the 
high Middle Ages. And it was a relax- 
ation of our ideal, a coming down half- 
way to meet the pagan values of the 
Renaissaoce, that unsettled us so gener- 
ally at the time of the Protestant Revolt. 
Anc we have been goiog downhill 
ever since. 

We agree with Ellis, Fa- 

ihct Weigel, and Fatfc<irC*.:fvnaugh that 
our schools and cot : »f'- •- faave fallen 
upon dark days. Tbey are sharing a 
fate wbich has hit the Catholic commu- 
nity in every department. But the solu- 
liot) does nof lie outside us. Associa- 
tior with the pitch-blackness of secular 
education. its norms and its methods, 
will not enhance our present dim 
achievement. We, not they, have the 
commission to be the light of the 
world. And when we begin once more 
to uct as though we think so, we will 
fae «>■ our way hack up the mountam.

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THE JEWS AND THE SAINTS 


What Our 
A re t 

Ever since the explosive year, 1789, 
when the Judaeo-Masonic French Rev- 
olution set off the movement to knock 
down the walis of Europe's ghettos,and 
spill their contents into every corner 
of Christendom, the Jews have been 
gaining one victory after another. As 
the nineteenth century progressed, the 
governments of Europe (whose policies 
were made in Europe's lodges) even 
granted the Jews citizenship on an equal 
footing with Christians. Belgium did it 
in 181 5, Denmark in 1849, Norway in 
18M,Englandin 1858, Switzerland in 
1865, Austria-Hungary in 1867, Ger- 
many in 1870. 

But as the Jews have climbed from 
height to height, buying up the world's 
Main Streets, and buying off its leaders, 
they have not lost sight of the depths 
from which so lately they have risen. 
Nor have they forgotten for a moment 
who it is that formerly kept them in 
such effective line. Their continuing 
bitter hatred for the Church bears wit- 
ness to this. And since the Church is 
the communion of all her faithful chil- 
dren, gathered from every age, the 
Jews have reserved a special contempt 
for those supremely faithful àmong the 
faithful: our canonized saints. 

Among the papers and periodicals 
that the Jews put out for their fellow- 
Jews, it is an exceptional issue that 
does not contain an attack on some 
haloed and prayed-to Catholic whose 
memory is especially loatbsome in 
Jewry. Recent victims have included: 
Saint Albert the Great, whom the Jews 
have never forgiven for sitting on an 
ecclesiastical commission that con- 
demned their Talmud to be burned, 


over seven hundred years ago; Saint 
Pius X, whom the "brotherhood" Jewa 
have indicted for his refusal to cooper- 
ate with a group of Italian officials 
because they had taken part in a syna- 
gogue service; and Saint Bernadette of 
Lourdes, whom Manhattan Jews bave 
accused of a "disposition to bigotry" 
for insisting, in one of her prayers.that 
the Jews killed Christ. 

Our Lord's beloved disciple, Saint 
John the Evangelist, gets a resounding 
blast from tbe American Association 
for Jewish Education in its widely- 
discussed book, 0/ Them Whicb Say 
They Are Jew%. Saint John, say the Jew- 
ish educators, is ultimately responsible 
for 2000 years of Cbristian animosity 
toward tbe Jews. His gospel "makes of 
them utterly 'the synagogue of Satan.' 
Later events hardened the process into 
the classical anti-semitism of dogmatic 
theology and the consequent laws and 
customs of Christian society." 

Another recent Jewish book, Rabbi 
Ernest Trattner's Understanding the Tat- 
mud, puts Pope Saint Pius V in the same 
list with Adolf Hitler, as an enemy of 
the Jewisb religion! 

Nor is this "publishing" attack on 
the saints a new strategy for the Jews. 
Established works of Jewish reference 
that have been in use for years are 
riddled with similar hateful accounts. 
The Encyclopedia of Jewish Knowledge, 
edited by the "scholarly” Jacob De 
Haas, has a gloating article telling how 
the Spanish marranos (fraudulent Jew- 
ish convens to the Fai(h) murdered 
Saint Peter Arbues, the Inqisitor who 
was exposing their perfidy. "In the 
crime,” boasts the article, "some of the 
greatest of the marranos, members of 
the Santangel family, participated.” 

Tbe old synagogue classic, Milman’s 
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Hislory o/ tbe Jeus, gives vituperative 
space to several saiots, but saves a par- 
ticular venom for Blessed Bernardine 
of Felire. He is the fifteenth century 
Franciscan friar who hit the Jewish 
usurers of his day a mortal blow by 
establishing Catholic charitable agen- 
cies where the poor could get financul 
help, free of interest rates. Because 
of tbe militant preacbing of Blessed 
Bernardine, the cittes of Trent, Peru- 
gia, Gubbio, and Ravenoa passed laws 
eapelling all Jews froqt their territortes. 

lo the f Jniversal BncyclopeJia 

Blessed Bernardine i$ ?|*.<.cribed as a 
"Franciscao mook as^tf Js^Tiaiter,” but 
his account is abbreviated to make 
room for more famous Church "vil- 
lains.” 

That aging set of tomes, the Jeuisb 
EncyclopetJia, is an arsenal of recrimi- 
oations against the saints. Tbey are 
listed individually and also undcr sucb 
beadiogs as Chrooology, Councils of 
the Church, Polemics, Popes, and 
Churcb Fathers. Tbe Jewish complaint 
uoder this last entry is summarized: 
"The Church Fathers looked upon the 
Jews as demons, upon their synagogues 
as bouses of Satan." 


The Jews will have no rest while the 
Cbristian world continues to reverence 
the canonized heroes of Christendom 
wbo, more than any others, were re- 
sponsible for keeping the Jewish 
people in the segregated state proper 
lO infidels. Thus, before the collapse 
of present Jewish power conies, tbe 
attack on the saints is bound to be 
bolder. The reasonahte reaction to ex- 
pect from the Catholic camp is an in- 
creased devotion to the saints,a greater 
solicitude for their honor, a rallying of 
Catbolic writers and publishers to 
counteract the Jewish ofFensive. 


This reasonable 3 ^jf|gi, however, 
has yet to materisffiafe.' jjndeed, the 
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trend of tbe moment could not (even 
by deliberate plan) be better calculated 
to aid the Jews. Never before have so 
many Catholics written and publishesl 
so many biographies of the saints. 
Yet, never has such lamentable treat- 
ment of the saints been presented to 
the world in the name of Cathulic 
hagiography. 

It is true there are still somc reverent 
lives of the saints being w ritten. It is 
also true that among the objectionable 
ones, not all are equally so. But there 
is a common spirit that. more or less, 
they share: a condescension toward the 
saints, as though contemporary au- 
thors, being enlightened men of supc- 
rior culture. are presenting thc saints 
for the first time in their proper per- 
spective; as though they vere finally 
handing us the true picture that centu- 
ries of traditiun and luve had served 
only to obscure. 

Who are the writers of these new 
biographies of the saints.' 1 hey are 
anyone who has the time, the type- 
writer, and the publishing conncctions 
necessary. By no standard are they the 
people who should be telling our saints’ 
stories. tven when they are capable 
writers (and that immediately narrows 
the field)they are people so pathetically 
remoie from the persecutions, the pen- 
ances, and the prayers of the saints that 
the holy subjects of their books emerge 
either as exotic Curiosities,or as pious 
"gAwd^ifizens” moldcd to the sanctity- 
of the author. In no case 
vysf$ thàa -vaint appear to be the flower- 
ithj fulfillment of all Christian 

life — tbe complcte successes tbat bal- 
ance out the half tries aiul total failures 
of the rest of the Church's family. 

For a nuniber of ytars thtrc has been 
an increasing volume of *‘convert” hag- 
iography. A broatl background of her- 
esy, recently and hastily painted over, 
is apparently considered an eminent 
qualitication for undertaking a book on 
a saint. We have thus been treated to 
such unIik^fy. s as: the bi- 

ographeadapcing his 
Nlethodisti^i'df xcl siory of baini 
Peter .js^n of a pair of 
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Salvation Army officers beating the 
drum for Saint Thomas More. 

A popular, and perhaps inevitable, in- 
novation in this ffeld is a book of brief 
biographies entitled Saints For Now, in 
which the convert-editor invited Iife- 
long Catholics, fellow-converts, and 
very-much-unconverted herctics to con- 
tribute thfi !ìf««sf a sairst. 

The current bsg n*tne in Catholic 
hagiograpby a convert from Method- 
ist-EpiicepalÌMÌsn, He has achieved 
his eminence by re-editing and re-issu- 
ing that standard work on the saints in 
English, The Lives of the Saints, by Fa- 
ther Alban Hutler. A kind of self-made 
scholar, Mr. Oonald Attwater has re-

Steady search- 
ing, however, will be rewarded 
with (for examples) Saint Gregory 
the Great’s life of Saint Benedict, 
Saint Athanasius’ life of Saint An- 
thony of the Desert, Saint Jerome’s 
life of Saint Hilarion, Saint Bona- 
venture’s life of Saint Francis, or 
the lives of Saints Malachy, Romu- 
ald, and Dominic Savio, written 
respectively by Saint Bernard, Saint 
Peter Damian, and Saint John 
Bosco. 


vised the iatc Father Herbert Thurston’s 
revision of Father Butler’s Lives, throw- 
ing out a number of "uncertainly ven- 
erated saints’’ and discarding all that 
still remained (after Father Thurston’s 
axe-work) of the Butler exhorcations 
and homilies. 

But in neither of these things does 
Attwater’s chief vice lie. It is found, 
cather, in his "scholarship” — the 
devastating remarks tbat follow upon 
cbe biographical accounts of the saints, 
most especially the saints of the first 
ten centuries. Saint Sebastian, the fa- 
mous Roman martyr who was shot 
with arrows and clubbed to death in 
the year 288, is a worthy example. 
After giving Sebastian’s full story (tbe 
way it is found in the Roman martyrol- 
ogy, tbe priest’s breviary, and all the 
tradition of the Church) Atcwater goes 
on to discredit tbe details as merely a 
"pious fable.” His "scholarly" proof? 
Well, it seems that among the many 
representations of Saint Sebastian tbat 
have come down to us in art, there are 
two early ones (a cathedral window in 
Germany and a mosaic in Rome) which 
leave out the arrows. Therefore, con- 
cludes Attwater, we have been hoaxed 
by the Church these sixteen centuries. 
For clearty, from this antique evidence, 
Saint Sebastian was not shot with ar- 
rows, and if this most colorful fact of 
bis story is wrong, well, manifestly the 
rest can be of no value. 

Deserving of particular mention, too, 
is Mr. Attwater’s London colleague, 
the Galway-born Jesuit biographer of 
Jesuit saints, Father James Brodrick. 
Tbe Brodrick method is more direct. 
He goes after one saint at a time, bare- 
fisted, until be levels the holy man to 
Krodrick-size. A representative ex- 
ampje is his job on Saint Francis Xa- 
vier. Just once does Father Brodrick 
cotnmend Saini Francis. With an in- 
sidious string of adjectives, he declares 
the saint was "devout, selfless, chival- 
rous, and ruthless." Before he finishes, 
Father Rrodrick has deplored Saint 
Francis Xavier’s noble birth, bis man- 
ner of teaching, his parisb methods, 
his"ignorance" of Buddhism, his haste 
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ìn ÌMtpfÌriag, his clothes, his friends, 
M*"*jBOSSÌnable” literary style, his ap- 
praisàl £»f men, his enthusiasm for the 
2nt|aisitii)B, and his firm belief that 
people who die outside the Church will 
not be saved. 

More devilish than this style of 
straightforward punching at the saints, 
and still new to the world of hagiog- 
raphy, is the psychiatric approach: the 
evaluation of the saints in terms of 
those current myths of fantasy and filth 
which fatl under the general head of 
psychological studies. 

Only two years ago The American 
Ecclesiastical Kevieu printed the speech 
delivered by a mid-western auxiliary 
bishop to the newly-convencd Guild of 
Catholic Psychiatrists. In his speech 
the bishop advocated the application 
of psychiatric principles to many 
pbases of Churcb activity, but espe- 
cially to studies of the lives of tbe 
saints: ''The hagiograpber will explore 
the terrain wttSi greater skill if a ca- 
pable Caths>èiS jWychiatrist be at his 
side.” 

Cited to vSse issembled psychiatrists 
as a worthy example of wbat the bishop 
meant was a new life of Saint Therese 
of Lisieux, the Little Flower of Jesus. 
This book, by a French-born Fnglish 
priest, won itself some space in Time 
magazine under the caption, "Saintly 
Neurotics,” and has since been hailed 
in other Masonic and Jewish sheets as 
a promising sign of new liberalism 
within the Church. 

Tbe influence of this kind of talk - 
about the saints has already begun to 
be felt. Devotees of the saints sbould 
be preparcd (as one of them lately was 
not) to hear nuns in their parochial 
grammar schools make statements like 
this: "Lives of the saints? Oh, no, we 
don’t give tbem to the children any 
more. The saints, you know, are very 
abnormal personalities. It's too much 
for a cbild to assimilate at such an im- 
pressiooable age.” 

Nuns who talk this way, and priests 
who write like Saint Tbercse’s new 
biographer, do not, however, concoct 
these ideas all on tbeir own. They are 


not innovators but parrots — repeating, 
‘with Catholic accents, doctrines and 
dialectics that have their origin in the 
camp of the saints' pledged enemies, 
,-the Jews. 

Naturally, the Jews have everything 
to gain by any Catholic attack on the 
,-saints. But tbere must be an especial 
,-satisfaction io Jewdom when a tbor- 
oughly Jewish device is adopted by 
Catholics as a means of depreciating 
and debunking the saints. Tbe psycho- 
analytic method of psychiatry, born 
in the hrain of Viennese Jew Sig- 
mund Freud, is purebred Jewisb. The 

■ Jews boast of it. 

Back in 1926, the B'nai tì'rith Maga- 

■ ìitH' for March carried an article en- 
titied, "Is Psychoanalysis a Jewish 
Morenem?” The answer was resound- 
iitgly afltrmative, and a subsequent issue 

1 of sbs naagazine (July, 1926) flaunted 
the fact tfcat,‘*The doctrines of psychol- 
ogy orlginated by Sigmund Freud were 
first preached by him from a B'nai 
B’rith platform.” 

Just a year ago last February, the Hil- 
lel Society of Harvard University had 
a full evening on the Jewishness of 
psychiatry, in a talk delivered by Dr. 
David Bakan, Jewish psychologist of 
the University of Missouri. Dr. Bakan 
had lately done a book on the theme, 
saying that it is impossible to under- 
stand Freudian theory if you do not 
understand it is Jewish. To an appre- 
ciative Hillel audience, Dr. Bakan sum- 
, marized: "Freud's psychology and Jew- 
ish mysticism are one in spirit." 

\ In past issues, when The Point has 
decried various Jewish inroads and in- 
fluences in American Catholic life, it 
has singled out the Church's saints as 
exemplars of resistance to, and victory 
over.the Jews. In ages of Faith, it has 
been the glory of Catholics to be on 
the side of the saints, battling against 
the seed and synagogue of Satan. lt is 
this realization that makes the apostasy 
of our "psychiatric” bagiographers 
such an incredible one: they have en- 
tered the battle and turned on the 
saints, with weapons supplied them by 
the Jews.

FATHER LEONARD FEENEY 

F ATHER LEONARD FEENEY, a former Jesuit priest 
who has been speaking against Protestants, Jews and 
' ArcKbishop Cushing’s kind of Catholicism” every Sunday 
afternoon on the Boston Common since 1950/ 1 ' was excom- 
municated from the Catholic Church on February 13, 19S3. 

1 he excommunicated priest is the director of St. Benedict’s, 
a seminary for self-stylcd "militant Catholics” in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. His difficulties with the ecclesiastical author- 
ities began in April, 1949, when four Boston college professors 
were dismissed for teaching that "there is no salvation. outside 
the Catholic Church.” Father Feeney, who had bsen preaching 
the same doctrine, supported tìltir charge that Boston. College 
was guilty of "hcresy” and took the four professors into St. 
Bencdict’s with him. 

The "Boston College Heresy Case” drew nationwide atten- 
tion and when Father Feeney continued to insist that only 
Roman Catholics could be saved, Boston’s Archbishop Richard 
J. Cushing placed him "under penalty of silence,” stripped him 
of his-priestly functions “for grave offenses against the Cafhoiic 
Church” and placed St. Benedict’s under interdict. A few' 
months later Fathcr Feeney was expelled from the Jesuit order. 
Although Catholics were forbidden by Archbishop Cushing’s 
decree to go to St. Benedict’s, Father Feeney continued as its 
director and gathered around him a group of young men and 
women disciplcs. Calling themselves "Militant Catholics” they 
vowed with him to dedicate their lives as “Slaves of the 
Immaculate Hcart of Mary” in defending the "no salvation 
outside the Church” doctrine. 

Most of the forr ter Jesuit priest’s original disciples_ were 
young students—some of them from Harvard and Radcliffe 
who rcsigncd from their colleges, abandoned their homes and 
in some cases repudiated thcir parents to becomc Father 
Feeney’s "Militant Catholics.” 

The influencc which St. Benedict’s director has over his 
disciples is illustrated by the case of one young girl, who left 
Radcliffe over the strong objcctions of her parents to join 
Father Feeney’s religious crusade. Wcck after week her mother 
and father came to the Feeney meetings on the Boston Common 
and begged her to return homc. But Fathcr Feency called thcm 
names and the girl publicly denounced them and asked the 
crowd to send them away. The parents wept and pleaded

Ihen 
you mention the FBI you are supposed to cringe. This is the only city 
they are going to investigate. Of all the currupt, filthy cities in 
the United States, they pick Boston to investigate. I would like to 
ask the FBI a few questions. In 1939 there was a man named Alger 
Hiss; he was working at the time for the Russian Govemmentj his boss 
was a Jew namsd Bykov; he was undsr the pay of the Russian Govemment.

And at the otb- 
er end of Furope, the Holy Land itself 
was heing promised to the Kussian 
Zionist leader, ( hann Weizmann, by 
no less an authgrity than His Majesty's 
(nivernment at'London. This Lnglisb 
prniiiise. called the Italfour Declara- 
tion, was dated Nonmber 2, 1917. 
Ihe (inal message al Falima was not 
yet three weeks old. 

Fwrty ycars latcr, the fantastic picture 
is (his: t.ommunism sits as the abso- 
luie lorsi of ihe Last. with an eo tire 
stretihing from Berlin to the China 
sea. dominating one quarter of the 
l.md area of che world, and a third 
of the world's people. Zionism, on 
the Western hand, vtands arrogantly 
avtride the remainder of the world’s 
pnwers, with every major head-of-state 
a self-pro'cs ed defender of Zionism, 
every i.iator city a Zirnist fund-raising 
headtpiariers, anc' evtry major Witst rn 
nation in sustained peril of seeirig the 
, ream of its youth killed-off to perpet- 
uate thv /iomvt state in Palestine. 


Spectacular as these poluical consid- 
erations are, howevtr, they have been 
eciipsed in Catholic minds bv the bor- 
rors which have heset thc Chursh sitK'e 
latima. Nothmg more pointedly re- 
Hetts the Jewish inspiration of ( oif- 
munism and /ionism than tht ven- 
geame with which ihey havt,- tti-.cked 
Our Lorcl in llis Myttical Body. 

I he number of ( atholics slaughtered, 
aliars desecrated. priests iniprtsoned 
iinl nuns v lolated hy the Communists, 
evtends into millions. 'I'he mere wotds 
'lexicw. 'pain. Poland, and Hungary 
,ir>- laht Iv lor th« hlackest memories of 
i'ie pasi loris tears. tven now, the 
< .athnli, v of eastrrn lurope, as many 
as remain. lise a sustaincd crucifixion. 
In ( /ethwslovakia. for just one ex- 
amplc. ihere are thirtetn archhishops 
aml bishops in ( ommunist jails: semi- 
narits and sthools are hoarded up; 
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convents and monasteries have been 
conhscated; 5,000 C.zech priests, nuns. 
and brothers wbo refused to compro- 
mtse their Faith now- serve a> slave- 
iaborcrs in mines and factories. 

/tonism’s attack has bcen even more 
bold. It set tts sights on no tess a 
target than Our Lord's own Moly Land. 
And once it got a footbold, the ntott 
sncient of Catholic shrines were spltii-- 
scred into trophies for the Jeyvtsii tss- 
rauders. Desecrations of the mojs sjfi' 

ptrintably obscene kind were devised 
for such hallowed places as the Cen- 
acle, the upper room where Our Lord, 
on the first Holy Thursday, imtituted 
the Blessed Sacrament. 

And at no tttne was the enmity he» 
tween Zionism and the Mother of God 
made more dramatically unforgettable 
than when the Uenedictine Churcb of 
the Dormition, built on the spot wbere 
Our Blessed Lady died, was converted 
by the vengeful Jews into a dar ce hall 
for tbe soldiers of the Zionist state. 


Still, for a 11 its ferocity. the clash be- 
tween the Mother of Ciod and the Jew- 
ish twins, Communism and /.ionisni. is 
but one campaign tn a greater, deeper, 
and more abiding struggle. "! will pui 
enmities betwern thre and the woman. 
and thy seed and her seed," God sanl 
to Satan aftcr Adam s fall (C,en 5:15 
And at the same time as He dfclared 
war between His Motber and thc 
devil, and betwccn her children and his 
agents, God also discloscd how rhc war

Eventaally, Our 1 ady nsuattreid upon 
Communum and /ioniam as sbe must 
prevail over everv stratagcm ot ihc 
dcvil and hia irmi Indeed, this i<nal 
victory waa plainls promiaed at lanma. 
"In the end." Out Lady told chc thrcc 
childrcn, "my Immaculate Hean will 
triuiuph.

But before anyone relaxes into a 


statc of blissful stagnation. he should

The fioal verscs of tbe last cbapter 
give us Saint Paul's electriq speech to 
the Jews of Rome. Reproving thtm 
withihe SMt.-Ji uf Isatai he «ay«. "The 
heart of tbis people is grown gross, 
and with their ears they hsve heard 
heavily, and their eyes they have shut; 
lest perhaps tbey should see with their 
eyes, and bear with their ears, and un- 
derstand with their heart, and should 
be converted.” And the Apostle pro- 
phetically concludes: "B» it known to 
you, thereforc. that this salvation of 
God is seot to the Gentilcs. and they 
will hcar if!” 


The examples set by Saints Peter and 
Paul, and preservcd in the pages of 
lioly Scripture, have of course had the 
precise eflfect wbich God intended when 
He inspired them. They have been a 
source of edification, and a prod to imi- 
tation, for the Christian leaders of 
a11 the Christian centuries. Thus, the 
saints of every age, in aspiring to be 
"other Christs,” have contracttd to as- 
sume not only the sunlight of Chrisl's 
meekness but, quite as much. the thun- 
ders of His indignation. 

The resultant warfare between the 
canonized ibildcrn of thc ( hurcb and 
the crucificrs o( Jesus hat lcil an abur 
dant literature of its own; which is 
most sublime when it takes the lorm of 
Biblical commentaries, and most au- 
thoritative when written hy that select 
group of Catholic theologians, the 
twenty-nine Doctors of the llniversal 
Church. t rom the wrilings of two of 
these saints, we have chosen passagea 
wbich will indicate the intenseness 
(though, regrettably, not tbe extensivt- 
ness) of the anti-Jewish sentimenrs pro- 
voked hy the Bible. 



Among thc worka of the fourth-cen- 
tury Doctor, Saint Fphrem the Deacon, 
there is no selection more reprcsent- 
ativc in style and cootent than his 
poeticsl,”Rhylhm Againsa the Jews, I >e- 
livered on Palm Sunday.

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CATHOLICS, THE BIBLE, AND THE JEWS 


On the fifteenth of this montk thi Church 
commemorates oue of her mùst hriìlìant 
and faithful Jaughters: that sage among 
the wise virgins, Saint Teresa of Avila. 
Looking out over sixteenth-century Europe, 
from the heights of Catholic Spain, Saint 
Teresa saw the Erotestant Revo/l gaining 
grounci. She saw the rending of Christen- 
dom and, amid the pieces, the multìplied 
troubles that awaited the Church. She 
could only conclude that the times were 
evil oues indeed. And after meditating 
on this conclusion , Saint Teresa rnade the 
following entry in her Autobiograpby: "All 
the evil iu the world comes from ignorauce 
of the truths of the Holy Scriptures in their 
simp/icity, of which not oue iota shal1 pass 
away." 

Taking advautage of Saint Teresa's wis• 
dom, American Catholics willfind that no 
current evil in their world can he resolved 
so immediately in terms of the /Sible as 
can the problem of the Jews. /n the light 
of Holy Scripture, there is revealed, and 
divinely so, the complete Ca/holic answer 
to the Jewish question. 

The Seed of A braham 

Kealizing the power of the Hible, the 
Jews have consciously promoted the 
notion that they are the "people of 
the llook," the Scriptural “chosen peo- 
ple." The truth, as the Bible plainly 
tells it, could not be more contriry. 
The Jews were the chosen peopSir dt 
God's revelational plan, but it i$ tfcts 
central theme of the Hible to explain 
how ungrateful a people they proved 
to be in their privileged positioa; how 
contemptuous and murderous they 
were toward the prophets God sent 
them; how patient God was for centu- 
ries with them, until, finally, sending 
His Divine Son and seeing Him mocked. 


rejected, and crucified by the Jews, God 
turned His blcssing of the Jews to a 
curse. The seventeen prophetic books 
of the Old Testament bad repeatedly 
foretold that God would do this. The 
entire New Testament confirms it as 
done. 

The nature of this curse, as revealed 
by Our Lord’s own words in the Gos- 
pel, is twofold: it cuts the Jews off 
from their previous boly tradition and 
it establishes them in a new and hateful 
status. In chapter eight of Saint Mat- 
thew, Our Lord tells the Jews that all 
connection with the few faithful Jews 
of the Old Testament is now denied 
them. "Many shall come from the east 
and the west. and shall sit down with 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob in the 
kingdom of heaveo: But the children of 
the kingdom shall be cast out into the 
exterior darkness: there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth." 

In that exterior darkness, according 
to Our Lord’s further words in Saint 
John, the ejected Jcws are not to be 
left fatherless. They who were once 
the children of Abraham now become 
the sons of the Princc of Darkness. "If 
you be the childrcn of Abraham, dothe 
works of Abraham. But now you seek 
to kill me," says Jesus to the Jews. 
"You are of your fathcr the devil, and 
the desires of your father you will do. 
He was a murderer from the beginning, 
and he stood not in the truth ..." 

The curse on the Jews brought the 
corollary election of the Gentile na- 
tions. The "many” who in fulfillment 
of Our Lord’s prophecy would come 
"from the east and the west” are the 
armies of responsive Gentiles who 
have heeded thc message of the Apos- 
tles, believed that Jesus was the prom- 
ised Cbrist, and so joined themselves 
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to that holy tradition that God estab- 
lished with Abraham, two thousand 
years before the Incarnation. 

Tbe Christian faitbful who hll and 
overflow the places forfeited by the 
Jews, become now truly the rightful 
beneflciaries of the promise made to 
Abraham. It is in tbis profound sense 
that Pope Pius XI proposed his much- 
abused statement, "Spiritually, we are 
Semites.” The Holy Father had no in- 
tention of saying (as the Judaeophiles 
would have it) that Catholics are one 
in spirit with present-day, Christ-de- 
spising Jews. Pope Pius XI was re- 
iterating the Scriptural truth tbat, by 
spiritual means, through Faith and the 
incorporation of the Holy Hucharist, 
Catbolics have supplanted the Jews as 
the "chosen people,” and they now 
claim for their ancestry the great names 
of Abraham and Isaac and Jacob. It 
is in this spirit that the Church, the 
new Israel, prays in a11 ber public wor- 
ship. And it was in this same spirit 
that Our Blessed Lady prayed in her 
New Testament canticle, the Magni- 
ficat, when sbe referred to all the faith- 
ful as "Abraham and his seed forever.” 

The Gospel Under Fire 

A few years ago, when Jews every- 
where sat back to count the blessings 
that a second World War had reaped 
for them, a very prominent New York 
rabbi, Dr. Mordecai Kaplan of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary, wrote a 
book called The Tuture oj the American 
Jew. Things looked good to Dr. Kap- 
lan, but not universally. There was 
one area that worried him: the size- 
able Christian area._ "The Christian 
Church,” he wrote, "from its very in- 
ception, sought to justify its repudia- 
tion of Judaism by vilifying the teach- 
ings of Judaism and branding the Jews 
as deicides. The role of th« jewish 
people in history, according to ortho- 
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dox Christian tradition, has heen that 
of anti-Christ." 

Dr. Kaplan went on to blame the 
New Testament for much of the Jews’ 
troubles. And in this he joined a fash- 
ionable movement. For it has become, 
and remains, a smart thing with Ameri- 
can Jews to make public attacks on the 
New Testament — attacks that a pru- 
dent fear had heretofore kept wiihin 
the bounds of synagogues and the Jews’ 
own, Jewish-read press. The following 
pair of statements are representative 
samples. 

Mr. Leo Pfeffer, counsel for the 
American Jewish Congress, in his Bea- 
con Press book, Church, State, anci 
FreeJom, writes: "To the Jewish child 
devoted to the religion of his fathers, 
the New Testament in its entirety is 
hlasphemous for attributing divinity 
to a human being.” 

Rabbi Julius Nodel of Portland, Ore- 
gon, in a speech reported by Portland's 
leading newspaper, says: "Thc New 
Testament is a work of malicious Iibel 
and the story of events leading to the 
triai and crucifixion, a dragon seed 
from which has come misery, blood- 
shed, and suspicion.” 

Synagogue Theology 

Despice their flaunted contempt for 
the New Testament, the Jews have 
managed to sustain among the Chris- 
tian majority the notion that somehow 
Jewish belief is still Biblical belief, 
that the Jews still have a Scriptural 
faith, and that for this reason we must 
respect the synagogue. "Don’t Jews 
still beìieve in a Messias to come?” 
asks the credulous Christian. "And 
don’t they believe in the same Biblical 
heaven and hell that we do?” 

The answer to both these questions 
is no. And it is an emphatic "No!" as 
the subsequent Jewish testimony will 
verify. 

Concerning the Messias: The Jews of 
today reject the notion of a personal 
redeemer who will be born of them 
and lead them to the fulfillment of the 
Old Testament prophecies. Tbe Jews 
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believe that tbe wbole Jewisb race is to 
be elevated to a position of prosperity 
and overlordsbip and tbat wben this 
happy day arrives (tbe Messianic Age) 
tbey will have achieved all that is 
coming to them by way of savior and 
salvation. In his recent book, Tbe 
Messianic Idea in Israel, Jewish theo- 
logian Dr. Joseph Klausner explains: 
"Thus the whole people Israel in the 
form of the elect of the nations gradu- 
ally became the Messiah of the world, 
the redeemer of mankind.” 

Concerning heaven and heil: A suc- 
cinct summary of Jewish teaching on 
"life after death” was given in the May, 
1958 issue of B’nai B’rith’s Nationa/ 
Jewisb Monthly. Under the caption, 
"What Can A Modern Jew Believe?” 
there appeared: "Judaism insists that 
'heaven’ must be established on this 
earth, The reward of the pious is life 
and happiness in this world, while the 


Commentary 

Scfìptssral teaching on the Jews 
has bcèo grasped by no one so 
as by those most attentive of 
all Sstipture-readers, the Church’s

people.” Tlie tirticle goes on: “The 
best Jewiifi jsSchds have always held 
that a phfàicat hereafter is a detraction 
from mature belief.” And the conclu- 
sion: "There is neither hell nor para- 
dise, God merely sends out the sun in 
its full strength; tbe wicked are con- 
sumed by its heat, while the pious find 
delight and healmg in its rays.” 

The Unholy Scripture 

No one should conclude from the 
above paragraphs that the tenets of 
modern Judaism are to be found only 
in the occasional comments of rabbis 
or in cbance reports of Jewish maga- 
zines. When they rejected tbe doctrines 
of the Bible, the Jews took care not to 
leave themselves bookless. They have 
enshrined their entire religious and 
moral code, in all its naked blasphemy 
and foulness, in the pagrs of that teem- 
ing, reeking document, the Talmud. 

First published about 500 A.D., this 
supreme Jewish book consists of two 
main parts: the Mishna, or text, and the 
Gemara, or commentary. And to indi- 
cate how intoxicatingly to their taste 
Talmudic teaching is, the Jews have 
fashioned a proverb: "The Bible is 
like water, the Mishna like wine, the 
Gemara like aromatic liqueur.” 

It is not necessary that a militant 
Catholic wade through the mud of the 
Talmud in order to be informed of its 
contents. Popes of tbe past have pub- 
lished a number of condemnations 
which indicate the nature of the book 
and outline the general objections. 
Further, there are detailed studies of 
the conflict between the Bible and the 
Talmud, done by Catholic scholars at 
the request of the Church, that give a 
complete picture of the Jews’ unholy 
scripture. One such book is L’Histoire 
et Les Histoires dans la Bible by the late 
Bishop Landrieux of Dijon, wbich was 
publisbed at Paris in 1921. Writing 
on the Talmud, Bishop Landrieux 




makcs the following acute summary. 

*'It is a systematic ileformation of the 
HibIe...The pride of race with the 
idea of universal domination is therein 
exalted to the heigbt of folly...For 
the Talmudist, the Jewish race alone 
constitutes humanity, the noo-Jews are 
not human heings. They are of a 
purely animal nature. They have no 
rights. The moral laws wbich regu- 
late the mutual relations of men, the 
Ten Commandments, are not of obli- 
gation in tbeir regard. They oblige 
exclusively among Je*;j. ’iS'ith regard 
to the Goyim (non-jewsj everything is 
allowed: robbery, fraud, perjury, mur- 
der. When the Talmud fcecame known, 
especially in the sixteentb century, 
thanks to the invention of printing, 
such indignation was aroused through- 
out the Catholic world that a General 
Jewish Assembly in 1631 gave orders 
that the most obnoxious passages 
should not be printed, but added that, 
'a little circle, O, should be put in place 
of the suppressed passages. This will 
warn the rabbis and the school-teachers 
that they are to teach these passages 
orally so that the learned among the 
Nazarenes (Christians) may no longer 
have any pretext for attacking us in 
this regard.’ In our day tbe Talmud 
does not provoke either astonishment 
or anger among Catholics, because it 
is no longer known.” 

The Abyss 

Caught in the blazing light of Holy 
Scripture, the Jews thus disclose their 
true colors. They are, in our day, as 
remote in faith and tradition from be- 
lieving Jews of the Old Testament as 
they are from believing Catholics. 
A gaping abyss divides them from 
Abraham and Moses, as surely as from 
St. Augustine and St. Francis Xavier. 
That abyss is the unrepented re/ection 
and crucifixion of the Messias. As 
Saint John Chrysostom says in one of 
his Sermons Against the Jews, "It is not 
insignificant controversies tbat separate 
us, but the death of Christ." 

And becausc we are separated by this 
shattering event, we are totally sepa- 


rated. The Jews are strangers not only 
to our belicfs, but to our whole way of 
life. Tbe fiction that our culture is a 
"Judaeo-Christian” one, and that the 
Jews are anxious to preserve it, has 
lured us to the verge of cultural col- 
lapse. Tbe standards of justice, order, 
and morality that have made our civili- 
zation are rooted in Christian teaching; 
the Jews neither share those standards 
nor befriend them. "Is Western Civi- 
lization . .. worth saving?” asked Rabbi 
Stephen Wise, in the Neu’ York Times 
of December 7, 1930. "Or is it not 
the function of the Jew to bring about 
the supercession of that decrepit, de- 
generate.and inevitably perishing civi- 
I ization, so-called?” 

A stern realization of this Jewisb 
hostility to Christendom has been the 
main motive behind the "anti-Jewish 
policies” of tbe Catholic Church. Since 
the Jews are so hopelessly estranged 
from the ways and purposes of Chris- 
tian society, tbe Church has advocated 
complete segregation of the Jews from 
that society. Tbus, in Catholic times, 
Jews were isolated in ghettos and re- 
lieved of all obligations of citizenship. 
They were forbidden to vote, to hold 
public office, to serve in the army; tbey 
could not teach in the universities, nor 
publish their Talmud, nor otherwise 
disseminate their infidel ideas. And 
when they went outside their ghettos, 
they were required to wear some dis- 
tinctive badge, that Christians might 
know of their presence, and so be on 
guard. 

The Protestant Revolt in the six- 
teenth century, and the consequent rise 
of Freemasonry, meant an end to these 
Catholic practices. For the Church 
ceased to be the mother and counselor 
of the men who were making the pub- 
lic policy of western nations. And as 
the Church's influence has declined 
(and in proportion as its influence bas 
declined), there has arisen the power, 
open and asserted, of the Jews. 

Against this rising Jewish tide, tbe 
Church can offer her children no surer 
refuge than the high, solid ground of 
Holy Scripture.

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SHOULD HATE BE OUTLAWED? 


MOST AMF.RICANS, bearing this 
quesnon, would answer promptly,''yes, 
by a11 means, hate should be outlawed!” 
Their eagerness to reply can be ac- 
counted for all too easily. During the 
last decade and a half, they have beeo 
pounded with a propaganda barrage 
calculated to leave tbem in a state 
of dazed affability toward the whole 
world. Those advertising techniques 
that are normally used to encourage 
Americans to be choosy in matters of 
soap and toothpaste are now being en- 
listed to persuade them tbat tbere is no 
such thing as a superior product in 
matters of culture and creed. On bill- 
boards, on bus and subway posters, in 
newspapers and magazines, through 
radio and television broadcasts, Amer- 
icans are being assured and reassured, 
both subtly and holdly, that ''Bigotry is 
fascism . ,, Only Brotherhood can save 
our nation . .. We must be tolerant of 
•II!” 

The long-range effects of this cam- 
paign are even now evident. It is pro- 
ducing the "spineless citizen”: the man 
who has no cultural sensibilities; who 
is incapable of indignation; whose sole 
mental activity is merely an extension 
of what he reads in the newspaper or 
sees on the television screep;.wfeo/aces 
moral disaster in his neig‘rÌK>rhood, 
political disaster in his coustwy , ahd an 
impending world catastrophe wi th a 
blank and smiling countenance. He has 
only understanding for the enemies 
of his country. He has nothing but 
kind senttments for those wbo would 
destroy his home and family. He has 
an earnest sympathy for anyone who 
would obliterate his faith. He is uni- 
versally toleranr. He is totally unprej- 
udiced. If he has any principles, he 
keeps them well concealed, lest in 


advocating them he should seem to 
indicate that contrary principles might 
be inferior. He is, to the extent of his 
abilities, exactly li)ce the nexc citiz’en, 
who, he trusts, is trying to be exactly 
like him: a faceless, cbaracterless putty- 
man. 


Along with everyone else, American 
Catbolics have been hammered with 
the slogans of the ''anti-hate"campaign. 
Additionally, they remember thr stories 
of how prejudice against Catholics 
oftentimes made America a very un- 
comfortable place for tbeir immigrant 
Catholic grandparents. And so, they 
too, if asked, would declare unhesitat- 
ingly that hate should be outlawed. 

What American Catholics do not stop 
to reflect on is that the Catholic Faitb, 
by its .very nature, fosters indignation, 
intolerant positions, and strong utter- 
ance. The Church is set up to continue 
the divine ministry of Jesus Christ, 
Who avowed tbat He had come on 
earth, "Not to send peace, but the 
sword ... (o cast flre on the earth, and 
what will I but that it be kindled." 

In accepting their vocation to be 
"other Christs,” Catholics are faced 
with tbe countless examples of Gospel' 
astringency. They are reminded that 
the same Jesus Who said, "Learn of me 
for 1 am meek and bumble of heart,” 
likewise said, "I came to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter-in-law against her motber- 
in-Iaw. And a man’s enemies shall be 
tbèy of his own housebold.” Nor can 
they forget that tbe same Jesus Who 
submìtted Himsell to the Jewish mob 
in the garden of Gethsemani, had pre- 
viously overturned the tables of the 
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buyers and sellers and driven tbem 
from the temple with a whip. 

In accepting their position as con- 
temporary members of tbe Church, 
American Catholics must take as their 
heritage the outlooks, attitudes, and 
purposes of their older brothers and 
sisters in the Faith — those Catholics 
who have gone before tbem and have 
preserved the Church to our own day. 
For the Cathòlic Cburch is One. The 
Churcb tbat called on its sons to take 
up the Cross and the sword and drive 
the infidel from the Holy Land, the , 
Cburch that isolated the Jews of Cbris- 
tendom with rigid laws aod ghetto 
walls, the Church that has repeatedly 
condemned the doctrines of those who 
disagree with ber, is tbe same Catholic 
Church tbat claims the loyalty of 
35,000,000 twentietb-century Ameri- 
cans. 

Along with the Mass, the Sacraments, 
and all the spirituat treasures that are 
a Catholic’s baptismat birthrigbt, these 
American Catholics must atso assume 
tbe rest of tbeir tegacy. As members 
of tbe Church Militant — raised by the 
Sacrament of Confìrmation to be Sol- 
diers of Jesus Cbrist—tbey are heirs 
of a tradition that has been marked 
through the centuries by sustained and 
unashamed militancy. 


Examples of the clash between tra- 
ditional Catbolic observance and the 
current "anti-bate" campaign could be 
multiplied indefìnitely. Every chapter 
in every age of the Church's history 
witt provide them, because the ultimate 
issue invotved is an abiding one, a doc- 
trinal one. It is tbe Catbolic Churcb's 
uncompromising claim to be the One 
True Churcb established by God. It is 
tbis coaviction of Catholics througbout 
the centuries tbat leaves our greatest 
heroes and saints and the very consti- 
tution of the Cburch itself open to the 
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charges of bigotry and intolerance. 

Tbe Catbolic Church does not be- 
lieve that all religions are on a common 
plane. It does not subscribe to the 
popular notion that,"We’re a 11 headed 
for the same place, you in your way and 
we in ours.” The Catholic Church be- 
lieves that Christianity is the world's 
only chance for salvation, and it further 
insists that true Christians are found 
only within its fold, under the Supreme 
Sbepherd, thè Vicar pf Christ, Our 
Holy Pather at Rome. 

loevitably, this belief, when trans- 
lated into practical action, makes for 
some intolerant arrangements: Catbo- 
lics are admonisbed not to marry here- 
tics and Jews; they may not a 

non-Catbolic religious service; Catbolic 
cbildren must be sent to the Cburch’s 
schools. Tbe motive behind these big- 
oted practices is the preservation of the 
Faith — not as an antique curiosity but 
as a vital necessity. And not as a neces- 
sity for a chosen few, but as a necessity 
for all men everywhere. 

It is tbis terrible urgency about the 
Faitb that explains both the Church's 
rigidity in matters of doctrine and her 
encompassing love in matters of apos- 
tolate. For the note of absolute neccs- 
sity that attaches to Catholic Truth, and 
makes the Church so intolerant and 
unbending, is, at the same time, the 
push and the drive behind every apos- 
tle. It is precisely because they are in- 
tolerant enough to believe that a 11 men 
need the Catholic Faith in order to be 
saved, that the Church's missionaries, 
from the time of Saint Paul, have given 
the world its most heroic example of 
zealous, consuming, consunt, sweating, 
bleeding, dying but undying, loye. 

It is this love, this apostolic fervor, 
that the "anti-bate" program means to 
eliminate. For tbe ultimate outcome of 
the propaganda barrage tbat is now 
incessantly pounding the nation will 
be not only a spineless American citi- 
zen, but a spineless Ameripan Catholi- 
cism — a Catholicism that will be afraid 
to assert its own singularity and iropor- 
tance, a Catholicism that will try to 
become more like its neighbor reli- 
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gions, doing nothing to annoy, nothing 
to criticize, nothing that would in any 
way cause it to be accused of intoler- 
ance, bigotry, or hate.

Militant Example 

A recent Vatican news release 
has stated that Saint Lawrence of 
Brindisi may soon be declared a 
Doctor of the universal Church. 
Should he receive that tttle, the 
Italian Franciscan, who died in 
16 19, would thus become the thir- 
tieth saint whom the Church has 
especially singled out as a teacber 
of the Faith to all Catholics every- 
where. 

Born at Brindisi iu 15 59, Saini 
Lawrence early demonstrated the 
singular gifts that would make 
him a brilliant preacher. As a 
Capuchin friar, with a personal 
commission from Pope Clement 
VIII, the saint delivered vigorous 
sermons in the principal Italian 
ghettos, thus incurring a bitter re- 
sentment among the Jews that has 
persisted to this day. 

For our age of cowering Catho- 
lics, Lawrence of. Brindisi sup- 
plies a reproving example. Not 
only did he work tirelessly to 
challenge the perfidy of the Jews, 
but he brought back to the Faith 
many who had gone over to the 
Protestant Revolt, and, most spec- 
tacular of all, he led an army 
against the Turks. It was in Hun- 
gary, in the year 1601, that Saint 
Lawrence, armed with nothing 
more than his cowl and bis Cruci- 
fix, led a Christian army, outnum- 
bered four to one.to an astounding 
victory over the infidels. 


to hear that it might discomfit the 
Catholic Church. The truth of the mat- 
ter is much to the contrary. Just as tbe 
fast-talking sosp eotjunercials play on 
the gullibility af Aruerican housewives 
to make money (ot tbe big soap manu- 
facturers, so the rnti-hate slogans 
are selling Amerìcans a bill of goods 
tbat will make rich profits for tbe Cath- 
olic Church’s enterprising enemies. 

Thi* deliberate and calculated pro- 
gram is a lineal descendant of that 
eighteenth-century ctmpaign that clam- 
ored for "libeny, equality, tmd frater- 
nity,” and ended up by wrecking Cath- 
olic France. It is akin to all tbose free- 
thinking, freely-named, aoti-Catbolic 
ventures tbat bave been plaguing the 
Cburch since the time of the Protestant 
Revolt— Humanism, Jacobinism, Free- 
masonry, Liberalism, Secularism, Com- 
munism, etc. For however mucb these 
movements may differ from one anotber 
in the means they advocate, tbey arc all 
working for the same ultimate end. 
Tbey are intent on building tbe City of 

Man—-to chc incvitivble ■ deirimeni of 

the City of God. They are enraged 
against the Church because of ber calm 
insistence that tbe one thing tbat really 
matters is eternal salvation, and that 
she is the one divinely-commissioned 
ark of salvation. Tbey are determined 
to sbow that the Church is not that 
important: if not by destroying her 
violently, tben hy reducing her to the 
Icvel of the sects. 

It was this latter expedient thac ap- 
pealed to Jean jacques Rousseau, her- 
ald of the French Revolution and 
avowed evangelist of the Brotherhood 
crowd. Rousseau maintaintd (in The 
Social Contract, Book IV) that tbe wor- 
ship of God should be allowed to con- 
tinue, provided it did not become an 
end in itself. Theology must not usurp 
the superior place of politics; the in- 
cerests of religion must be subordinate 
to those of the state. Accordingly, he 
felt the civil power should decide what 
articles of belief cieizens might hold. 
And among these articles, Rousseau 
urged just one prohibition: anyone 
daring to say, "Tbere is no salvation 
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outside the Church,” should be ban- 
ished. 

All tbe followers of Rousseau, in 
their various guises — as well as his 
like-minded antecedents—are the cour- 
tiers of the Prince of this World. Hut 
there is one group among them that is 
particularly of the household of Satan. 
They are the children of Satan, as Our 
Lord Himself calls tbem, the Jews. 
They, pre-eminently, are fired by the 
earthly, anti-Christian animus; and they 
have taken an active part, during 
twenty centuries, in all its manifesta- 
tions. (This alone can explain the 
Cburch’s unique attitude toward the 
Jews: her traditional determination that 
this one people must be kept in check.) 

A$ surely and securely as the Jews 
have been bebind Freemasonry, or Sec- 
ularism, or Communism, tbey are be- 
hind the "anti-bate” drive. Not that 
this movement represents the fruition 
of Talmudic doctrine. The Jews are 
advocating tolerance only for its de- 
structive value — destructive, that is, of 
tbe Catholic Church. On tbeir part, 
they still keep alive their racial rancors 
and antipathies. Their Talmud, for 
example, still teaches that Cbrist was a 
brazen impostor, and gives an unprint- 
ably blasphemous account of his par- 
entage and birth. And as the Cbristmas 
season just past should have taught us, 
tbe Jews, for all their Brotherhood talk, 
have not in the least abandoned their 
resolute program to make all acknowl- 
edgments of Christmas disappear 
from the public and ofiicial life of the 
nation. 

The secret of the Jews’ success is, of 
course, that they can practice sucb 
private hate while promoting public 
"love,”and not be accused of inconsist- 
ency. For, as always, they are running 
the show mainly from behind the 
scenes. Tbey get their message across 
by means of Cct-depieFstive Gentiles. And 
there are protehJy more such Gentiles 
now availablc:>»-fcpth the willing kind 
aod the kind wiliing to be duped — 
than ever before in history. As a fur- 
ther good fortune, the Jewish directors 
of America’s entertainment industry 


can now guarantee that one Brother- 
hood spokesman, well-placed (e.g. be- 
hind a microphone or before a tele- 
vision camera), is abie to iofluence 
Americans by the million. 

And the Jews’ campaign is succeed- 
ing. We have every reason to be 
alarmed at its success. American Cath- 
olics, even those not actively taking 
part in the tolerance talk, are now 
kept in line by the omnipresent threat 
of being accused of hate, bigotfy,”and~ 
intolerance. 


In the face of a new year tbat will 
be the biggest one yet for the Brother- 
hood promoters, The Paint pleads with 
American Catbolics to realign them- 
selves with the militant traditions of 
their grandfathers. No threat of "big- 
otry,” no accusation of "intolerance” 
should temper our zeal or silence our 
message. We must preserve our com- 
mission to "Go forth and teach all 
nations ..to "Reprove, entreat, re- 
bukc in all patience and doctrine.” 

Unworthy as we are, we American 
Catholics must protect for ourselves the 
duty of naming God’s enemies and the 
privilege of carrying God’s revealed 
Truth to the people of our country, 
who, we pray, will hear it. with gen- 
erosity and gratitude, and who will 
repeat that intolerant Profession of 
Faith which the Church requires of all 
new converts: "...At the same time, 
I condemn and reprove all that the 
Church has condemned and reproved. 
This same Catholic Faith, outside of 
which nobody can be saved, which I 
now freely profess and to which 1 truly 
adhere, the same I promise and swear 
to maintaja^^jjorofess, with the help 
of God, cWf^riolaie and with firm 
constancy<^@M£#e last breath of life; 
and I sbaljj^^^is far as possible that 
this same Faith shall be held, taught 
and publicly professed by all those who 
depend on me, and by those of whom I 
shall have charge.”

Our Culture Under Siege 

Oo the last day of Decemher, 195 5, 
there died at Miami Beach, Florida, an 
aged Jew named Ludwig Lewisohn. 
The event was notable; for by it 
American Jewry was relieved of its 
most eioquent spokesman—and most 
incorrigible beans-spiller. Lewisohn 
bad dedicated his mature years and ripe 
literary talent unstintingly to the work 
of rhapsodizing his race; but he never 
made an effort to camouflage the true 
Jewish cbaracter for tbe sake of appcas- 
ingjthe Gentiles. The creature he cele- 
brated, and dangied defiahtly ^tieforè 
the eyes of the worìd, was the naked, 
unvarnished article: tbe Jew as he is. 

For Lewisobn, it is the Jews’ glory, 
never to be concealed, that they are 
the enemies of Christ ("a teacher 
neither originai nor important”) and 
of His Church ("a new Paganism with 
its thousand altars to-Jts hundred 
gods”). Moreover, in a fever of racial 
revelation, he presents his people as 
unshakeabie foes of the very culture, 
the civilization wbich Christianity has 
begotten. "We are a different foik,” 
he biurts out in one book; "we do 
remain eternally ourselves ... So sooh 
as I expre'ss the inmost me—not 
the economic man or the mere man 
of knowledge—I come into collision 
with folk-ways and beliefs and laws ... 
Civilizations express in their totality an 
ethos which is dehnite, however hard 
to sum up in a formula ... And the 
ethos which from within outw"*??*-fesrìlt 
Christian civilization is not o&ss,” 

Though many Jews chewjtii t)|«ir 
nails over Lewisohn's disclosures, a 
greater number felt it was high time 
for this frank statement of their posi- 
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tion. As a .ìsEÌfepse to him, Lewisohn 
was invited W feellow out his final 
years as sfe*,' gsjBr of new, Jewish 
Brandeis The general feel- 

ing was well-exprestfed by one rabbi, 
who said of the book from which 
the above quotations are taken, "The 
soul of Israel is revealed in its 
glorious pages.” 

And tbis brings us to the grim 
consideration: wbat will be the result 
of the ever-growing influence of Jews 
in the United States? Clearly and in- 
escapably, unless tbis influence is 

checked_it will mean the eod of_ 

'our~iociefy. Oùr traditions, our sta'nd- 
ards, our ways are not the Jews’— 
who neither approve tbem nor under- 
stand them, and wbo will destroy them 
if they can. On this point, too, Lewi- 
sohti is empbatic. Example: "The laws 
of the state of New York are based 
on the Christian assumption that mar- 
riage is a sacrament.” The disgrace 
of New York Jewry, he continues, is 
that it has not yet demanded “exerop- 
tion from laws whicfa bave no relation 
to its instincts, its tradition, or its 
reason.” 

Inasmuch, then, as Jews have had no 
part in shaping the culture of Christen- 
dom, how can they, Lewisohn wonders, 
become "culturally creative”? And he 
answers: "Only by being steadfastly 
themselves and Judaizing the civiliza- 
tions of their homelands.” 

Some random aspects of what this 
"Judaizing” means, and is going to 
mean, are indicated in tbe following 
paragraphs.

and whb plainly intend to be "stead- 
fastly themselves,” makes our legal 
system a likely spot to look for 
evidence of the Judaizing process. 
Probably the most striking example of 
such eviàence is the recent change of 
law regarding insanity cases. Formerly 
these were judged on an oid and 
firm principle. Unless it could be 
shown that the defendant’s conscious- 
ness and free will were warped to 
the extent that he did not know 
he was doing wrong when he com- 
mitted tbe crime, he would haVe to 
take the full consequences of his act 
and could not have his sentencè miti- 
gated ''by reason of insanity.’Vj ; ■ , 

For years the Jews kept hammering 
at this criterion, and at the 'Christian 
belief uuderj-ying it; that man has 
normaì^r-jfessjbility to distinguish and 
choost a right deed and a 

wrong (Sesfc: This concept, the Jews 
argued, was a medieval bold-over witb 
no place in a modern court of law — 

" whertPit'~sKcfuldbe recognized that ’ 
right and wrong are, at best, relative 
notions, since "what is rigbt for me 
may be wrong for you." 

In 1954, in the now-famous "Dur- 
ham Case,” the Jews got what they 
wanted. The Durham decision, written 
by Jewish Federal Judge David Baze- 
lon, finally and flatly rejects the "right- 
wrong test” and puts a new code in 
its place. From now on, decreed Jew- 
ish Judge Bazelon, the question of 
criminal responsibility will hinge sim- 
ply on whèther or not the "unlawful 
act was the product of mental disease 
or mental defect." 

And who is qualified to say if it 
was so? Why, the Jewish psychiatrist, 
of course! He is the one who can 
determine the mental state of the 
accused and decide whether or not the 
crime was the "product” of that mental 
state. 

At present this represents the Jews’ 
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main penetration into our legal struc- 
ture. But they’re not resting. They 
are anxious to pursue their present ad- 
vantage to its logicai coaclusion. The 
book Psychiatry and the Law, the Jews’ 
classic work on the subject, outlines 
the ultimate goal: "After the defet>4«dt 
has been found guilty'. . . the deciismt 
as to what kind of treatment is necd'ti 
calls for...the psychiatrist... Fixing 
the sentence should therefore either be 
taken from the 'judge entirely and 
vested in.a tribunal of experts...or’,-.. 
the sentence should be a whol.ly in- 
determinate one, under' which thè per- , 
son would be held as long as neces- 
sary, whether that be.'. for a few 
days or for the rest of ftis.difè.” 

' It should be noted that tbis sen- 
tence is to be imposed regardless of 
the crime committed — so that, at the 
whim of an anti-Christian quack, a 
murderer may be turned loose on the 
public after a week’s confinement, 
whereas an uncooperative petty thief 
'mày'be held till he die's, whether-òf 
old age or of "treatments.” 

Other courtroom activities of the 
Jews include agitation to abolish cap- 
ital punishment. l'hough they have 
been assisted in tbis by a number 
of soft-hearted, soft-headed Catholics, 
it remains a solidly Jewish venture. 
Locally, for. -instance, heading the 
small but shrill Massachusetts Council 
for the Abolition of the Death Penalty 
is Mrs. Herbert Ehrman, wife of the 
top New England official of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee. While as far 
away as England,- the recent bill for 
ending capital punishment in the realm 
was authored and introduced by one 
Sydney Silverman, M.P. • 

One immediate effect of gettìng rid 
of the death sentence will be to in- 
crease sharply the dangers of being a 
policeman. Many desperate criminals, 
already facing Jife terms, would be 
willing to shoot it out with the police 
or kiil a prison guard in a nothing-to- 
lose gamble for freedom. And this, 
too, would seem to fit in quite nicely 
with Jewish purposes. For American 
"entertainment” — that most effective 
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instrument of Jewish propagirli^^as 
been ardently engaged of lagfè#tt£% r * 
traying our police ofhcers as a collec- 
tion of clowns, dunderheads, and rack- 
eteering brutes whom we would be 
much better off without. The Jews 
apparently feel that a police force — 
the non-U.N. variety — is a hindrance 
to the Judaizing of our culture. 

Undoubtedly, they are right. 


Over the past months, our Catholic 
hierarchy of the United States have 
been waging a battle. In the words 
of Cardinal Spellman, American Cath- 
olics have an imperative mission to 
"resist the growing and alarming dis- 
respect for the reverent observance of 
Sunday.”' Yet, in this admirable con- 
cern for the preservation of Our Lord’s 
Day, there bas been a conspicuous 
omission. No one ever mentions 
just who is behind the anti-Sabbath 
agitation. This is the more remark-

of the current Jewish program half so 
blatant, open and admitted as the 
attack on Sunday. For of all the tradi- 
tional values which are foreign to the 
profaners of our Cbristian culture, 
none is more remote than Our Lord’s 
Day—that weekly reminder of Jesus’ 
triumph over death and the Jews, when 
He arose from the tomb on the 
Jirst Christian Sunday, the bright morn- 
Easter.

All battle- 
are there cleared tbrough an 
organization called the "Joint Commit- 
tee for a Fair Sabbath Law,” which rep- 
resents at least 2 5 Jewish groups. At 
the strategy-helm of the "Joint Commit- 
tee" is Mr. Leo Pfeffer, of the ubiqui- 
toustrio of Pfeffer, Polier, and Maslow, 
top lawyers for the American Jewish 
Congress. It is Pfeffer’s dream that 
some Sunday in the near future, Amer- 
ica’s Jewish-owned Main Streets will 
be bustling with all tbe commercial 


activity of “any ordinary day”—and 
that "business as usual” will smother 
all public witness to the sanctity of 
our Christian day of rest. 

That New York’s Cardinal-Archbish- 
op should have been stirred to any 
kind of defense of Sunday is, of 
course, a tribute to the extreme effec- 
tiveness of the Jewish "Joint Commit- 
tee.” Uncfejèfifoscrably, one of the occa- 
sions of ffis Bim.inence’s anxiety was 
the report appeared in the New 

York Sunday Nèws for last April 8. 

It seems that one Sol Sacks, a 
Manhattan Certified Public Accountant, 
had hit upon the idea of having 
his staff hired out on Sunday—allowing 
his clients to have their business affairs 
checked and put in order, with no 
interruption in the regular work week. 
Before long, the city’s police depart- 
ment got wind of Mr. Sack’s scheme, 
and one Sunday g&tettdft£g as Sol had 
just unleashed a 25 workers 
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"pifrolinlh' presew^ifiSSèi with a sum- 
mons cbarging violation of the Sab- 
bath Law. 

Sacks, accompanied by his attorney, 
Jacob Shientag, was brought to trial 
before a fellow-Jew, Magistrate Charles 
Solomon, in Lower Manhattan Court. 
The proceedings were quite brief, and 
very much to the point—to the Jewish 
point that "the Sunday Blue Law is 
a statutory crazy-quilt” (as the Netvs 
put it). Magistrate Solomon conclu- 
ded tbe "trial” with one final Jewish 
sneer at all that Sunday represents; 
"Nonsense! Case Dismissed!” 


The contrast between Christian and 
Jewish values has never been more 
strikingly evident than in tbe founding 
and furthering of the Jewish State of 
Israel. The tragedy is that most Atner- 
icans who read the Zionist propaganda 
reports ("lsrael is as American as your 
home town”) will never investigate fur- 
ther. Few will take the trouble to 
learn, for example, that very much 
«»like your home town, Israel is a 
state where 85 per cent of the land 
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t&rtEit outright property of the central 
^ojìfenment. However, there is little 
Mf'Sdt for our American system of "a 
backyard of your own” because family 
life is all but eliminated by Israeli 
social legislation. In the Jewish farm 
communities (whose marriage irregu- 
larities we reported last month) chil- 
dren are taken from their parents after 
birtb and raised in separate areas. At 
determined intervals, parents are in- 
vited to visit the children’s barracks 
to watcb the communal progress of 
their offspring. When they reacb the 
age of 14, most of the young Jews 
are through with school, and all, both 
girls and boys, spend tbeir next, most 
formative years (until they are 20) in 
the Israeli Army. The sight of a 
truck-load of 15-year-olds with guns 
and live ammunition strapped to their 
shoulders — an everyday scene in Israel 
— would hardly remind the average 
American of the high-school pastimes 
of his youth. Yet the hoax continues! 

— In conjurictidrT'With the Israel-can- 
do-no-wrong propaganda, there has 
been a determined program to keep 
Americans unaware of the gross in- 
justices, by our standards, which Israel, 
with Jewish standards, has perpetrated 
in the Middle East. When the United 
Nations, that town meeting of world 
Jewry, first decided to hand over the 
Holy Land as an autonomous state for 
the Jews, there was no time lost 
in dispossessing and expelling every 
indigenous Arab who was in the way. 
So messy did the afifair become that 
even a small group of U.N. people 
(Gentiies, of course) thought that 
something should be done for the 
unfortunate Arab "refugees.” The 
gentleman who dared propose this 
plan, Count Bernadotte of Sweden, 
was promptly shot by the Israelis. 

The number of new Arab refugees 
resulting fcrom the Zionist police state’s 
latest aggressions, in Gaza and the 
Sinai Peninsula, has not yet been cal- 
culated. But we are assured that there 
will be no Jewish remorse over the 
situation. Speaking recently in Boston, 
Russian-born Golda Meir, Israel’s For- 


eign Ministress, said very plainly that 
if the decision to invade Egypt were 
once more hers to make, then, ”As 
I did it before, I would do it again!” 

A few days after Mrs. Meir’s speech, 
Monsignor Peter Tuohy, head of the 
Pontifical Mission for Palestioe, calied 
upon the Christian nations to' work 
immediately for the “repatriation of 
the Arab refugees and internationali- 
zation of Jerusalem.” Although there 
were few sympathètic ears to bear his 
plea,,MonsIgnor Tuohy was merely re- 
peating the unswerving position of tbe

Jsraeir” Taking a Iead 
froiw this, Americap O.tbolic? might 
fotlow Tke Pomi’; exsnaple of scvering 
all relatioos wigh Israel’s citizens-in- 
extle. the Jewe of Àmerìca. Such deci- 
sive acrion could well be the beginning 
of justice for the victims of Zionism, 
and protection for the sacred shrines 
of the Holy Lahd. 


Examples of the Christian-Jewish 
cleavage might be multiplied indefi- 
nitely, but a true understanding of 
them comes only with the . founda- 
tional knowledge that, all moral and 
social arguments aside, the abyss 
which divides us is religious. And< 
the nature of this division has never 
been more succinctly defined than by 
the learned bisbop wbose feast will be 
celebrated throughout the Church on 
the twenty-seventh of this month, Saint 
John Cbrysostom. He wrote: "Tbe 
Jews have crucified the Son and rejected 
tbe Holy Ghost, and their souls are 
the abode of tbe devil... It is not 
insignificant controversies which sepa- 
rate us but the death of Christ.” 
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
